he arrived with the French fquadron of five

The reafon of this his condu6l was faid 
to be, that having bein formerly employed 
on fome confiderable ftation by the French 
Eaft'Jndia company, he had embezzled a 
large fum, to the amount, of a million of 
Hvres ; but by the influence of his brother- 
in-law, who was then a perfon of great 
confequence in the diredion of the fj^d 
company, he was fo far from fuffisring 
difgrace, that he was continued in employ- 
ment, and promoted from time to time, till 
at length he was appointed to coounand the 
fquadron that failed to take Fort St. George* 
However, before he could finiffi his expe- 
dition and return home^ his friend loft his 
influence, and even his, employment in the 
Eaft'Jndia company: and fo fearing the 
ftorm would again break out againft him, 
having before converted all the fpoil of 
Fort St. George into diamonds, he took the

military honours. And the nth inftant 
N, S, was the day named for the ceiTatioa 
of hoflilities in the Low Countries. 

May 5. The anniverfary fcall of the font 
of the clergy was held atMerchant-TayIor*s 
hall. The whole amount of the colledioa 
at the rehearfal on the 3d, at the fermoa 
on this day, and at the feaft, was 906/. i9x« 
oa. 

Within thefe few days 30,000 quarters of 
wheat were brought up for exportation.

'< I have, in the courfe of this negocia- 
tion, a^ed with the moft unreferved con- 
fidence and comniunicatioa towards my al- 
lies : and I hope, that when ihey ihall 
have maturely weighed the fituation of af- 
fairs, the necefiity from thence arifing, and 
the care ^nd attention which have been 
ihcwn for their advantage and fecurity, 
they will not delay to accede to thefe pre- 
liminary articles, but concur in effcAuating 
the good work of peace. 

** The vigorous and powerful fupport yoa 
have given me, during this fefiion, towards 
carrying on the war, has Arengthened my 
hands, in proceeding thus far in the mea- 
fures of peace.

Nothing 
could hare contributed fo much to the put- 
ting an end to the calamities of war, and 
reducing our future expences, as thefe well- 
judged fupplies. The moft prudent oeco- 
nomy (hall be made ufe of in the application

prefent burthens of my people. 

'< My Lords, and Gentlemen,

The people in France were b^ome fa 
mutinous for want of bread and <^^er ne« 
ceiVary provifions, that dangerous inS^rec- 
tions had happened in feverd parts of cH^t 
kingdom, particularly at Bourdeaux, fro^ 
whence arrived the following account! 
*< The benefit which peace is Hkely to bring 
to this kingdom, began to manifefl itfelf 
here, on the arrival of thirty /hips lade^ 
wiih wheat from England, .

A pardon paiTed the great feal alto Sir 
Jamil K-alxb, mi Jama St<tvart, of all 
ticafons, mifprifoiii of tnafon, tfc. by

they remain in fuch places, as his Majefty, 
his heirs and fucceflbrs^ ihall^ from time 10 
time, appoint. 

A pardon paflfed the great feal to IVil'

in their flight their wings made a buzzing 
jioife, like that of the great black beetle.

to near 3000/. 

From Hanover we heard, that his Ma- 
jefty had appointed Sir Thomas Rohinjon, 
vf\io had for feveral years been his miniller 
at Vienna, to be joint-pltnipotentiary with 
the earl of Sandwich at Aix-la-Chapclle ; 
for which laft place Sir Thomas fet out on 
the 19th inft. N, S* and carried along with 
him his Maje%*8 approbation of the defini- 
tive treaty of peace drawing up at Aix-la- 
Chapelle, a plan of which had been Tent to 
ifatttvfr for that purpofe*

Auguft 25. The Parliament, which ftool 
prorogued to the 30th inftant, was ordercdp 
by their excellencies the lords jufticesi ti 
be further prorogued to OSitber 13. 

Augufi 29. This morning hit nyat 
highnefs the duke of Ctrm^^/aiu/ arrifed i| « 
good health at St. Jameses, 

All the letters (torn France were full «£ 
the vail preparations they were making Ai 
reftoring their marine. Ships were daily 
arriving, loaded with all forts of nanl 
ftores ; and the King had lately purchafti 
of the duke of Chevreufe, at the rate il 
1,500,000 livra, the foreft of Cbattaiuba, 1 
in which there were great quantitiei. flf 
timber trees, proper for the royal navy. 

Advices from Vienna faid> that an tdift 
had been lately ifTued there, by which thi 
prelates and ecdefiaftics were enjoined tB 
make fale to laymen of all the eftates thqr 
had purchafedy without permiflion, fioce 
the year 1669 $ the court being refolved t» 
buy fuch as may not meet with other pur- 
chafers, at a reafonable price. 

Stbt. I. The Pope conferred the order of 
prieithood upon cardinal Stuart^ who cda» 
brated his firft mafs on the IVednefd^yX^ 
lowing in his own chapel, and gave tht

Jhtfit^anci of the definitive treaty of peace, 
Thepreanhle was Ycry exteoiire^ reciting 



the original motives which occafioned the 
late war, as well as the defire of all the in- 
tcrefted powers to put an end thereto, which 
gave rife to the prefent congrefs, &c. 

Article I, Promifes in the moft folemn 
manner to obferve religioufly the peace con- 
cluded, and all the articles and daufes 
therein, without ever in the leaft infringing 
thereon. 

2. Every thing that has pafTed during the 
war on all iidea to be buried in a general and 
eternal oblivion. 

3. The treaties of Wefifhalia, Madrid^ 
Kmeguen, Ryfioick, Utrecht, Baden, Hague, 
the Quadruple alliance, and the treary of 
Vienna, were all confirmed, that they might 
not be derogated by the prefent treaty, 

4. The prifoners made, and the hoftagea 
given during the war, to be reftored on all 
fides without ranfom, and fet at liberty in 
one month after the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations, but be obliged to pay all debts they 
have contracted ; and all the men of war 
or merchant-fliips which have been taken 
fince the time ftipulated by the ceflation of 
arms, to be reftored. 

5. All the conquefts made during the 
war, in all parts of the world, to be reci« 
procally reftored. 

6. The reftitutions and ceffions to be 
made in fix weeks after the ratification. 
The artillery found in the conquered places 
to be reftored in the fame condition they 
were in at the time the towns were taken } 
excepting, neverthelefs, that at Menin, 
Atbe, Mons, Charieroy and Oudenard. 

7. The duchies of Parma, Placentia, 
and Guaflalla, to be ceded with all their 
rights and dependencies to the Infant Doa 
Pbirip, under an exprefs claufe, that thofe 
ftates (hall return t.) their prefent pofiTeftbrs, 
in cafe that Prince dies without male iifue, 
or he, or any of his defcendants, fhould 
mount the throne of Spain or the Two 
btt:i>ies» 

8. CommifTaries to be immediately ap- 
pointed on all fides, to afiemble at Nice and 
Brujfels, to cfFedluatc the rcfpcctive refti- 
tutions and ceftions. 

9. The king of Great Britain ihall fend 
to France two noblemen of the firft di- 
ftin£lion, by way of hoftages, who are to 
remain there till certain advice is received 
of the evacuation of Cape-Breton, and all 
the places which may have been taken in 
the Eafi'Indies. 

10. Means to be taken in the general 
evacuation as commodious as poflible for 
the troops aad inhabitanti*

which acceded therto. There were two 
other articles J of which the firft imports 
in fubftance, that no confequence was to be 
drawn from the titles and precedency which 
the contra^ing parties had taken in this 
treaty ; and the fecond> the fame thing with 
regard to the French language, &c. 

Off* 25, An account was receiT^ of 
the Genoefe plenipotentiary having acced* 
cd to the definitive treaty of peace. 

Mr. Burnaby, his Britannic majefty*B 
minifler to the Froteftant cantons of Swit^ 
xerland, having been informed of a pro- 
pofition made to the canton of Frthnop 
for afTording an afylum to the young Pre- 
tender, wrote immediately to the regency 
of that canton, to fignify how difagreeable 
fuch a ftep would be to the King his ma* 
fter : he has fince caufed that letter, toge- 
ther with the anfwer from the regencyi to 
be printed. 

Cff, 29. Sir William Calvert, knt. the 
new lord mayor of London, was fworn in at 
IVefiminper with the ufual folemnity. 

Nov* 3. The model oi the plan intfni- 
niature, made for playing off the firc-worki 
in the Green-Park, on the thankfgiviog for 
the peace, was prefented to the board of 
ordnance and approved of; and the next 
day the ground was marked out in the.iud 
park, near the late Queen^s library, for the 
the buildings to play off the faid fireworks, 
and for eredting fcafTolding for a great num- 
ber of fpeftators. 

The band of mufic to perform at the 
fire- works in the Green-Park confifted of 
forty trumpets, twenty French horns, fir- 
teen hautboys, fixteen bafToons, eight pair 
of kettle-drums, twelve fide drums, and a 
proper number of flutes and fifes, with lOO 
pieces of cannon to go off fingly at intervals 
with the mufic. 

Nov. 5. An account was received from 
Atx-la-Chapelle, that the plenipotentiaries 
of his Sardinian majefty had acceded, on 
the 7th inftant, N, S, to the definitiTe 
treaty of peace. 

Nov. 9. A fire broke out in the Horn 
flable at Grave/end, adjoining to a ware- 
houfe, which contained a great quantity of 
pitch, tar, refin, fea-coal, all forts of iron- 
mongers goods, and about five half barrels 
of gnnprwder, which blew up both the 
faid buildings, and thereby prevented once 
more the town from becoming a heap of 
ruins. Many people were hurt by the ex^ 
plofion, but none killed. Tbe damage wai 
compated at about loooh 
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iV«9. 19* The tnniTerfary of the birth 
of her royal highne fs the princefs of /f^/rx 
was celebrated^ who then entered into the 
S9th year of her age. There was a great 
appearance of the nobility at LeLcefter-houfe 
0n thit occafion> when hit Royal High- 
nefa obferving fome of his lords to wear 
Freueb fhifla, immediately ordered the duke 
of CbMndmsj his groom .of the ftole, to ac- 
quaint them and all his fervantt in general, 
that after that day he Should be greutly dif* 
pleafcd to fee them appear in any oif the 
nunufaQures of France* The fame notice 
was giTen to the ladies. 

JVtfv. 23. His Majefty arrived about 
Cwoo^dock in th^ morning, in good health, 
at St. Jameity from his German dominions. 
He embarked at Heltfiittjiuys about ten on 
MifmuLy morning, and landed the next day 
between three and four in the afternoon at 
a place called JG/twCgate^ four miles from 
Margate in Kent, He was upwards of two 
hoars beating en the Kentijb coaft before he 
could land, the wind blowing ftrong at 
vreft. He pafled through Canterbury about 
Ax^ but did not ftay at any place to refreih 
till he arrived at St. Jameses, 

Nov* 25. The right hon. the Lord 
Mayor and court of aldermen of the city of 
London waited on his Majefty to congratU' 
late him on his fafe return. 

Nov* 29. His Majefly went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and opened the fefllon with 
this moft gracious fpeech to both houfes. 
** My Lords and Gentlemen, 

« I acquainted yo'U at the clofe of the 
laft feflion of Parliament, that preliminary 
articles for a general pacification had been 
figned by my minifler, and thofe of the 
moft Chii/lian King, and the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces ^ to which the 
cmprefs queen of Hungary, and the kings 
of Spain and Sardinia, and the other 
powers engaged in the war, foon after ac> 
ceded. 

** 1 loft no time in taking the proper 
meafures with my allies, for eft'c£luating a 
general peace by a definitive treaty,* in 
which all parlies Wtre to concur : and, 
notwithftanding the difficulties which muft 
attend fo extenfivc a work, wherein the re- 
fpcdive interefts of fo many powers were to 
be finally adjufted by common content, I 
have been able, by the blefling of God, in 
the course of the fummer) to compleat it \ 
and I have the pleafure to acquaint you, that 
9 definitive treaty, previoufly concerted with 
my allies, has been figned by my mini- 
Aert, and tbolc of Frsau and the States 



General J to which all the other powert 
concerned in the war have acceded without 
referve. 

« It has been my chief endeavonr, in put* 
ting an end to the calamities of war, to 
make the moft efie^tual provifion for fe- 
curing the rights and interefts of my own 
fubje^y and to procure the beft terms and 
conditions for my allies, that the fituatJoa 
of affairs would admit. And I take much 
fadsfa^tion in being able to tell you, that 
I have found a general good difpofition in 
all parties engaged in the war, to bring this 
negociation to a happy conclufion. From 
thefe circumflanccs we may promife our- 
felves, under God, a long enjoyment of 
the bleilings of peace, provided wc make 
the right ufe and improvement of it. 

** Gentlemen of the Houfe ofCommons^ 
*' As great a progrefs has been made to- 
wards reducing the public expences as the 
nature of the cafe would allow, and I only 
defire you to grant me fuch fupplies, as 
may be requifite for the current fervice of 
the year, for your own fecurity, and for 
making good fuch engagements as have 
been ;.Iready entered into, and laid before 
you. Times of tranquility are the proper 
feafons for leflening the national debt, 
and ftrengthening ourfelves againft future 
events ; and, as the neceflary means for 
thefe purpofes, 1 muft recommend to you 
the improvement of the public revenue, and 
the maintaining our naval force in proper 
flreogth and vigour. 

*' My Lords and Gentlemen, 
** It is impoffible for me to fpeak to yon 
on the fubjc^ of the happy rc-cftabliffimcnt 
of the public tranquility, without returning 
you tny fincereft thanks for the great and 
af^'e^lionate fupport you have given me, in 
carrying on this juft and necefTary war j in 
which, not only the common caufe of Ei,- 
rope, but our own independency and eflcn- 
ti*l interefts were highly concerned. As the 
extraordinary burden3 which it brought upon 
my good fubjcfts gave mc great uneafinefs, 
fo I could not but wifh to fee as fpeedv an 
end put to them as poflible. Whatever the 
events of the war may have been, the bra» 
. very of my troops has diftinpuiflied itfelf on 
every occation, to their lafting honour ; and 
our fignal fucceflcs at fca, muft ever be re- 
mcmbfrcd lo the glor)- of the Briti/fi fleet, 
and entitled to the particular attention and 
fupport of this nation. You will further 
confider, that thofe brave men who have 
fervcd well by Tea or land, and cannot now 
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W employed, jnftty deferre to be the ob« 
jcAt of your favour and protection. 

^ Ai my firft care has been, to take the 
flMft early meafures, that my people may as 
Uon as poffible reap the benefits of peace, 
lb I doubt not of vour chearful afliftance in 
p t ifcfli ng this good work. Let me ear- 
neftly recommend to you the adTancement 
of our coramerce, and cultiTating the arts 
of peace, in which you may depend on my 
^arty coocorrence and encouragement. It 
ftall be my endeavour to continue thefe 
Ueffings, by a pundaal execution on the 
engagements now taking, and by main- 
taaaing file moft perfeA harm^y and good 
corr cf po n dencc with the friends and allies 
^ Great- Brbaim. 

<* The experience I have had of you 
makes me rely on the zeal, unanimity and 
4ifpa:ch of your proceedings ; and you 
may be alTured, tlat nothing (hall be want- 
i^y on my part, to make you a floorilhln ^ 
aod hippy people.

** With hearts foil of duty and afiedioBy 
we ofler our thanks to your Majefty for 
your paternal goodnefs, in confidering with 
fo much tenderoefs the burdens of your 
fubje^s, and in taking the very firft op- 
portunity to give them eafe, and to enable 
them to reap the bevefiu of the pacific!^ 
tion. Excited by your gracious example^ 
and our love to our country, we aflure your 
Majefty of our chearful and hearty concur- 
rence in all fuch me^fures, as maj tend to 
perfe& what your Majefty has iat prudently 
begun ; may improve our trade and com- 
merce ; promote quiet and harmony at 
home, and render the bleflings of peacoy un- 
der the Divine Protediun, general and laft- 
ing to our people. In doing this we will 
never fail to have the utmoft attention to the 
honour of your Kf ajefty^s crown, the ftabi- 
lity of your throne and the fafety of your 
kingdoms. 

« We have a juft fenfe of the diftis- 
guiihed behaviour of your Majefty*i forces 
by fea and land, during the war. Wa 
look upon them as an honour and ftrength 
to our country ; and we applaud that good- 
nefs which your Majefty has expreflfed, ia 
recommending fuch ^f them as cannot now 
be employed, to the favour and protedion of 
Parliament. Your Majefty*s fentiments 
concerning the naval force of this kingdom 
arc highly worthy a king of Great Britahh 
who has the honour and intercft of this na- 
tion entirely at heart ; and the fignal fuc- 
cefs that has attended it in the war, as well 
as the conftquences to be derived from it 
for maintaining the peace, cannct fail to 
fliew ihe neceffit\- of giving the utmoft at- 
tention to the fupport and encouragement 
of the fleet, 

" Permit us. Sir, to make ufe of this 
happy occallcn of approaching your royal 
thione, to give your Majefty the ftrongeft 
aiVurance oi our inviolable duty and fide- 
lity to your facrei perfon, and our zeul for 
the-prelervation vf the proteftant fucceffion 
inyourilluilrlous houfe, the great bulwark 
of religion and liberties. To thefe princi- 
ples \ve will always ttedfaftly adhere ; and 
we faithfully promise y.mr Majefty, to exert 
your utraott endeavours to fupport you in 
maintaining that repof* which your Majefty 
has reftored to y*ir kingdoms, as well as to 
prefcrve and cultivate the moft perfect cor- 
refponjcnce and union with the friends and 
allies of Gr^'j* Brluht and to promote the 
ll<2ry uui happiAcu of yoar ieign«** 
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To thii ^ddreis his Majefty*t returned 
the following moft gracious anfwer* 
« My LorJsy 
<< I thank you for this dutiful and aflfec- 
tipjute addrefs. The fotisfa£tion you have 
fo unanimoufly cxprefied in the meafures I 
iiSTe taken, is particularly agreeatxle to me ; 
and you naay be aiTuredy that both in war 
and in peace my great aim has been, and 
always (kail be, the advancement of the 
true interefts of my people, and the fupport 
of my allies;** 

Decm I. The Houfe of Commons pre- 
iented the following addrefs. 

** Mefi gracious Sovereigny 
** We your Majefty^s moft dutiful and 
loyal fubje^s, the Commons of Great' 
Britaim in Parliament alTembled, beg leave 
tortturoyourMajefty our unfeigned thanks 
fat jfour moft gracious fpeech from the 
jchrone; and to congratulate your Majefty 
on your fafe and happy return to thefe 
kingdoms. 

M We acknowledge^ with the ntmoft 
gratitude^ your Majefty^s conftant attention 
to the good of your people ; and beg leave 
to congratulate your Majefty on the fucccis 
of your etideavours jFbr reftoring peace to 
Mmr^a, by the happy concluficn of a de- 
finitive treaty, in which all your allies have 
concurred without referve ; an j we cannot, 
on this occafion, but admire your Majefty*s 
wifdom and conduct, by which 3*ou have, 
in fo (hort a fpace of time, reconciled and 
adjufted fo many jarring intercfts, and com> 
pleated this great and neceflary work. 

** Permit us. Sir, humbly to return 
your Majefty our thanks fur your tender 
ragard to your faithful fubjedls, in taking 
the firft opportunity to reduce the public 
expences, which has been done with un- 
afual difpatch ; and we acknowledge equal- 
ly your Majefty *s wifdom in recommending 
to us ceconomy, and tiie improvement of the 
revenue, both abfolutely necefTary in our 
prefent*circumftances. In order to leflen 
the national debt, eafe your people, and 
firengthen ourfelves again ft all future e- 
Tentsj and we aiTure your Majefty, that 
we will omit nothing which may conduce 
to thefe important and falutary ends. 

*• )t gives the higher- fatisfa^ion to your 
faithful Commons, that your Majcrfty has 
been rracioufly plcafrd to take notice of the 
bravery of your forces by fca and l.md, an 
- honour their behaviour has moft jufly de- 
ferred; and we afture jfcur Majefty, th.csll 
due attention (hall be paid, on our part, 
to the ferVices of thofe gallant men^ who 



have fignalited themfelvet fo glorioufly in 
defence of their country. 

'* We are truJyfenfible oftheimportanco 
of that fignal fuccefs which has attended 
your Majefty *s arms at fea^ through the 
courfe of the war, and are fully convinced, 
how neceifary it is to maintain our fleets in 
perfed ftrength and order, even in times 
of the moft profound peace. Your faithful 
Commons beg leave humbly to aftfure your 
Majefty, that they will grant fuch fuppliee 
as are ncceft*ary to fecurc efie£tually the 
peace and tranquility of your Majefty*8 go- 
vernment, and to preferve the honour of 
the nation^ by making good its engage- 
ments i and that the chief obje^s of our 
con(ideration (hall be what your Majefty 
has fo gracioufly and wifely recommended 
to us, the improvement of our commexc^ 
the fupporting and (bengthening of public 
credit, and the cultivation of the arts of 
peace ; that your Majefty may l>e enabled 
to gratify your royal inclinations, by mak* 
ing this nation a flouriftiing and happy peo^ 
pie, under yoyr aufpicious government 
and that of your royal family, to future 
generations.** 

His Majefty *s moft gracious anfwer. 
*' Gentlemen, 
*' I thank you moft heartily for this very 
afte£lionate addrefs. You may rely upon 
my ready concurrence with you, in the 
execution of all fuch meafures as will relieve 
my people, as foon as poftible, from the 
burdens which the exigencies of war have 
laid upon them, and procure for them the 
blelfings of a fafe and lafting peace.** 

Dec, 2. Was obferved at court, in the 
city, and elfewhere, as his Majefty *s birth- 
day, he being abroad on the real day, vi?u 
Offober 30. 

The addrefs of the univerlity of Cam» 
bridge was prefented, congratulating hit 
Majefty on his fafe return, and on thf 
peace. 

An order was given for feveral engineers 
and mafter-builders, to repair to Nwrtb» 
Britain J and there to follow fuch other in- 
ftru£tions relating to the fortifying that 
coaft, as they ftiould from time to time re- 
ceive from the board of works. The num- 
ber of forts to be erc£ted on the coaft of 
Scotland, were thirteen, to mount from 
thirty to twelve guns, of eighteen and fix 
pounders. 

The court of France being tired with ap- 
pljiNg in a friendly manner to prevail with 
the young Pretender to leave that kingdom, 
determined at laft upon ufing violence, 

which 
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vhich wat tocordingly put in execution on 
the loth inftant. As be alighted from hit 
coach to enter the Opera-houfe in the«ven* 
ingy he was furrounded by a dosen of fer- 
jcants of the guards, who were dtfguifed, 
and by that means came on him fj fud- 
denly, and prcfled him fo clofe, that it 
was impoifible tor him to make any de- 
fence, had he been fo inclined. M. dt 
VandrmUt major of the guards,, immedi- 
ately appeared, and having /hewn him the 
king*s order, demanded his fword, which 
be gave him without any difficulty. He 
was conducted from thence through a pri- 
vate houfe, into the fquare before the 
kitchens belonging to the royal palace, 
where three coaches were ready^ which car- 
ried him and his retinue to the caftle of 
VincenneSf where he was detained a prifoner 
till the 15th, on which day be fet out, 
with a few of his domeitics in three poft 
chaifes, without any other efcort than the 
marquis Pcruxzi, an officer in the guards, 
who was charged to condu£t him to Pont- 
Beauvoifin, from whence he went through 
Sav9j to Fri6ourg \n Stvitjcerland, 

Dec, 13. The addrefs ofthearchbifliop, 
fcifhops and clergy of the province of C^rff^fr- 
buryy in convocation aflembled, was this 
day prefented to his Majefty. 

In the night of the 14th, a large moun- 
tain, covered with vines, in the neighbour- 
hood of Ffisdivati about midway between 
Buda and Peterivar'dein, fell with a prodigi- 
ous noife into the Danube^ in the midft of 
which river it now forms two little hills, 
the paflfage between them being equally 
dangerous and dreadful. 

Dec* 1 6. This day there was one of the 
greatefl: hurricanes uf wind that had been 
known for feveral years, from S. W. by S. 
which lafted for near eight hours, during 
which time it untiled the tops of houfes, 
blew down two, and feveral chimneys, 
&c. which greatly wounded divers perfons 
who were paiTing the ilrects, and a child 
was killed by the fall of bricks from a 
chimney, as it ftood by the fire. Several 
veffels from below bridge were forced from 
their moorings in the river, and did great 
damage among the fmall craft, and two men 
were drowned. Divers fhips were drove on 
fhore, and great damage dune on the coafts 
©f Kent and SuJ/ex, 

Dec. 22. At the meeting of the hon. 
committee at Guildhall, appointed for en- 
quiring into the laws relating to hawkers 
and pedlars, they came to a refolution to 
profecute ail hawkers felling wares within 



the city, or liberties of the fame, ^Wfjk 
they ihould appear to have licences. 

Dr. GUherty lord biihop of handmff, wu 
tranflated to the fee of Salt/bury, 

This day bis Majefty went to the Houfe 
of Peerl, and gave the royal aflent to the 
malt bill. 

The crews of feven men of war, lately 
arrived from the Medtteratieaut waited on 
his Majefty at St, Jamis*s, with a petition 
for their prire -money, and his Majefty 
was p leafed to refer them to the lords of 
the Admiralty. They efcorted his Ma- 
jcfty from St. Jamet't to the Houfe of 
Peers and back again ; they alfo delivered a 
petition to his royal highnefs the prince of 
fVaUi, as he paffed through the Park in 
his chair, who received it with his ufoal 
afifabilily. 

Dee* 26. Advice came, that upwards of 
twenty of the tranfports, with the Britifi 
troops on board, were arrived at Hartoici t 
feveral others were forced into Yarmoutb^ 
Road in a very leaky condition, and all of 
them have fuffered much by i^orms and 
contrary winds, a great many of their 
horfes died on board. 

Dec, 28. His royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland arrived at St. yamti% from 
Holland*

And within the gate the Lord 
Mayor, aldermen, recorder, and(heritfs, per- 
formed the ufual ceremony, at their en- 
trance into the city. Then proclamation 
was made a third time at the end of 
Chancerj'Lant \ then at the end of IVood' 
freet in CheapSdef where the crofs formerly 
Aood \ and tn& fifth and laft time at the 
Jteyal Exchange, during change time. The 
peace was afterwards proclaimed in all the 
cities and market towns in Great- Britain 
and Jrdaad 9 and alfo on board all his Ma- 
jcfty*s fliips of war. 

A yoong African prince, and a youth of 
a great family, his companion, who had 
been committed to the care of an En-

hery (with open force and violence] in the

Feb, 9. Peace was prpclaimed by the un* 
dcr iherifFi of the county of Mufdlefex, at*' 
tended by the proper officers on horfeback^ 
at Ho/torn- Bars, Htckes's-Hail, GafwelU 
Street, Norton- Falgate, Sp'uaUFieUs^Mar' 
ket, and in Vf^ite^haptl, 

Feb, 14. At LeadhiiU in Scotland, be- 
tween eight and nine in the mording, ^waS 
felt the fliock of an earthquake, accompa- 
nied with a noife like the falling of an old ^ 
houfe, and the motion was (a fenfibly felt, 
that the people ran out of their houfes, believ* 
ing they were going to fall. The workmen 
at the fliaft or pithead, in the neighbouring 
mines, thought, from the noife, that th6 
fhafts were run together. Thofe under 
ground heard it as if all the works had 
fallen down, one above aActher ; and the 
walls of the drifts were fenfibly felt to move- 
fo much, that in many of the works the 
workmen ran cut for fear : at a cut-head 
in one of the earl of Hopttn*n works, the 
windlafs turned about, and continued run** 
ning till the rope hanked. One of the 
EarPs grieves was (landing on a little mount 
of earth near one of the engines, and to 
him the noife was fo great, that he did not 
doubt but foraeihing had broke about the 
engine, and the ihock he could compare to 
nothing fo much as that/eceived from the 
common experiment to ihew the force of 
electricity. The engines at IVanlockbead^ 
which were then (landing, were vifibly feeo 
to move ; for .the bobs of the machine, 
and the mount on which they are placed, 
feemed all of them to quiver. It was not 
only felt there, but in moft of the adjacent 
country; at Penpunt particularly, where 
one of the workmen's wives was at the tim^ 
it happened, the motion was fo great that 
the ground Icemed as if going to fink, and 
the people left their houfes. A man paf- 
fing the bridge on Sear-water, near that 
place, felt the bridge move under him. It 
laded about a minute and a half.— Such 
another ihnck was felt at that place about 
the time that the earthquake happened at 
Lima, 

Fdb. 1 5. The addrefs of the Lord Mayor 
and the reft of the ccmmifTioners of lieu- 
tenancy for the city of London, v/as pre- 
fented to his Majcfty by this right hon. the 
Lord Mayor, attended by a great number 
of the faid commifTioners ; congratulaiifig 
his Majefty on the prefent peace, and his 

faff 
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Uft and happy return to hi* Britj/b domi- 
nions. 

Fei, x6. His Majefty went to the Houfa 
of Peers, and gave the royal aflfent to an 
a£b for granting an aid to his Majefly, of 
4i. in the pound, by a land-tax, for 1749 ; 
an a^ declaring the authority of the com- 
miifioners appoinled by his Majefty, under 
the great feal of Great Britain, for receiving, 
hearing and determining appeals in caufca 
of prizes ; to one road bill, and five pri- 
rate billt. 

Earl oi Lincoln and his fon the lord C/r»- 
ton made comptrollers of all his Majefty*8 
cuftoms in the port of London, during life. 

Samuel Seddon, efq. made folicitor to 
the admiral^ and navy offices. 

James Atorris, efq. made carpenter, firft 
f nginesr and builder of all his Majefty*8 
caftles, fortiy &e. 

From Paris we had an account that ma- 
dame the Dauphifisfs had again mifcarried ; 
and that on the izth inftant the general 
peace was proclaimed in all the public places 
of that city, with the ufual ceremonies. 
Next day 'J'e Dcum was fung in the metro- 
politan church there, and in the evening 
fhe fine fireworks created at the Greve, 
were played oft*. The whole city was at 
the fame time illuminated ; and the foun- 
tains were kept running with wines, and 
hread and a variety of provifions diftributed 
to the populace for three days together. 
But what added much to the general joy, 
was an edi^ published the fame day, for 
abollfliing the taxes on copper, hair pow- 
der, wax, tallow, paper, and pafteboard. 
This joy had however fome allay, for no 
Icfs than ten pcrfons were killed in the 
crowd ; three more were killed by the fall 
of one of the great lamp-pofls, a woman 
was delivered in the crowd and both herfelf 
and child trod to death, and upwards of 
foriy were dangeroufly wounded and carried 
to the hofpital. 

The much expelled drama of the bottle- 
conjurer of the New Tlieatre in the Hay* 
Market, ended in the tragi-comical man- 
lier following. Curiofity had drawn to- 
gether prcdigiou; numbers. About {even 
the theatre being lighted up, but without 
fo much as a fingle fiddle to keep the au- 
dience in good humour, many grew impa- 
tient. Immediately followed a chorus af 
catcall*;, heitsKtened by loud vociferations, 
4nd beating wilh flicks ; v>lifn a fellow 
came from behind the curtain, rnJ bowing, 
faid, that if the performer did not appear, 
the money ihould be returned. At the 



fame time a wag aying from the pit, that 
if the ladies and gentlemen would give dou- 
ble prices, the conjurer would get into i 
pint bottle, prefently a young gentleman in 
one of the boxes feized a lighted candle, 
and threw it on the ftage. This ferved as 
the charge for founding to battle. Upon' 
this, the greateft part of the audience made 
the be ft of their way out of the theatre $ 
Ibme lofing a cloak, others a hat, others a 
wig, and others hat, wig, and fwords alfo. 
One party however (laid in the boufe, in 
order to demolifli the infide, when the 
mob breaking in, they tore up the benches^ 
broke to pieces the fcenes, pulled down ths 
boxes, in ifaort difmantled the theatte en- 
tirely, earring away the particulars above<« 
mentioned into the ftreet, where they mada 
a bonfire ; the curtain being boifted on a 
pole, by way. of a flag. A large party ot 
guards were fent for, but came time enough' 
only to v\,arm themfelves round the fiite« 
No other difafter happened than a youn|^ 
noblrman^s chin being hurt, occafioned by 
his fall into the pit, with part of one ot' 
the boxes which he had forced out with his 
foot. The conjurer vani(hed away with the 
bank. Many enemies to a late celebrated 
book, concerning the ceafing of miracles 
were greatly difappointed by the conjurer^s 
non-appearance in the bottle ; they ima- 
gining, that his Jumping into it would 
have been the njoft convincing proof poffi-' 
blc, that niiracles were not yet ceafed. 

Several advertifcments were printed ar-* 
terwards, fome ferious, others comical, re* 
lating to this whimfical aftair. 

The evacuations in Italy were all com' 
pleated about the fame time with the laft 
ofthofe in the Aujirian Netherlands i ani 
Don Philip, now called duke of Parmm^ 
having embarked at Antihes^ landed at F1- 
nalty and pafl'ed through the Genoeje and 
PuJemcKtefc territories ; on the 5th arrived 
at Placentia, and on the 7th, at Parma* 
And from Genoa we were advifed, -that the 
capitals which their bank had at ^ienatf and 
Milan were not only reftored, bi^t that they 
had begun to pay the intereft from the day 
of the ratification of the definitive treaty of 
peace. 

March S. About a quarter a^r nine iHL 
the morning, her royal highnfft tlie Prin- 
cefs of Tf^ali's was fafely delivered of a prin^ 
ceft at Lciccjier-loufe ; on whicft occafionr 
the Park and Tower guns were fired, and 
in the evening there weie bonfires, iJlu-. 
minations, and other Viemonftrations of 
joy in London and f^'efiminfter*

The ornaments of this machine were all 
in rflief, and it was adorned with frets,

The infcriptiona were as follows : On 
the pedeftal of Peace in the center. Pax re^ 
diviva an, mdccxlviii.— Peace reflored 
in the year 1748. In the frieze over the 
center arch, Georgiut II. Rex, which ap- 
peared tranfparcnt during the whole per- 
formance of the fire- work. 

On the left fide of the machine, Redin- 
tegrata Europe foccy Jecuritate ftederum fta"

Then Garter with re- 
verence acquainted the Sovereign, that the 
honourable Henry BelUndeny efq. attended 
without the door, and moft humbly be- 
feeched his Majefty to be admitted to take 
the oath of office, as Gentleman- u/her of 
the black-rod of this moft noble order; 
and he was accordingly introduced in his 
mantle; and beiag come to the Sovereign, 
he kneeling down took the oath enjoined 
by the ftatutes ; . his Majefty having put the 
gold chain with the jewel about his neck, 
was pleafed to confer on him the honour of 
knighthood ; then having kifled the Sove- 
reign's hand, he withdrew to the bottom of 
the table. 

Garter then iq the like manner, having 
acquainted the Sovereign, that the lord 
bifliop of Salifbury attended without the 
door, and moft humbly befought his Ma- 
jefty, that he might be admitted to the of- 
fice of chancellor of this moft noble order; 
which office is annexed to that bi/hopric. 

And bis lordlhip in his epifcopal habit 
was introduced accordingly between Garter 
and Black-rod, Black-rod carrying on a 
velvet cuihion the mantle, gold chain and 
purfe ; add being come to the Sovereign, 
Black-rod invefted his lordfhip with the 
mantle; and the oath of office being ad - 
miniftered to him . kneeling. Black-rod on 
his knees prefented to his Majefty the gold 
chaia and jewels which his Majefty put 



round his neck ; and his lordftup having 
received from the Sovereign the purfe; and 
kiflfed his Majefty's hand, placed him(elf 
on the left hand of the chair of ftate. 

Then the Chancellor by the Sovereign *a 
command, declared his royal pleafure, that 
the fix vacant fialls in the royal chapel at 
JVindJor ihould now be tilled ; and each 
knight having wrote down the names of 
nine perfons whom they efteemed moft 
qualified to be eleded in a fcrutiny; and 
having feverally fubfcribed .their hands 
thereto, the fame was colle£led by the 
Chancellor, and prefented by him on hit 
knees to the Sovereign, who after infptc-^ 
ting them, commanded the ChancelMr to 
declare his royal highnefs prince Gtorge, 
eldeft fon of his royal highnefs the prince 
of ffales, duly eledted. 

The fecond fcrutiny was in like manner 
prefented to the Sovereign, who, after in* 
fpe£ting the fame, commanded the Chan* 
cellor t0| declare, his moft ferene highnefa 
the margrave of Anjfacb, duly eleded. 

Garter then was commanded to bring 
In his grace the duke of Leedi, who being 
introduced by Garter, kneeled down before 
the Sovereign, and, being knighted with 
the fword of ftate, retired j alid the third 
fcrutiny being coUcfted by the Chancellor, 
and delivered to the Sovereign in the for- 
mer manner, the Chancellor, by the So- 
vereign's command, declared the duke of 
heeds, duly elected. 

Upon which. Garter and Black-rod were 
fent to introduce his Grace, who being 
brought to the door of the chapter room, 
was there received by the dukes of Khg-- ' 
fton and Portland the junior knights, and 
conduced by them to the Sovereign with 
the accuftomcd reverences ; Garter, car- 
rying on a velvet cufhion the Garter and 
George hanging to a blue ribbond, did 
upon his knee prefent the garter to the 
Sovereign, who gave it to his royal high.- 
nefs the duke of Cumberland and the duke 
of Dorjet^ the two fenior companions, 
which they buckled about his Grace's left 
leg, whilfl the Chancellor read the admo- 
nition enjoined by the ftatutes; and then 
Garter having with like reverence pre- 
fented to the Sovereign the blue ribbond 
and George, his Majcfly, afTifted by his 
Royal Highnefs and the duke of Dor jet, 
put it over his Grace's left fhoulder, who 
was then kneeling, the Chancelfor in the 
mean time reading the proper adncionition. , 
And his Grace having kilTed the Sove- 
reign's hand, and thanked his Majefty for 

the 
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Ae great honour done binif ttoft ttp and 
Iklnted all the companion! feverally, who 
letorned their congratalationt, bowed to 
hia Royal Highneft; and withdrew* 

Theo hli grace the duke of Bedfordf and 
Htvt right honourable Ihe earla of Alhmmrk 
and GrmmnlU were eleAed> and received 
the eofigns of the Order in like manner, 
and withdrew. 

Garter then called orer the names of the 
knight! companioniy and the proccflion 
wat made back in the manner before de- 
icffted, iave only that the Chancellor and 
Black-rod went in their proper placet* 

From Fgrii we had the fbltowing ac- 
counts : that towards the end of laft 
month, Mr* Torke, the BrHifk minifter 
waited on the marquies dt Fmjfeuxy to de-

The confpiratort had, it feems^ a 
correfpondence with the Ottamam port, utd 
expelled that (ever^l Turkijb arnoed veifcli 
4nd a fquadron of Barbary corfairty would 
on that day bo hovering upon the coaflief 
that ifland to afllft them in thdr defigo; 
but the whole wat difcovertd ^ a Crnrin 
merchant, who gaye private intelligence •£ 
it to the grand mafler, and by that qwsm 
^1 the confpiratort wer« feixed «t onee* 

Thp city of Briftel^ and the pl«eet adjs* 
cent, were alarmed with great mnltitedei 
of country people, who rofe sod appeand 
for feveral dtyt in a formidable miuer| 
deflroyiog almoft all the turapikct, wilb 
their houfes, thereabouts, and commit^ 
many other outrages, to the great terror siF 
the inhabitants and perfopt pafliag tlaC 
way.

ftood an old trunk, was {hivercd to pieces* 
In the chamber under the garret was a 
great beam of oak, which was Tpliti a 
flutter was driTen from the hioges, part of 
Uie wall moved from its place, and a 
Cconce broke. The liahtning alfo forced 
iXt way in four or five different parts of the 
Iroat of the houfe. In fome places it pene-

Tinging fpiritual h)mns, the arch- 
bi&op oi Ni'v^gr'.d walking in the middl'j j 
ti.ey were prectded by fuur priclls, carryinij 
the banners, and fbilowed by the xti\ of 
the clergy, fome carrying relicks, and 
others the images of faints. When die 
proceffion was come to the place, t;;ey Le- 
gan the ceremony by finging a mals, after 
which the ArchbUhop confec rated the wa- 
ter, by touching it with a large gold crofs, 
fvhich he held in his hand, and fnying 
fome prayers.

St. Jamis'^'flrtei had the like accident: 
hells in feveral fteeples were ftruck bj the 
chime hammers ; and great ftcnes fell from 
the new towers of Weftminfter^abbey. A 
maid fervant in Cbarferhoufe-ffugre was 
thrown out of bed by the ihock, and broke 
her arm. The dogs were fenfible of it j 
and fome of them howled in an nncommon 
manner, and iiih jumped half a yard above 
water.

Then Garter was fent to caodoQ tho 
fenior knight by eleflion, from hii chair 
to the chapcer-houf* door, where be wat 
TtGtivcdbjtbccoflHHffiMMni Carter tbea 
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f roc«eded before them to that part of the 
table, whe/e the enfigns of th< knight 
clcd were placed. Garter was then fent to 
bring in all the other knights ele£t or 
fntzie*, according to their feni^ri ties, who 
were all fingly introduced and received in 
the fame manner. 

Gasccr then prsfented the lords comir.if- 
lionsrs the I'urcoat of the fenior knight 
ded, who invcfted him therewith ; the 
Regiller reading this admonition : « Take 
this robe of crimfon to the increafe of 
jour honour, and in token or (i^n of the 
inoft noble order you have received, where- 
with you being defended, may be bold^ not 
cnly ftrong to fight, but alfo to offer your- 
felf to ihed your blood for Cbriji^s faith, the 
liberties of the church, and the jufl and 
oecefTary defence of them that are^opprefTed 
»nd needy.** 

Then Garterprefented the crimfon Tclvet 
girdle to the lords commiflioners, who 
buckled it on over the furcoat, then the 
lianger and fword, which they alfo girded 
on. The fame was repeated to all the 
knights elected in their order 3 but the 
proxies were not invefted. The knights 
t\t€t continued in the chapter-houfe while 
the proceilion was made tu the choir, and 
the hatchment of the deceafed knights of- 
fered, as follows. 

The poor knights entered firfl, and made 
their reverences all together in the middle 
of the choir, firft to the altar, then to the 
iovereign*s flail, and procfcded up as near 
as they could to the rails of the altar, plac- 
ing themfelves below each oiher on each 
fide. The prebends foi?:>w£d making the 
like reverences, and fta.^ui-g ail below the 
poor knights, excepting two \\ho '.v*nt to 
the altar. The officers of arms next en- 
tered, with the fame reverences, and i^and 
below the prebends on both fides. The 
officers of the order came next in the fame 
manner^ and flood before their own feat or 
form. The commiiTioners entered together 
make their reverences, and flood un-rer 
their banners, before their refpe^ive flails. 

Garter went into the middle of the choir, 
where he made his reverences, and then 
repaired to the place where he before had 
ordered the hatchments to be laid op a florl, 
and took up the b?.nner, which he held al- 
moil rolled up. The provincial kings then 
net, made their reverences, and pafled 
^wn into the middle of the choir, re- 
pairing to the lords commiffioners, with 
whom they join, and receiving the banner 
barter, made their reverences towards 







the altar, and then to the fovereign*! flail I 
and being preceded by the two kings of 
arms, carry the fame, the point forward a 
little declining, to the firft flep of the altar, 
where they made the like reverences, and 
from thence went to the rails, where they 
made their reverences only to the altar, then 
kneeling delivered it to the two prebeodi, 
who placed it upright at the foath end of 
the altar; the lords commiffioneri haviag 
made the fame reverences ai thqgr did in 
their coming up, returned to their former 
places under their banners, being waited 
on by the faid kings of arms, who returned 
to their former ftation. Then the tiro 
eldeft heralds in like manner met, aade 
their reverences, and repaired unto the lords 
commiffioiicrs, to whom Garter delivered 
the fword, the pommel or hilt upwards, 
which was in like manner carried ap and 
ofl'ered, and the commiffionen then it* 
turned as before. The two next heralds 
then met in the like manner, and repaired 
to the lords commiffioners, to whom Gar- 
ter delivered the helm and creft, which 
were offered in the fame manner. • 

The knights then fbnding under tbeir 
ref).e£live banners, returned to the chapter- 
houfc. Ttie poor knigh;t forthwith joined 
miide their reverences, and went out of the 
choir two and two ; the prebends the fame| 
then the officers of arms, the officertof the 
order ; the commiffioners together, with 
the like reverences. Then the proceffioi 
pafled through the ifle toward the chapter- 
houfe, where the poor kni£:hrs made afljuid, 
and divided themfelves on both fides at a 
diflance from the door ; the prebends IB 
like manner next them ; the officers of 
arms n^ared the door. The officers of the 
order entered the chapter-hoole before the 
lords ccmmifliooers. 

Then the poor knights, prebends, and 
officers of arms, having ranged themfelves, 
the proceffion was made again into the 
choir. The poor kni^ts pafled on into 
the chapel, made their revereiKes, and 
placed themfelves on both fides, as before, 
near the alur. The prebeods then entered 
with the fame reverences, and went to their 
refpe^live feats. The officers of arms ftood 
next below the poor knights. The officers 
of the order followed. Garter in the gtiiddk, 
carrying on a ciifhion, the mantle, hood, 
great collar, Gecrge^ and book of ftaCoteSy 
having the Regifler on his right hand car* 
rying the New Teflamextf and the oath, 
fairly wrote on parchment, and Black 
rod on his left : they entered with theliko 

Tcverencet 
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terereneeSy tnd proceeded towards the feat 
below the ftall of the ele£bed knight, where 
Garter placed the cufliion with the enfigns 
on the defk j and the officers of the order 
ftood below in the choir. The commif* 
fioners, having between them the knight 
9Xt€tf carrying his cap in his band, en- 
tered, making the like reverences toge- 
ther; thefe went into the feat below, the 
fenior coouniffioner entering firft. Then one 
of the officers of the order holding the Nrut 
Te/tsment open, the knight eie£t placed 
his riglu hand thereon ; and the Regifter 
having read the oath to him, he kid'ed the 
book. About this time two prebends were 
condaAed to the altar by the verger, to of- 
ficiate. The commiffioners and knight 
ele^ came out of the under feat, and the 
feiiior knight entered the appointed ftall of 
tiie knight ele£l, who followed him, and the 
other commiffioners entered alfo. Then 
the Regifter and Garter entered into tHe un- 
der feat, the Black rod continuing in his 
former place, where Garter prefented to 
the commiffioners the mantle, who invefted 
the knight therewith, the Regifter, during 
the time, reading this admonition : « Re- 
ceive this robe, &c.^* Garter then pre- 
fented the hood to the commiffioners, who 
jpat it over the knight's right fhoulder, 
bringing the tickets athwart his breaft, and 
tucking them under the belt. Then Gar- 
ter prefented to them the great collar and 
Ctoirgt^ which they faftened over the man- 
tle and hood, upon the knight^s flioulder, 
whilft the Regifter read the admonition : 
*< Wear this collar about thy neck, adorn- 
ed with the image of the blelled martyr and 
foldier of Chrijf, St. George, by whofe imi- 
tation provoked, thou mayeft fo overpafs 
jbotk profperous and adverfe encounters, 
that having ftoutly vanquiHied thy enemies 
bock* of body and foul, thou mayeft not on- 
If receive the praife of this tranfient com- 
bat, but be crowned with the palm of eter- 
nal viaory.** 

Gaiter then prefented the (latute book, 
which the commiffioners delivered to the 
kilightf Imd the commiffioners then placed 
^e cap and feathers on his head, and fat 
him in his ftall, whereon the officers of the 
prdcfr retired with the ufual reverences, and 
ftood before their feats. The knight being 
thas in^allcd, rofe up, made his reve- 
rences, firft towards the altar, then to the 
Sovereign*s ftall ; the commiffioners then 
embra^ him/ congratulating him and de- 
scend. T^e commiffioners being come 
down in tht SMddle of the ^hoir^ made 



their reverences : the officers of the order 
then made their reverences, and fat in their 
feats : the officers of arms in a body did 
the like, and came down towards the So- 
vereign's ftall, placing themfelves on both 
fides: laftly, the poor knights did the 
fame, and retired towards their leats. 

[When there are any other knights eled, 
they are feverally inftallei in the fame 
manner : but in cafe the fame be done b/ 
proxy, he enters bare-headed, between thie 
cununiffioners, and is conduced to the feat 
under the ftall of his principal, where the 
Rfgifter gives him the oath, and then he is 
in the former method led into the ftall» 
where the commiffioners put the mantle 
over his left ftioulder or arm, in fuch man* 
ner as the crofs embroidered within the 
garter may be feen j and then the commif- 
fioners feat him in the ftall, who forth* 
with rifes up, makes his reverences tp the 
altar, and to the Sovereign's ftall, and then 
the commiffioners embrace him, and con- 
gratulate him in the name of his principal.] 

The inftallation being over, the knights, 
during divine ferviee, with great ceremony, 
came to the rails, made only reverence to- 
wards the altar, and kneeling down, of- 
fered gold and filver into the bafon held by 
two of the prebends. 

When prayers were ended, there was a 
grand proceffion to the Caftle, where all 
the knights dined. 

The oath mentioned in this account is as 
follows : " You being chofen to be one of 
the honourable company of this moft noble 
Order of the Garter, (hall promife and fwear 
by the holy Evangelifts, by you here touch- 
ed, that wittingly and willingly you fiiall 
not break any ftatute of the laid order, or 
any articles in them contained, the fame 
being agreeable, and not repugnant to the 
law of Almighty God, and the laws of this 
realm, as far forth as to you belongeth and 
appertainrth. So help you God and his 
holy word." 

July 13. The exceffive heat of this and 
fome preceding days fo afte^ed thM^/h in 
the TbameSf that they gathered in ftioals to 
the bank fide, and buried themfelves in the 
oofe and mud, and were eafily taken in 
great quantities ; loads of fifti periftied in 
the fens of Camhruigejhire, and one perfon 
loft 300/. by the death of jacks and pike. 

Their royal hlghnciTes the prince ?nd 
princefs of JVaki, with the princefs Au- 
gujigy and fome of the nobility, went in 
wherries about five miles down the river 
from BMk to S^lfird, aAd dined in public 

under 
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voder two tentt, in a large mead, where 
abondance of country people reforted, and 
to whom his Highnefs gave feveral hogf- 
heads of beer ; a band of muficians attend- 
ed the whole time. 

Jnhf 14. MefTrs. BodJieot, Scott, and 
burner, were appointed the three commif- 
fioners in London for managing the Afrkan 
trade, according to an aA of thr laft feilions, 
which laid open that trade under direftion 
«f nine commiffioners, of whom the reft 
were three from Briflul, and three from 
LiverpooL 

July i6> Arrived in town a pcrfon of 
note, in cuftody of a mefTenger from Scat" 
land, for feditious praAices, particularly 
for encouraging the ufe of the highland 
dreff. 

Was a terrible ftorm of thunder and light- 
ning, by which the lead of feveral houfes in 
Bljhobjgate-Jireet was melted, and a turret 
on tne top of a houfe (hivered. In Cam- 
bridgejhire and Huntlngdonfiirtf it laded 
with a heavy rain from nine in the morn- 
ing till ten at night j a ball of fire fell on 
St. Lves* fteeple, and fplit it about the mid- 
dle, burnt a houfe, and damaged others. At 
EarUfion field, near Northampton, nine 
Ihcep were killed j fix miles from Coventry, 
a barn was burnt, and thirty fliecp and 
three calves killed, and a fhepherd was 
ftruck dead in Morton field, not far from 
them. At Worcefier the ftorm began be- 
tween ten and eleven the night before, and 
continued till near five the next morning, 
and was very terrifying.

harnefs. The near fore horfe was a brown 
one, named Tawnty, late CrtvUle^z\ the 
off fore horfe was a dark grey, named £0- 
derick Random, late Mr. Sfoaford't : the 
near wheel horfe was a cheiaut, named 
Cbance, late duke Hami/ton\ and the off 
wheel horfe a grey, named Little Dan^ late 
parfon Tbomffan^ay of Beverley, and each 
had a rider; lord Marcb^% groom fat on the 
carriage. Two or three other carriages had 
been made before, but difapproved, and fe- 
veral horfes killed in trials, to the expence 
of fix or feven hundred pounds.

At Burton 
Owfrv» feven miles from Leicefietf a child 
waa Aook out of the chair into the fire. 
It extended northward as far as the fouth 
tad of Derhf where it was but weak.

00. i8- The lords juttices Ordered the

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The workmen employed in repairing the 
caftle of f'erona three miles from Cadixp 
lately dug up a Very beautiful copper ftatue» 
which, independent of the pedeftal, mea- 
fures in heighth fixtecn feet feven inches^ 
reprefenting Hercules, holding in his right 
hand the he^id of Geryon, an ancient Sfani/b 
monarch, the corpfe lying under the con- 
queror^s feet, and with his left bridling a 
lion. On the pedeftal was the following in- 
fer! ption, Alcides deviSo Germane Gadhm 
Fundator\ that is, Hercules having over- 
come Geryon, became founder of CadtXm 
On the right fide were thefe vi'ords, L. ^{19 
Coftf, and upon the ItftAdrianus P. C. which 
implies thztjtirian caufed tMs ftatue to be 
eref^ed, when Lucius Mlius was confuU 
It appears that this Lucius J£lius Cejonius 
{Co jfiis name is at large) died ji, D» it8» 
which fhews nearly the time when this 
ftatue was fet up. 

03, 23. Leave was grinted to Dr. Crentff 
and other petitioners, to purchafe a teafe of 
a fpot of ground near H^rtsdmiH-killp known 
by the name of the Foundary, to build 
thereon an hofpital for lunatics. 

Off, 24. One of his Majetty*s meflen- 
gers arrived from Hanover, at his grace the

amends for the four years in which they did 
not fend out their annual /hip. 

2. As to the trade and navigation of the 
Englijk in the ports of the king of Spain* % 
dominions, the treaties of 1667 and 1670, 
that oi Utrecht of the year 17139 the xft> 
4th, 5t}i, and 7th articles of the treaty of 
1715, and that of 17219 ihall be punc- 
tually obferved and executed. 

3. Confequently the EngMr {hips that 
trade in the ports of his Catholic majeAy» 
fliall pay no other duties for the goodi they 
import or export, than fuch as they paid lA 
the reign of Charles II. of Spain, 

4. Th« 
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4. The AibjeQs of Great-Britain, in the 
puces where they ihall come to traffic, Hiall 
pay only the fame duties as arc laid on the 
fubjeds of his Catholic majefty, who means 
chat the Engli/h ihall be treated in his du- 
micions on the £ame footing as the nations 
the noft favoured. And moreoTcr, they 
ihall continue to enjoy the privilege of 
Calling in fait at the ifland of Tortvga, which 
it poflefled by the Spaniards. 

OSi. 25. At a general court of the Bank 
of England^ it was refolved to lend the 
gorernment a fum of money at three ^^ 
tent, to pay off all the unfubfcribed bank 
annuities, and the money borrowed on 
wrought plate, the whole amounting to 
2,031,300 and odd pounds, which the bank 
was to be paid out of the firft furplus from 
the linking fund, and this to be fecured by 
an a£t of parliament, or a clauie in fome 
a£( for that purpofe. 

His Royal Highnefs the prince of fFales 
(efcorted by a party of horfe guards to 
temple- bar) went in his ftate cuach, at- 
tended by two others, in which were the 
lords of the bedchamber, his footmen and 
watermen walking before, to Filhmongcrs- 
hall in Tbames-fireet, to receive the charter 
of the Brittfif herring fifliing company, as 
governor thereof ; twenty-one pieces were 
Bred at his arrival; and his Royal High- 
nefs was received at the door of the hall by 
Mr. alderman Setbells prefident of the fo- 
ciety, Mr. alderman JanJTen, vice-prefident, 
admiral Vernon, general Oglethorpe, and fuch 
of the fociety as were in town ; and after- 
wards by the mafter and court of afliftants 
of the fiflimongers company, in their gowns, 
who all waited on him to their parlour. 
His Royal Highnefs being feated there, 
made a moft gracious fpeech, expreflive of 
his high regard for the profperity of the 
city of London, Then the fiOiery charter 
bebg read by Mr. Tomkynsy clerk of the 
fiihmonger*s company, his Royal Highnefs 
wiflied all inuginable fuccefs to this natio- 
nal underuking, and declared that be had 
the welfare of it extremely at heart. Mr. 
TowJbns then thanked his Royal highnefs 
for the great honour done the fociety, in a 
Tery handfome fpeech ; and befeeching him 
to accept of the freedom of the fiihmonger*s 
company, his Royal highnefs condefcended 
to acquiefce with the offer. The table 
doth being fpread, a large quantity of 
Sbttland pickled herrings, &c, were ferved 
vp in china $ on which occafion his Royal 
Highnefs eat very heartily, and the whole

Niv, 4. His Majefty, who embuhed

Ntv, 8. The Lord Mayor^ aldermen, 
and commons, waited on hit Majefty at St. 
James\ to congratulate him on hia happy 
return, and the birth of a prince, and the 
recorder made their compliments in the fol- 
lowing fpeech !

Aov. io« Died Mr. Edivjrd Bnght, at 
Mimidem in BJfex^ aged thirty ^ he was lup- 
poied t» be the largeft man living, or 
perhaps that ever lived in thisifland: he 
weighed forty-two ftone and a half, horfe- 
man*s weight; and not being very tall, his 
hodj was of an aftonifhing bulk, and hi« 
]c^ were as big as a middling man*s body. 
He was an aflive man till a year or two 
before his death, when his corpulency fo 
overpowered hisih-ength> that his life was 
a burthen^ and his death a deliverance. His 
coffin was three feet £x inches over the 
ihoulders, fix feet feveu inches long, and 
three feet deep ; a way was cut through the 
wall and ftaircaife, to let the corpl'e down 
into the (hop; it was drawn upon a carriage 
to the churchy ar.d let down into the vault 
by the help of a Aider and pulleys. He left 
a widow big with her fixth child. 

A'bv. 13. The commiiBcners of the new 
bridge at Wefiminfiery appointed a number 
of watchmen to guard the bridge, and 
ordered thirty- two lamps of a particular fi/e 
to be fixed on it. 

The trcafurer of the bridge paid the rulers 
of th^watermen^s company^ and the ftew- 
wards of the chefls at Wefiminficr, 250c/. to 
be laid out in fome of tne funds fecured by 
Parliament, to maintain the poor of the 
laid cheflS) inftead of the money gained by 
the Sunday ferry for foot paflengers. 

iV#v. 14. Being the day appointed to be 
kept iot the King^s birth -day, there was a 
very brilliant appearance at court, of nobility, 
linvign minifters, and gentry, to compli- 
ment his Majefty. At two the prince and 
princefs oi JVaies vftnx. in their chairs, at- 
tended by the nobility and gentry of their 
courty to pay their compliments to his Ma- 
jefty, as did alfo prince George, princefs 
jimpiJUf prince Edward y and prince Henry 
in a coach, whom his Majefty received 
vrith the greateft tendcraefs and affetlion. 
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Nov. 16. His Pniffian majefty paidofiT 
8S>ooo/. ilerling on the Silefian loan. 

Nov. 17. The undertakers of the near 
foundery at Cbelfea proved one of their new 
invented cannons, a fix pounder, weighing 
only 3 50 lb. on Hampfitad Heatb. The 
piece, which was fired with ball, was firft 
charged with four pounds of powder, the 
fecond time with five pounds, the third 
with five pounds and a half, aad the fourth 
with fix pounds and a half. The cannon 
was not in the Icaft impaired, which was 
very furprifing, as the quantity of powder 
required for a charge is but one pound and 
a quarter. 

The new bridge at ffeftmlnfierwu opened 
at twelve o'clock at night with a proceffioa 
of feveral gentlemen of that city, the chiet 
artificers of the work, and a crowd of fpec- 
tators, preceded by trumpets, kettle-drums, 
&c, with guns firing during the ceremony. 
The firil ftone of this bridge was laid Janw 
ary 29, 1738-9. 

As foon as it was refolved to have a 
bridge built at Weftmrnfter, it was imme- 
diately, and without the leaft heifitation^ 
refolved to have it done at the public ex- 
pence, and that the bridge ihould be a fsee 
bridge, not only for the carriages, but for 
the horfes, coaches, 6?r. of our nobility, 
rich gentry, and courtiers; and this was 
done at an expence, firft and bft, of 426,650/. 
to the public, as follows.

any dther party ; and the commerce of my 
fabje6b with that country re-eftabliihed 
apon the moft advantageous and fure 
foundations. 

** In the progrefs of this work, I have 
received fuch afliirances of the (incere dif- 
pofition of the Catholic king, to cement 
and maintain the moft perfe£l union with 
me, as leave no room to doubt of its good 
e6feAi being felt in all parts ; and there is 
the greateft reafon to hope, that the ancient 
friendfliip, and good correfpondence be- 
tween the two nations, which hath been 
long unfortunately interrupted, will, from 
mutual intereft and inclination, be now 
cffedually reftored. 

" I have alfo, in conjun£Uon with the 
emprefs Queen, and the States General, 
conduded a treaty with the elc£lor of Ba- 
vmrim\ and am taking fuch further mea- 
fures, as may left tend to ftrengthen and 
frcure the tranquility of the empire ; fup- 
port its fyilem ; and timely prevent fuch 
events, as have been found by experience 
to endanger the common caufe; involve 
Europe in the calamities rf war ; and occa- 
fion the lofs of much blood and treafure to 
my own kingdcms.

*« Your Ma;cfty*s paternal care, always 
watchful for the prosperity of your king- 
doms, ar.d mixed with a generous extenfn'e 
concern for the con^mon welfare of Eurcpf^ 
has appeared in nothing more, than in 
your unwearied vrndeavouis to improve the 
prelent ilate of tranquility. This muft be 
evident :o all rhi world, from the fcries of

February, JuAice Fielding having re-

fent him away to Newgate. Some ill-de- 
figning people having reported that their 
money was at Mr. Belcbier^ in Lombard* 
Jireet ; they aflTcmbled before his koufe, 
which was in danger of being demoliihed 
by them ; and though the prochmation was 
read to them, and a party of foldiers brongbt 
to prevent mifchief, yet they would not 
difpcrfc, till one was fent to NeWgate. 

Was clofed the fubfcription to the Free 
Britijh FiHiery, the fum of which amount- 
ed lo about 2oo,coo/. Six bufles for the 
enfuing feafon were ordered to be imme* 
dici'.iy built. 

The fherifi's of London , purfoant to an 
order of common council the day before, 
prefented a ^ etiiion to the Houfe of Com- 
mons againfl the naturalizing foreign pro- 
tcf^-nts. 

Feb. 21. The above iherilFs in pnrfii* 
ance of the fame orders, prefented another 
petition, praying that feme remedy may 
be taken to prevent the pernicious ufe of 
fplrituous liquors. 

The lords of the Admiralty gave orders 
for working double tides in the yards of 
Debtfard, IVcoltuich and Chatham^ to fit out 
a ^eet of ten men of war of the line with 
all expedition. Ordered alfo the cleaning 
and opening the feveral docks> guts, and 
drains of all his Majeily^s yards in the 
kingdom. 

The feamen voted forthis year were 8000; 
land forces 18,857 ; the Iai!d tax 31. in the 
pound. 

The fum to be raifcd for paying off 
the unfubfcribed South Sea annuities wai 
2)100,000.'. the remainder, which wu 
225,02;^/. 17J. lid. being to be paid out 
of the finking fund. 

'I'hc duty laid on the Britijh diftillery 
from 1740 to January 1750, amounted 
on an average one year with another, to 
676,256/. which is above ioc,cco/. a 
year mere than betore that term. 

Ffbi 25. A bill was brought into the 
Houfe ot Lords for altering our ftyle, and 
fh-ongly recommended by the noble earl 
[Cbcjterjicld'] wlio moved for it, and alfo 
by another nobleman \^MacclesfieId'\ of well 
known learning and abilities. The bill 
was ordered to be read a fecond time on 
Monday fe'nnight, and to be printed.

Ftk» %%• At • general court of the 
Somtb StM company, a motion was made to 
petition Parliament for Ibme fatisfaf^ion 
to be made to the company, on confidera- 
Cion of their great demand on the crown of 
Spmm, which was ceded by his Majel^, 
for the general good of the nation, by tiie 
treaty lately concluded at Madrid \ and the 
previous queftion being put, if the faid 
queftion fliould be then put, it paflrd in 
the negative. The court had been ac- 
quainted firom the fecretary of ftate, that 
his Majefty had given for anfwer to the 
ctimpany*s addrels prefented to him feme 
timefince ; that he had obtained from the 
kiBf of Spain all that lay in his power, fo 
tlut no more could be expeAed from him 
on that fubjed. 

The turbulent weather did great damage 
to edifices in feveral parts of England* 
On the 17th a ftorm of thunder and light- 
ning almoft ruined the churches of St. Et- 
ham and Ladockt near Truro in Corn^^all* 
At Oxfcrd the high wind on the 26th fo 
damaged the fteeple of St. Mery^ that it 
was expefted to fall ; at Litebfela, the g'lt 
ball on one of the fpires of the cathedral 
was blown down the vane on another /"pi re, 
•nd the glaft and ftone work of one of the 
windows greatly fuffcred. At Warctfter two 
prebendal houfes near the cathedral were 
quite demolifliedi large ftacks of chimnies 
blown down^ and a multitude of windows 
(battered to pieces. At Bromyard^ Here- 
firdAire, a chimney fell upun an adjacent 
fchool, where the miftrefs was fitting in a 
chair with a child in her arms, with feve- 
ral fcholars, who were all buried in the 
ruins, but veiy little hurt. At Yark, a pin- 
nacle of the oorth-weft tower of tho Min- 
fter, with the battlements, fell through the 
roof and two lofts, and broke the pave- 
ment, the damage above 50c/. In the ad- 
jacent country and in Ncttingbavi fibre, liur- 
ricanes did much mifchicf, unroofing many 
houfes, blowing down fome, difperfing 
Hacks of com and hay, and tearing up 
lajge trees by the roots, and throwing down 
park pal^s. At Limerick in Ireland^ in the 
hurricane, a Dutch dogger was beat to pieces, 
vefleis forced on fliore, and all the fhip- 
ping damaged ; many houfes blown down, 
befides lofa of cattle, and much damage 
to the banks on both fides the Shannon, 
The £uae hurricane did considerable mif- 



chief to- the fliipping in DutJin and other 
ports of Ireland \ alfo in the Ttames. 

March 4. The fheritfs of Lcndtn pre* 
fented a petition to thcHoufe of Commons 
for a bill to be brought in to prevent fmall 
fifh being taken in the Ttaaies^ and to pve- 
ferve the fry of fifii therein. 

A petition was prefented hy the MayoTp 
aldermen, and citizens of Lincoln^ and ano- 
ther from the county, praying leave to 
bring in a bill for the recovery of finall 
debts, on the fame plan as Wefiminfltr and 
Zouthii'ark, 

The famous Theodart^ the abdicated king 
of Ccrficay was tried at the King^s bench 
Guildhall, on an action fcradebt of loof. 
and caft. 

A dealer near Banhury, on his return 
from H^arv)ick fair, caught a man in bed 
with his wife ; on which he got afllftance» 
and took them nut ot bed, and tying dldr 
arms together, fee them before a large fire, 
and had tea, cofliee, and punch provided s 
then he fent to invite his neighbours, to 
whom he expofed his wife and gallant for 
fome hours, to their extraordinary mord* 
fication, while the hufband appeared pcr- 
{t&\\- contented. 

March 7. A great number of fea officers 
widows attended the Houfe of Common^ 
with petitions that their pcniions may be 
better paid fcr the future. 

Afarch 12. The King went to the Houie 
of Peers, and gave the royal alTent to the 
bill for raifing a fum by locterj', QTr. for 
paying oft' the unfubfcribed annuides ; to 
the malt bill, and a road bill. 

Afarch 13. A petition was prefented to 
the Houfe of Commons from the nobility, 
gentry and inhabitants of Greemvichf pray- 
ing that the magazine eredlcd near that 
place, may be removed to a more conve- 
nient dillaace, to avoid danger from fire. 
lightning, &c. One was prefented in a 
former fdlion. 

It was affirmed that upwards 4000 per- 
fons who fold fpirituous liquors without 
licence, had been convi£lcd of the penalty 
ofic/. each, from January 1749, to y^r- 
nusry 1750; and according to a lift of pri- 
vate gin- fhops, on the beft calculation, they 
amounted to upwards of 17000 in the bills 
of mortalit)-. That the bill for presenting 
the confumption of cheap compound li- 
quors, propofed an additional duty of 8/. 
per ton on all malt fpirits, to commence 
from Lady-day 17^1, that no compounder 
fliould make or fell any fpirituous liquor?, 
unlef$ he had a ftill of 100 gallons in his 
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^welling-honfe, and ferved a legal appren- 
ticeihip \ and that no diftillcr &ouId have 
more than one apprentice at a time. The 
malt diftilleri were very bufy, in order to 
increafe their ftock before the z€t for lay- 
ij^ an additional duty, took place. 

A propofal was delivered to both baufes 
for purchafing of the duke of Atbolf the 
ifle of Man \ in order to annex it to the 
crown j that ifland in its ftate of indepen- 
dency ferving as a ftorchoufc to the French 
for wines, teas, &c* whence they run to 
England, H^ales, Scotland, and Ireland, by 
which the lofs to this nation, and the gains 
to the French were very confiderable. 

March 20. Between ten and eleven at 
night died at Ldcefter houfe, the moft il- 
loftrious Frederick, prince ot fyales, by the 
breaking of an impoflhume between the 
pericardium and diapbragmy which threw 
the matter contained in it upon the fub- 
Aance of the lunga. His Royal Highilefs 
caught a cold about three weeks before in 
Kew gardens, and encreafcd it on the 12th 
inftant, by coming very warm from the 
Houfe of Lords with the windows of his 
chair down, foon after which he complain- 
ed of pains which were thought to be pleu- 
retic, and were attended with a fever. His 
Koyal Highnefs had been in a declining 
fiate fur fome time ; about two years be- 
fore, he received a hurt in his breaft by a 
fall, others fay, by the ftroke of a ball at 
cricket, and was judged too weak to bear 
repeated bleeding ; he was therefore blif- 
tered, and thought to be out of danger. 
About a quarter of an hour before his death, 
lie told Dr. JVilmoty who had attended him, 
and been up all the preceding night, that 
be was much better, and advifed the Do£lor 
to go home \ the Princefs remained with 
bim, to whom he foon after complained of 
a fudden pain, and an offenfive fmell, and 
immediately threw himfelf backward and 
expired. Her Royal Highnefs had fat up 
with him feven nights during his illnefs, 
though /he was far advanced in her preg- 
Danry. This excellent Prince, who was 
almofl univerfally regretted with uncommon 
tendernefs, was born at Hanover, Jan. 20, 
1706-7 ; created duke of Ghcefter, J^n, 10, 
1717-18 ; inAalled knight of the Garter 
by proxy, jipril 30, 1718 ; created baron 
of Snaudon, v'l fcount Launcejion, earl of jE"/- 
tbam, marquis of £/>^, and duke of Edin- 
burgbi July 15, 1726; firft landed at Har- 
voicby Dec* 3, 1728 ; was introduced by 
the command of the King into the privy- 
council the 28th : was created prince of 



fFales and earl of Cbefler, Jam, 9, Z728-9 | 
received his fummuns to Parliament ftext 
day, and on Afrili-j, 173^9 ^^^ married 
to the princefs Augufia, only furviving 
daughter of Frederick 11. duke of Saxe Gt- 
tba, by whom be left i0ue £ve foAi and 
three daughters. 

Orders were iflued by the Commom to 
oblige the overfeers of all pariflies to give 
an account to the clerks of the peace, &c. 
of the m<mies paid annually to the poor from 
1747 to 1750, inclulive, in order to be by 
them tranfmitted to the Houfe immediate* 
ly. A bill was likewlfie under the confi- 
dcratioi) of the Commons, for granting cer- 
tain privileges to encourage the poor to 
marry, for the increafe of his Majefty*s 
fubjedls. 

The ftorms which happened in feveral 
parts of England about the latter end of laft 
month, were flill more violent abroad $ 
particularly at Nantx, and its neighbour- 
hood, where in the night a terrible hor- 
ricanc began at S. W. and at three the next 
morning turned to the N. W. accompanied 
with thunder, lightning, and fuch terrible 
noifes, both at fea and land, as {eemed to 
proceed from an earthquake. 

March 22. The royal aflent was^ on 
account of the Prince*s death, given, by 
commiiTion to the following bills : 

To an adt for punifhing mutiny and de* 
fertion, and for the better payment of the 
army and their quarters. 

,For enabling his Majefty to raife the fe- 
veral Turns of money therein mentioned by 
Exche^uer-bilis, tp be charged on the fink-

March 26. A revenue of 50,000/L a 
year for life, was fettled by Parliaipent on 
the marriage of her royal highnefs the 
princefs of Wales, in cafe ih^ furvived the 
Prince, to be paid quarterly, ¥rithout de- 
duction, four- fifths out of the poft-office, 
and the other fifth out of the hereditary da- 
ties of excife. 

March 31, Was a very great court at 
St. J awes' t, it being the firft time his Ma- 
jefty appeared in public fince the death of 
the prince of Wales* Prince George and 
prince Edward, and the other yuung 
princes waited on the King, who in the 
evening vifi ted the princefs ot Wales at La- 
cefier houfe. 

The right hon. Robert Walpole, carl of 
Orfcrdf knight of the Bath, auditor of the 
Exchequer, ranger of Richmond park, and 
msller of the King's harriers and buck- 
hounds, died, aged fifty-one, of an abfcefs 
in the back.

The parifh ofHcers having 
removed the old couple from the work- 
iioufe into the church for fecurity, the mob 
miffing them broke the workhoufe win- 
dowsy pulled down the pales, and demolifh- 
ed part of the houfe; ahd feising the go- 
Tcmofy threatened to drown him and fire 
the town, haying (baw in their hands for 
that parpofe. The poor wretches were at 
length for public fafely delivered up, flrip- 
|ed ftark mM bj thp mob^ their thumps 
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tied to their toes, then dragged two milesy 
and thrown into a muddy dream; after 
much ducking and ill ufa^e, the old woman 
was thrown quite naked on the bank, almoft 
cho.iked with mud, and expired in a few 
minutes, being kicked and beat with 
flicks, even after fbe was dead: and ihe 
man died foon after. To add to this barba- 
rity, they put the dead woman in bed with 
her hufband, and tied them together. The 
coroner^s inquefl brought in their Tcrdidt 
wilful murder.

The dry weather enabled the 
planters to cultivate a great many fwampa 
and low lands that never were planted be- 
fore, with rice J whence, and frcm the 
fuitable weather fucceeding, they cultivated 
above 120,000 barrels of rice for the fo- 
reign market. Some thou fund barrels of 
lad year's crop were not /hip-^td. An z€t

After figning the aforementioned bills, 
his Majefty clofed the feffion with the foU 
lowing fpeech :

« As Europe now enjoys a happy tran- 
quility, very little alteration has been made 
in the ftate of foreign affairs fince yoor 
meeting. My refolution to preferve the 
general peace is the fame ; and I have the 
greateft reafon to rely on the like good dif- 
pofition in the powers in alliance with mCf 
not only being continued, but confirmed 
and improved. 

" Gentlemen of the Houfe of CommenSf 

<< The readinefs with which you have 
granted me the fupplies for the fervice of 
the current year demands my particular ac- 
knowledgements ; and the prudence and 
firmnefs you have fhewn in compleating the 
redudion of the intereft of the national 
debt, is as agreeable to me, as that meafure 
is eflcntial to the ftrength and welfare of my 
kingdom. 

** My Lords and Gentlemen, 

*' I have nothing to defire of you, but 
effedually to confult jour own true happi- 
nefs and intereft. Let it be your care to 
maintain, in your feveral counties, the 
public peace and gpod order ; <o encourage 
and promote a juft reverence for govern- 
ment and law ; and not to fuffer thofe good* 
laws, which are enaded here, to lofe their 
effed, for want of a due execution.**

The commiffioners for the navy con* 
traded for 10,500 load of timber fot Dept» 
ford, JVool%vich and Chatham, 

His Majefty walked with the duke of 
Cumberland in the Mall of St. James*s parkjp 
which was new gravelled, above an houTf 
to the great joy of the fpedators. * , : 

There was feized at an inn, and carrie4 
to the Tower, about 400 weight of bad 
half-pence ; fixty of thefe weighed about 
a pound, and confequently the makers got 
^two /hillings and fix-gence for what wat 
not worth above nine-pence. 

Nov, 8. Being the eve of the day ^xc^ 
for the marriage of 600 young women, por- 
tioned by the city of Parts, on. occafion of 
the birth of the young duke of Burgundy ^ 
the ceremony of betrothing them was per- 
formed in their refpedive parifhes,the bells 
ringing all the while. The next mornin|p 
was udiered in by a general difcharge of the 
cannon of the city and Baftile ; and at nine 
o'clock the bridegrooms and brides repaired 
to their feveral pari/h churches, which 
were hung with tapeftry, and decorated ' 
with all the magnificence ufually difplayed 
on the greatefl feftivals, and the marriage 
ceremony was performed in the prefence of 
an alderman and two churchwardens. The 
city, be/ides portioning the maidens, and 
giving cloathsto them and the /bridegrooms, 
aifo provided them a wedding dinner in their 
refpedive parifhes, to which they were 
carried in the fame coaches that brought 
them to church, fomc of which belonged 
to noblemen and gentlemen, and others 
were found by the city. In the parifhes of 
St. Sulpitius and St. Rocb,'Xhe married cou*> 
pies were waited on at table by princes, and 
other perfons of the higheft rank, who at 
parting made them handforae prefents ; and 
at fix in the evening they were carried in 
the fame coaches to their rcfpe^bive habi- 
tations. 
Nov, ^. The King reviewed in the 
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Greenopark, St. Jamtity col. RUh't regi- 
ment of foot, called the King's Tangier 
regiment, raiCed in 16S0 \ there were pre- 
itqt the duke of Cumberland, lord CoAogan, 
general Hufitey and Sir Robert Rich, They 
made a very fine appearance, and after the 
rcTiew inarched over fyefimnfer bridge to 
their quarters in Kent. 

The King was pleafed to grant unto 
CbMrlts Towtt/ey, jun. efq. Tork herald, 
the office of Korroy king of arms^ and 
principal herald of the north part of that 
part of Great Britain, called England, in the 
room of yobtt Cbeaky efq. deceafcd. 

Nov. 14. The King went with the 
iifaal ftate to the Houfe of Peers, and open- 
ed the feilion with a mo(l gracious fpecch. 
His Majefty was followed by a number of 
lailors belonging to the herring bufles, with 
acclamations of Long live the King ; Prof- 
perity to the BritUb fifhery. Thefe failors 
were the crews ofthtCbeJferJieldf Bedftrd, 
and Sbafiejbury buflrn^ which had coc- 
kades in their hats,ha»g iuft received their 
bounty money (given by aldrrman Janjfen^ 
for having caught the mod fifh this year) 
«». 30/. for ^^Ckefterfifld bufs, being the 
firft prieey 2o/« the BeJfjrd, and 15/. the 
Sbaflejbttry. 

His Majefty *8 fpeech was as follows : 
" My Lords and Gentlemen, 

*< It is with great fatisf^£tion that I meet 
you in Parliament, at this time, when the 
continuance of the public tranquility, and 
the flouriihing cpodition of my kingdoms, 
leave us nothing to defire, but to fecure and 
improve our prefent fituation. To this end 
all my views and meafures have been di- 
reded both at home and abroad ; and, in 
this ftate of things, nothing can give me 
more real pleafure^ than to ebrer>-e thofe 
folid advantages which my good fubjedls 
reap from it in their trade and manufac- 
tures ; fome branches whereof have alfo 
received confiderable benefit, from the wile 
provifions which have been made by this 
Parliament. 

I *« The treaty lately entered into with 
the eledlor of Bavaria, was laid before you 
in your laft feflion ; and I then acquainted 
you, that I was taking fuch further meafures, 
as might tend to fecure the tranquility of 
the empire ; fupport its fyftem ; and timely 
prevent fuch events, as had been found by 
experience to endanger the common caufe. 
I have fince, for the fame purpofes, in con- 
jundion with the States General of the 
United Provinces, found it neceiTary to 
goiicjude a treaty with the king of Poland, 



eleAor of Saxt^y, which (hall be commu* 
nicated to you. 

<< The unfortunate event of the' prince oi 
Orange's death, has made no alteration ia 
the ftate of aftairs in Holland \ and by th« 
prudent and early meafures taken there, 
the quiet of the country has been prefervcd, 
and their government carried on upon the 
foundation of the fettlement, which had, 
'^with fo much forcfight, been previoufly 
eftabliihed by laws of the republic. I have 
received the ftrongelt aflTurances from the 
States General, of their Arm refolution to 
maintain that ftri^ union and friendihip, 
which fo happily fubfift between me and 
thofe antient and natural allies of mjr 
crown. 

<' CcntUmen oftbt Hoyfe of Ccwmemt, 

** I have ordered cftimates of the ex- 
pcnces of the enfuing year to be prepared 
and laid before you i and have no other 
fupplies to a(k of you, but fuch as are re* 
quifite for thofe fervices, and for making 
gjod fuch neceftary engag^mentsj as yo« 
are made acquainted with. The fucccCs 
which has attended your firmneft in re* 
ducing the intereft of the national debc^ 
will, I am confident, give you thegreateft 
fjtisfa£tion. 

" My Lords and Genthwent 

'< The experience I have had of yoor 
dutiful and fteady conduct, makes it whol* 
ly un neceiTary for me to prefs upon yom 
unanimity and difpatch in your delibem* 
tions. But I cannot conclude without re- 
commending to you, in the moft eameft 
manner, to confider ferioufly of fome efiec* 
tual provifions to fupprefs thoie audacioea 
crimes of robbery and violence, which are 
now become fo frequent, efpecially aboac: 
this great capital ; and which have pro« 
ceeded, in a great meafure, from that pro- 
fligate fpirit of irreligion, idlenefs, gaming, 
and extravagance, which has of late ex- 
tended itfelf, in an uncommon degree, to 
the diihonour of the nation, and to the 
great ofitsnce and prejudice of the fober and 
induftrious part of my people.** 

On his Majef^^s retiring from the Houfea 
lord chief juftice Lee, in the room of the 
Lord Chancellor, who was indifpofed, toi^ 
the chair ; when a motion was made by 
the right hon. the earl ofCoventryy fecond^ 
by lord Jf^illougbby of Parbam, for an ad- 
drefs, which was agreed to without oppoii* 
tion, and was as follows : 

** Mofi gracious Soveragn, 

« We your Majefty*s moft dutiful and 
Io)al fubje£ts^ the liOrds fpiritual and tem« 

poral^ 
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poraly la Parliament aflembled, approach 
jonr throne with hearts full of that zeal 
and afie€tion for your perfon and govern- 
sienty which become the moft faithful fub- 
jcftt to the beft of Kings. 

** ,We beg leave« in the firft place, to 
fctnxn yourMajefty our humble thanks for 
jour mc^giraciotts fpeech from the throne ; 
nnrhtchymi have, with ib much goodnefs, 
czjpefled your care of our welfare, and your 
dd^ht in our happinefs. Juflice, as well 
as gratitude, calls upon us to acknowledge 
tke ineftinuble blei&ngs we enjoy under 
jooff Majefty's aufpicious government j 
and that the continuance of the public 
tranquility, the profpcrous Atuation of your 
lusjgjdoms, the flouriihing condition of our 
commerce, and the opportunity, which 
thefe circomftances have aftbrded, for the 
•edvcing the burden of the national inte- 
icfty are, under the divine protedion, ow- 
ing to the wife meafures, which your Ma- 
jefiy has purfaed, both at home and abroad, 
lor the true interefts of your people. • 

«< We are fully fenfible, that thofe mea- 
lares have not been reftralned merely to pre- 
leat obje^s, but have been prudently ex- 
tended to guard againft future evils and 
dangers. In this light we confider the 
treaty lately concluded by your Majedy 
with the king of Poland, elector of Saxony } 
the gpod effects of which will, we hope, 
be fully anfwcrable to your great and falu- 
tary views. 

«« The death of the prince of Orange, a 
prince fo nearly allied to your Majeily, and 
^ fach importance to the common caufe, 
has given us great concern. But it is a 
zeal &tisfa£lion to us, that this unfortu- 
nate event has been attended with no ill 
confcquence to the fUte of aftairs in Hoi' 
itndi whofe fecurlty and welfare we con- 
fider as intimately connected with our own. 
The fupport of that government, upon the 
fettlement which had been before happily 
cftabliflied, and the cordial aiTurances which 
your Maji-fty has received from the States 
General, give us the greateft pleafure j .and 
confirm us in that refolution, which we 
have long adhered to, of maintaining and 
cultivating the ftri^left union and friend- 
ftip with that Proteflant republic. 

«« We acknowledge, with all thankful- 
nefs, the paternal regard which your Majefty 
has fiiewn for your people, in publicly decla- 
ring yourjuft refcntment againft thofe auda- 
cious crimes of robbery and violence, which, 
in defiance of the laws, are now grown to 
fuch an excefs, particularly in this part of 



the kingdom. 'We look upon them at a real 
nuifance and diihonour to the nation ; and 
the increafeof irreligion, idlenefs, gaming, 
a/id all^ kinds of licentioufnefs, has been 
long lamented by all good men, as the un- 
happy fource of this and many other mif- 
chiefs. All confiderations, both religious 
and political, call upon us to put a flop to 
tbefe growing evils j and nothing fhall be 
wanting on our part, to enfore and ftrength- 
en the laws for punifhing and fupprefiing all 
fttch wicked practices, and to prevent and 
remedy the pernicious caufcs o( them. Per« 
mit us, at the fame time, to give your Ma- 
jefty the ilrongeft afTurances, that we are 
zealoufly determined in all our delibera- 
tions to contribute every thing in our po- 
wer, to th:: fecurity and quiet of your Ma- 
jefty*s government, the happinefs of your 
people, and the glory of your reign.*' 

HisMajefty*s moft gracious anfwer. 

<' I thank you very kindly for this duti- 
ful and aft'c^tionatc addrefs. The fatisfac« 
tion you ihew in the meafares I have taken 
both at home and abroad, for the preferva- 
tion of the public peace, and for the ad- 
vancement of the interefts of my people, 
is very agreeable to me, and cannot fail of 
having a good ef^edV, for promoting thofe 
great and falutary views.** 

In the Houfe of Commons the following 
addrefs was moved for by lord Dtnvn, one 
of the reprefentatives for the county of 
Tcrk, in an elegant fpeech, wherein he en- 
larged on the glory of his Majefty*s reign^ 
the happinefs of the prefcnt times, the 
flourifhing condition of our manufa^ures, 
the increafe of our commerce, and the fecu- 
rity of thefe bleflings by the wife and pru- 
dent meafures taken for the fupport of the 
fyftem of the empire, &c» He was fe- 
conded by Sir fF, B. ProHor, and the ad- 
drefs would have pafied nem, c'.n, but Sir 

J, H, C n objefted to the words, in a 

flourifhing condition, which he thought 
not proper, as the ordinary fupplies in time 
of peace could not be raifed within the 
year, without having rccourfe to the fink- 
ing fund, and encreafing the national debt 
initead of lefTening it.

At laft, the father of the deceafed huibaod 
fct tire to the pile, which ran through it 
like lightning, by means of the yellow 
ointn^.cnt, and the fire was fo fierce, that 
the rpe^laiors v/cre obliged to draw back 
from the heat, and the whole was confiuned 
in about one hour's time.

places up the river; a Sandwich hoy was 
run down by a collier, and all in itperifhed. 
Two fervants of lord Effingham Howard 
were killed at his houfe between puildforJ 
and Leathcrhead, by the fall of a ftack of 
chimnies ; a great number of windows were 
broke at Norwich, betides other confiderable 
damages.

tation. This ceremony was followed by &• 
magnificent dinner ; the princefs prefent^ 
a fine brilliant to cofonel York, who gaVe 
a grand fupper and ball in the evening.

meht, with a fine defert, reprefenting iii 
confe£lionary all the devices of the order of 
the Qarter. In fhe evening was a grand 
ball in the caiftle foi* the ladies, which waa 
opened, between nine and ten, by the earl 
of Lincoln and lady Cirolitie Peterjbam^ 
s^bout twelve the company retired to Apper^ 
and afterwards returned io dancing till be- 
tween three and four) there was a moft 
brillaint appearance of nobility and gentry 
of both fexes.

Came on at Guildhall an elec- 
tion of Lord Mayor of London for the re- 
mainder of the year, when Robert Alfop 
and Crifp Cafccyne, efqrs. were returned by 
the livery to the court of aldermen, whof 
chofe the former ; after this the Lord Mayor 
eledi made an eloquent fpeech to the livery^ 
and then the court of aldermen repaired to 
an elegant entertainment at Ironmongers- 
hall J in the afternoon the Lord Mayor was 
prefented to the Lord Chancellor, and itt 
the evening fworn at Guildhall.

They were fcarce recorered tXMoJcow from 
the terror and conftovation occafioned by 
a fire on Bity 239- wluch burnt above 5000 
hooiesy and <leftroyed many lives, when, on 
the 3d inftant another broke out near the 
Imperial caftle at JCrMw/fn, and burnt with 
great violence till the following evening, 
confuming above 13000 boufea> befides 
chorchef, convents, &c. The 6th inftant 
another fire broke out in the centre of the 
city, and it was computed, that by thefe 
three fixes near two thirds of the city were 
burnt down* The moft confiderable fami- 
lies of the empire received great damage, 
and the lofs of admiral Gal/ioxin alone was 
eftimated at above 150,000 rubles. The

July 24. ' A treafure was lately found on 
the eftate of Pajferano, near Home, which 
belonged to \>nnct Pallavicini : a Peafant 
perceiving his plough to ftrike deeper than 
ordinary, ftopt to view the hole, and found 
feveral pieces of gold in an urn which the 
plough had broke } on which he lef( his work

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ind fpcat two or three days in canTing this 
treafure to^his houfe j but being in hatte to 
put off the ftnnge coin, the fecret was 
blown. He coo Id not refufe to tell fome of 
his neighbours how he came by it; and 
other peaiants going to the fpot, and dig- 
ging a little deeper, found more of the fame 
coin* ftamped with the efEgy of the em- 
peror yufitman^ as appeared by the infcrip- 
tion I the goyernment ordered the peaiants 
to be taken into cuftody as foon as they 
were informed of the affair $ things found 
in this manner being the property of the 
flrongeft, according to cuftom^ though not 
according to equity. 

An irreconclleable difference happened 
betwixt the Pretender and his fon, cardinal 
TW> who retired into a convent, becaufe 
his fiither would not difcard fome perfons 
who had too much influence over him. 

ymly XQ. AlBrtftd was a dreadful ftorm 
of thunder, lightning, rain, and hail, 
which made the roads ' like rivers ; four 
men and two boys, retired for ihelter into 
the body of the new church ereding at 
KhtgfwQodf as they flood facing the church 
door, they were ftruck down with the light- 
ning^ but foon recovered without hurt^ ex- 
cept a boy, who bled at the nofe and ears.

y^h 30. At this time there was at 
C»k in IrtUmd, a boy named Cornelius Ma* 
grmtb^ fifteen years eleven months old ; of 
a gigantic fltature, being feven feet nine 
inchea and three quarters high $ but clum- 
filjr made, talked boyifli, and Ample. He 
came thither from To&zbal, where he had 
been a year going into lalt water for rheu- 
matic pains, which almofl crippled him, 
which the phyficiams faid were growing 
pains, as he was furprixingly grown within 
that time« He was a month at the bifliop 
of Ckjif^t who took care of him ; his hand 
was as big as a middling flioulder of mutton \ 
the laftof his flioe, which he carried about 
him, meafured fifteen inches. He was born 
in the county of Ttp^rmrj^ within five miles 
of the filver mines. 

Jufy 31. A whale was ftranded near 
^mmthp eight miks north of Berwick upon 
l^md^ and was killed and hauled on fliore 
by the fiihermea ; it meafured fifty^two feet

The t^Aees for Getrgttt having fur- 
to Us Majefty iuid his fucceffors 
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I the charter granted to them in f 7x9, whei«. 
by they were incorporated into a body po-i 
iitic, a grant paffed the great feal to inveft 
his Majefty, his heirs, and fucceffors, with 
the faid charter} and the lords jnfticea 
iffued a proclamation for continuing all 
perfons in their offices, in the fud colo- 
ny, till his Majefty*s pleafure was further 
known.

refufed to accept it ^ on which it was de- 
bated by the gentlemen, concerned in draw- 
ing up the memorial, whether, as the me- 
morial was refufed, they ihould proceed at 
law direAly, to recover the rights and pri* 
vileges, or try any other means for deli* 
vering the faid memorial; when it was 
refolved, to wait on a gentleman of family 
and fortune, in the faid county, to defire 
he would endeavour to deliver it in per- 
fon to her Royal Highnefs, or, if that fa- 
vour was refufed him, to return the me- 
morial back again. The gentleman finding 
he could have no accefs to her Royal High- 
nefii, returned the memorial , accordingly. 

The gentlemen concerned in carr>'ing 
on this affair, finding they could not pre- 
fent their memorial to her Royal High- 
nefs in perfon, in the private way by them 
propofed, immediately determined to try 
their rights by due courfe of law j and, in 
juflification of themfelves, to fliew the pub- 
lic how they intended to have laid their 
grievances befure her Royal Highnefsgi 
had the memorial i^ferted in the public 
papers.

Hamj^tou'court, from whence (he let out for 
Bmtb. 

Aujr* 7* Admiral Vernon^ alderman 
yaufftrty and the reft of the committee of 
Anti'gallicant, met at the Crown-tavern, 
behind the Royal Exchange, to give their 
premiums to the makers of the beft piece of 
Engtip bone-lace \ when the beft prize of 
ten guineas was adjudged to Mr. H^iUlam 
Marriott, of Newjfort'Pagnel, Bucks, The 
principal dealers in lace in London were in- 
vited, and it was left to them to give their 
opinion, who allowed it to be the beft ever 
made in England. 

A great number of French proteftants ar- 
rived in Ireland from France, and took the 
oaths to naturalize themfelve, in his Ma- 
jefty^s high court of Chancery. 

This day, about four in the afternoon, 
her royal highnefs the princefs Amelia ar- 
rived at Bath, and was ufliered into the 
city by the aldermen, common council, and 
mayor. 

The civil war in Ccrfica was revived 
with greater violence than ever. The 
French having taken the part of the Pieves 
on the other fide of the mountains, who 
were irreconcilable enemies to the Genafe j 
- which feemed to be aa artifice, either by 
their means, to get pofieftion of the iiland, 
or to betray them. Mean time, the two 
parties on the ifland, one fiding with the 
CenoeTey and the other with the French, 
had (everal fmart fkirmi/hes, wherein the 
lot's was principally on the fide of the for- 
mer. The French aHembled a large body 
of troops to proteA the communities in 
their intereft^ and Giajprtc, the chief of 
the malecontents, called to arms the Pieves 
that were moft devoted to him, to feize 
thepofts of Alata, Olmetto and S^uenza. 

The biihnp of Dswn and Connor was 
tranflated to the archbi&oprick ofCafiel, 

Dr. Robert Downe, lord bifhop of Leigh" 
im and Fumes^ to the biihoprick uf Dvion 
and Connor. 

Dr. John Garnet promoted to the united 
biihopricks of Laghlin and Fumes. 

Stanhofe Afj^unoal/, efq. his Majefty*S 
•gqit ana coaiul general at Algiiru 
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Henry Haftings, efq. Rtage Crmx par- 
fuivant at arms. 

Amg. 13. Within this fortnight 120,149 
pounds of wool were exported to Dunkirk 
by certificate ; but as the cuftom-houfe 
bills did not diftinguifii whether it was Bri" 
tijbi or Jrtjb, or Spanijb wool, &€, it was 
wiihed fuch inaccuracies might be redified 
for the future, in order to remove all fuf- 
picion of Englijb wool being mixed with 
and exported with foreign. 

Aug, 14. One thoulaad three hundred 
ounces of gold coin were entex;ed at tha 
cuftom-houfe for Flanders, and 1600 ounces 
of gold, and 3000 ounces of filver coin foe 
Holland, 

The Brttanniai capt. Maffaw, from Leg'* 
horn, brought the duke of Bedford z beau* 
tiful caft of the famous model of an ancienC 
Roman galley, which ftands before the 
Filla Malteri, in Rome, fuppoCed to have 
been made 2000 years ago. 

Orders were given for raifing a confider* 
able number of recruits to reinforce the 
garrifons at Gibraltar and Port Miahou. 

^ The plague raged at Smyrna with great 
violence. 

Aug, 19. Three waggnn loads of mo- 
ney and valuable efFedls, were brought to 
the Bank, from on board the Prince Hemy 
nian of war, captain Jaiper, lately arrived 
from yamacia \ who alio brought to Eng^ 
land the beft collection of birds and wud 
animals ever feen here. 

Aug, 22. At noon the lord mayor of 
London proclaimed Bartholomevt f^ir, ac- 
cording to annual cuftom, and the next day 
Mr. Holland drove his loaded cart through 
the fair, toll free, as beiag a citisen of 
Londcn, 

A dreadful earthquake deftroyed great 
part of the fine city of Adriaaof^le i.htu 
200 moiques were overturned, and a great 
number of the iahabitants buried in the 
ruins of their houfes. 

The fires began in the two iight-hoofes 
erected on the LtToard, bearing from each 
other by a common compafs, weft 5^ nor- 
therly, and eaft 5* foutherly ; diftance fe- 
vcnty-two yards, to burn every night con- 
ftantly. 

Aug, 24. The alTembly of A^«w Eng* 
land pafTed an ad, for his Majefty*s appro- 
bation, of an excife on wine, and diftilled 
fpirituous liquors fold by retail, and up- 
on limes, lemons and oranges ; and alfo for 
granting feveral rates and duties of impoft, 
and tonnage of ftiipping. 

Aug. 25. The earl of Wndford arrived 

at 
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It HsmmeTf tnd repiired imineciiately to 
HerenhMMfen, where he was received by tke 
King with great ,diftiodion. Before hff 
departore from Vitrntrnt the Emprelt pre- 
sented him with a diamond ring, and the 
SmpenHT with his pidare fet in diamonds, 

AMg» a6. Commodore Ktffd^ with hit 
fqnadroBy arrived at SfHbetd from the Af<r- 
SttrrsneMMf where he had been ftationed 
above three years. 

In the morning was a violent wind, 
which blew down feveral thonfand hop 
poles in Kent, and drove a Diitcb ihip on 
Aore near Msmfgate* 

' The SpsiriA court being convinced of the 
ill eflfe^ of^he long negtedi of their ma- 
BU^idmws, and the imnenfe lofs that na- 
tion fnftained from the ruin of 40,000 
looms, that formerly flouriflied in the cities 
•f SevUlif^ Grmnaia and ToUdo, which pro- 
4*ced annoally abont 40,000,000 crowns, 
«f late began to apply a remedy. They ac- 
cordingly invited woritmen from all na- 
tions, particularly England and Ireland, by 
effiering great encouragment ; and after pro- 
coring from England cards, ihears, looms, 
«nd other utennls for the woollen manu« 
ladure^ were intent on the manufa£lure 
cf printed linens, lately fet up, and prohi- 
Uted the importation of all foreign manu- 
fadures of that kind into the port of yHi- 
tanu The King eftabliihed a military 
lichool for the young noblefle, and improved 
his marine ; for which purpofe fhip-carpen- 
ters of all nations were invited into Spaing 
Many arrived from Genoa, and an Irifiman 
•f that profeffion engaged to build feveral 
large ihips at Cadiz* On the 22d of Augufl^ 
eighteen Tartam arrived at Cadtx from Na- 
pltSf laden with wood for building eight 
Alps of the line, upon the flocks there. 
The King's generofity, or rather profufion 
to his family, may appear ftrange to an 
Engllflt fuhjt& I an inftance of which is, 
liis having made a prefent of 400,000 
crowns to the duchefs of Parma, to defray 
the charges of her journey to France, 

Aug, 29. By the violence of the ftorra 
on the a5th and 26th, the river Tyne was 
fb fwelled, that the like could not be re- 
membered by the oldeft man living. The 
jRat ground about Newburgb was laid under 
water, by which the farmers fuftained great 
kfs. 

This ftorm which was felt in the fouth 
M well as the north, on the 26th of Aug, be- 
gan at Dublin thfe 24th at night, and conti- 
nued without intermiffion till the 26th at 
jugbt| and fwdled the river Wear, that it 
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laid alt tke flat conAtry nadef water, «i4 
rendered the roads Impailable. The diftrei^ 
of the poor country people was great ; Uieir 
ftanding com entirely mined, and>|rholc 
ftacks of it fhorn, together widi cocks of 
hay, flicep, fwine, £lfc. fwept atway bj the 
torrent. 

Sept, r. His royal bighneis the duke of 
Cumherland fet out with a grand retinue for 
Batbf to vifit the princeft Am^, with 
whom he ftaid but two days. 

The TrytoMy from Rotterdam, arrived at 
Dublin, with about eighty French protfr- 
ftants that efcaped the perfecution carrying 
on in France, who were immediately tidcen 
care of, and carried to placet prepared for 
them. They all made a very clean, decent 
appearance, although they had a very tedious 
paflage, and fung pfalms as they went up 
the river, to return thanks to God for their 
arriving at a land of fafety. At moft of 
them had been bred up to the fiik bufinefi, 
they were very ufeful and acceptable. 

Stpt, 3. The Gregorian or New StUe^ 
according to the late a^ of Parliament, took 
place in all his Majefty's dominions in Eu^ 
rope, AJia, Africa, and Americai this day,' 
froqpi hence called the 14th day^ of S^ 
tember. 

The fupputation, or reckoning of the

By the above it is plainly to be fcen, that 
all rents upon leafes of houfcs, annuities, 
&€• figned before this day, and payable at 
the four ilated feftivals of Chriftmas, Lady- 
^ay, Midfummer, and Michaelmas, was to 
be according to this a^, payable eleven days 
after thofe feaf^s; and the faivl days of pay- 
ment to be marked in the new almanacks 
thus, againft Jan. 5, Old ChHftmas-day ; 
Afrit Sy OldLady-day; July 5, Old Mid- 
fummer-day \ 06i, 10, Old Michaelmas- 
day. 

When any leafe expired, the landlord 
might allow his tenant for eleven days, and 
fign a new leafe comn>encing at one of the 
ufual four feafts. 

Sept* 14. At Claries Tcvjny South Ca- 
rolinOy was a violent ftorm. In the eve- 
ning it began to blow very hard, the wind 
being at N.£. and the /ky looked wild and 
threatening : it continued blowing fi'om 
the fame point, with little variation, *till 
about four oVlock in the morning of the 
15th, at which time it became more vio- 
lent, and rained, increafing very faft till 
about nine, when the flood came in like a 
boar, filling the harbour in a few minutes : 
before eleven o'clock, all the vefTels in the 
harbour were on fliore, except the Hornet 
man of war, which rode it out by cutting 
away her main-mail; all the wharfs and 
bridges were ruined, and every houfe, ftore, 
&c, up^n them beaten down, and carried 
away (with all the poods, Gfc. therein) as 
were alfo many houfcs in the town; and 
abundance of roofs, chimneys, &c, almoft 
ail the tiled or flated houfes were un- 
covered; and great quantities of merchan- 
dize, fefr. in the fl-ores on the Bay-Jirect 
damaged, by their doors being burft open: 
the town was likewifc overflowed, the tide 
or Tea h.iving rofe upwards of ten feet above 
the high water mark at fpring tides, and 
nothing now was to be feen but ruins of 
houfes, canoes, wrecks of pettiauguas and 
boats, mafts, yards, incredible quantities 
of all forts of timber, bnrrels, ftavcs, houf- 
hold and other goods, floating and driving, 
with great violence, through the ftrects 



and round about the town. The inhabi- 
tants finding themfelvet in the midft of a 
tempdluous fea, the wdnd ftill continuing, 
the tide (according to iti common courfe) 
being expefted to flow till after one o*clock, ' 
and many of the people being already up to 
their necki in water in their honfes, began 
now to think of nothing but certain death x 
but here we muA record as fignal an in* 
ftance of the immediate interpofition of the 
Divine Providence as evCr appeared, they 
were foon delivered from their vpprehen- 
fions : for, about ten minutes after eleven 
oMock, the wind veered to theT.S. E. 
S. and S, W. very quick, and then (though 
it continued its violence, and the fea beat 
and dafhed every where with amazing lm« 
petuoufity) the waters fell about fxTe, feet 
in the fpace of ten minutes, without which 
unexpected and fudden fall, every houfe 
and inhabitant in the town, muft, in all 
probability, have perifiied : and before three 
o*clock the hurricane was entirely over* 
Many were drowned, and feveral much 
hurt by the fall of houfes. At SulUvMaf* 
ifland, the peft houfe was carried away>' 
and of fifteen people that were in it nine 
wei-e loft, the reft faved themfelves by ad* 
hering flrongly to fome of the rafCeti of 
the houfe when it fell, upon which they 
were driven fome miles beyond the ifland 
to Hehcano. At fort Jobnfon the barracks 
were beat down, moft of the guns dif- 
mounted, and their carriages carried away. 
At Cravens and Grawille's baflions, and 
the batteries about the town, the canon 
were likewife difmoonted. For about thirty 
miles round C tar les-^own, there was hardly 
a plantation that had not loft every hoo6 
upon it. All the roads were fo filhed vnth 
trees blown and broken down, that travel- 
ing was rendered extremely difficulty j and 
hardly a fence was left (landing in the town 
or country. The lofs in fine timber-trees 
was aJt^oft incredible; as well as theflofs 
of cattle, fliecp, hogs, and all kinds of pro- 
vifion. 

From IVinyavi and rort Royaly the ac- 
counts were much more favourable than 
were expe£ted, no damage having been 
done to the fhinpirig in thofe harlvmrs, and 
very little to the houfes, as the hurricane 
was hardly felt at either place. 

The number of vcfl'els loft and damaged 
was very great, as fcarce one on that coaft 
efcaped. 

On the 30th they had another terrible 
hurricane, which • began, with wind and 
rain, about four o'clock ih the ftfitemoon,

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Amt eetfed foon after ievta in the eVeniog. 
For two or three dajrt before, the violeiice 
of the windy which blew him. N. £• and 
B. and at Uft fettled at S.S. and the great 
f oantity of rain tiiat had faJIeny kept the 
tides Irom ebbuig their doe courfe and 
dme, fo that when this hurricane began to 
■bate^ though the water Aiouid have been 
low, it was higher than at common fpring 
tides} and had the wind arofe, as was ez- 
cxpeOedy when the flood ihould have come 
in, thar fitoation would have been moft de- 
^orable ind^ 1 But the lame Providence 
chat iaterpofed before, was agun vifible 



This hnrricane did greater damage at fea 
■ad to the foathward, than that of tbe 
15th: abondapce of trees and feTeralhoafei 
Mving been blown down that did not fuflfer 
•before! at P§rt Riysl the water rofe four 
Icet and an half higher than ufual, and a 
floop was driven aAore that entirely beat 
away Mr. Furreft wharf. 

All the books, furveys and papers, &c. 
In the fnrveybr general*s office, were five 
fcet under water, in the firft iiurricane, 
naany of them wafted away, and the reft in 
a periikable condition.

A fevolt was lately coneerted of the 
negroes at Afartinico. The blacks alfo rofe 
about the fame time in the neighbouring 
iiles, particularly at the eaff end of Gjm- 
daloupt^ and at a place which they call 
Grande Terre, where they killed many 
Frencbwun, and made great devaftation in 
the fugar plantations. It was no longer 
doubted that they were the authors 'of the 
late fire at St. Pierre, in the ifland of 
Martinico, where 700 houfes were burnt 
dbwn, and abundance of people reduced to 
the utmoff mlfcry. This great fire was 
chiefly owing to the refentment of a negroc 
woman» who refolved to be revenged of her 
mafter by fetting fire to his houfe. She 
was apprehended, and attoned for her crime 
by horrible tortures, which ihe endured to 
the laft gafp without the leaft (hriek or 
groan, telHng the fpe^tors, " That the 
torments ihe fuffered were not equal to 
the pleafure ihe felt at having ruined her 
mafter, by doing him more harm than he 
could have done her.** 

The clement eroprefs of Ruffia lately 
aboliihed the ifevere punifhment of the knout* 
A dreadful fire on the 15th almoit totally 
destroyed the city of Cafan, and another 
fire happened at Mcfc:no* 

Three new mines were lately difcovered 
at the Brazils, two of gold, and one of 
lih*er and diamonds. 

The emprefs of Rujia withdrew part* 
of her troi^ps from the frontiers of F/ii- 
lanJ* The calamities of that empire ywere 
frequent and fcverej the city of Peterf* 
burgby and the country adjacent, fuffered 
greatly by a hurricane and innundation 
which happened on the 2d and jdof^o* 
i\'v:f-er: more than 1000 people periihed^ 
the fortifications were almoff deftroy«], and 
moll of the houfes fituated near the Nevd 
ruined ; nor Vas the mifchief lefa con- 
fiderahle at Cronfiadt, Neroa, Revel, and 
other parts of the empire, where moft of 
the /hips at anchor were beaten to pieces 
againff each other; more than ico ihi^s 
were damaged, and detained fo long, as 
not to be able to fail before the froft 
locked them up, which was an incredible 
lofs to their owners.

who waited for him with impatiehc^ and - 
tecwved him with great demonftrations of 
tendernefs. The fame day they received 
on this oceifion the compliments of the 
cardinals and nobhjfe. On the 2.3d cardinal 
Xork went to thank the Pope for the pains 
he had taken to procure that reconcilia- 
tion. 

Decm 14. At Brifiol was a terrible ^rm 
(^f thunder, lightning, rain and. hail, at- 
tended with hard galei of wind. One of 
the claps of thunder was exceeding loud -be- 
tween five abd fix in the evening, and the 
lighfninjg at the fame time very mucb fur- 
prifed many people in the ftreets and houfes. 
A great ball of fire was feen to ifTue from 
the clouds, which fhot with great fwiftnedt 
to the northward. Several people on the 
road, coming to that city, were ffauck with 
fuch a panic, that they got off* their horfea 
to ffaelter themfelves from the .tempefl-* 
*Tis thought that the lightning came witK 
fuch large f!afhe<, as to exceed any thing 
pf the kind ever feen there before. 

Dec, 20. Richmond park Was opened hy 
his Majefty*s order. 

Dec, 2%, Tht' Swallow iloop of war^ 
arrived from the Eafi-IndieSf having been 
out five years, and brought an account of a 
great battle between the MoguPi army, af- 
fifted by the Englifii under the command of 
major Lawrence^ and the rebellious natives, 
aiTifted by the trench, wherein tl^e latter 
were entirely defeated. A thoufand private 
men, and above fixty officers of the French $ 
together with the French Nabob, furren- 
dcred themfelves prifoners to the Englijhf 
but they delivered them up to the Mogutt 
Nabob, who immediately ft ruck off the 
French Nabob's head. A great number 
were killed, and many pieces of cannon 
taken. The Engl'i/b behaved with great 
condudl: ^nd refolution throughput the 
whole aftair. 

Dec, 30. The king of Prujpa deduced 
out of the laft payment of the Silefia loan 
194,700 Brardenburgb crowns, as a fatis- 
fadiion to his fubjedls for their fhips and 
cargies takep by our privateers during the 
war, having on board contraband goods. 

It appeared that, notwithftanding the 
fmooth and complufaot language ufejd be- 
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tween the dUTerent courts of Europe, no* 
thing was tzpe£ted but perfidy and breach of 
Ihith. The emprefs qneen was employed in 
prOriding i^v^ry* and her other domi- 
aiotts with all me inftrumentsand maftdrials 
of war, as if fome fudden attack was ex- 
Acdbed; and hj^Prar^M majfOly di%layed 
himfelfcontinuallyy in his renews, in his 
military preparations, and in. new docu* 
Clients to his officers relating to the difci- 
pline of hit troops, which amoonted to 
131,240 meni viss. cavalry 9,950, dragoons 
1^,830, hoflkrs 12,000, and infantry 98,700 
men. This number was the more extra- 
ordinary as an account of all the inhabi- 
tants of hir eleQoral dominions taken in 
166S, made them but 230,000 men able to 
bear arm^. In every little difpute amongft 
.the CtrwutM princes more chicane and ca- 
villing continued to be employed than one 
wottld expe€t from a fet of wranglers at tiie 
bsT, and every member of that great body. 
Itemed fwayed more by ambition, intereft, 
or revenge, than by principles of patriotifm 
and motives of religion. 

The French continued their encroach* 
flaentt, and ftrengthened the fort of CrotoM^

tered feveral parts of a rock, as if blown to

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Jam. 1 1 , 1753. This day died Sir Hawt 
SIcjKCf bart. firft phyfician to the King, 
and for many years pa ft prefident of the 
Royal Society. He died at hit hoafe at 
Cbiljea, in a very advanced age^ but bleft 
with all the faculties of nnderftanding 
to the laft of his life« He left two 
daughters, one the lady of the right ho> 
nourable the lord Csdcgam, and the other 
the widow of — — ^Mfl/e^y efq. of Hmmp^ 
Jhire. His corpfe was interred with great 
funeral pimp in his family vablt at Cbdfia* 
The biihop of Baxgcr preached a very af- 
fe&ing cilcourfe to a crowded andience, 
from Pfal. zc.

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In the third codicil Sir Ham omitted the

Thirdly, To the 
Rf^al Academy of Sciences at Berlin \ and, 
Laftly, To the Royal Academy of Sciences 
wxBimdridi each of which to be allowed 
twelve months from the time notice was 
given to the ambaflador or refident of each 
xefpe&ive court in England, 

If the King and Parliament accepted of 
the offeTy the truftees were to apply for a 
power to enable them to preferve, main- 
taiuy and continue the collection at Cbel^ 
fea, where they were to be Aewn under 
proper regulations for the fatisfa^on of 
the curious^ and improvement of know- 
ledge. 

• The king went with the ufual ftatc to 
the Houfe of Peers, and the Commons 
being fent for up and attending, his Majefty 
opened the feffion with a mod gracious 
fpeech to both Houfes, in which he tells 
both Houfes, '< That he had received fo 
many proofs of the good affedlons and 
seal of his people for his perfon and go- 
vernment, that every opportunity of meet- 
ing them in Parliament gave him a new 
fatisfaAion : That the maintenance of the 
general peace, was fo defirable for all Ew 
rope, that all his views and negociations 
bad been entirely calculated and direfted 
to preferve it, and fecure Its duration : 
that he was ftlll proceeding, and ihouJd 
continue to a A, upon the fame principle ; 
aothing being capable of giving him fo 
much comfort, as that his good fubje£ts 
may long enjoy the happy fruits of the 
prefent tranquility : and that he had the 
fatisfa^on to be alTured of a good dlfpo- 
iition in all the powers in alliance with 
him, to adhere to the fame falutary ob- 

jea. 

« Then his Majefty acquainted the Houfe 
of Commons, that he had no fupplles to 
aik of them, but what (hould be neceOary 
for the ordinary fervifcs^ and fuch as hsd 



been already communicated to theai» 
for the fecurlty of the nacionj and the 
fupport of its trade and commerce ; and 
eameftly recommended the continuance o£ 
their attention to the rednaion of the - 
national debt, the improvement of the 
public revenue, and augmenting the link- 
ing fund. 

« Then having taken notice of the laws 
made laft feffion, for fuppreiling thofe 
crimes and dl (orders which had been fo 
juftly complained of, he told both Houfes, 
that whatever was further neceflary to 
perfect fo laudable a work, deferved their 
ferlous confideration j that whilft we en- 
joyed peace abroad, we ihould madntain good 
order and regularity at home : and conclud- 
ed with afluring them, that his hearty 
concurrence and endeavours Aould never 
be wanting in any thing that would pro- 
mote their welfare and profperity.** 

jfan» 12. The right honourable the 
Houfe of Peers waited on his Majefty at St. 
Jamti^f with their addrefs of thanks for 
bis moft gracious ifpeech from the throne^ 
as follows :

ftant attention to the happinefs of your 
people fo juftly demands. 

** We muft ever acknowledge your Ma- 
jefty*s wifdom^ as well as goodnefs, in pur- 
Cuing fuch meafurcs as may beft contri- 
bute to maintain» and render permanent, 
the general tranquility of Enrope* And 
fuffcr us. Sir, at the fame time, to declare 
•ur fatisfa^ioA at the aflurances which 
your Majefty has received from your allies, 
of their good difpofition to adhere to the 
fame falutary objeA.

** For tbefe reafoni, and to recogniee the 
tight of the Eitglijb nation in the moft 
iblemn and authentic manner, and to cut 
off all claims and pretenfiuns of any other 
nation wbatfoever : We, the whole people 
of Fantee^ did on the a6th of OBober laf^, 
aflembled at Mutimin, and there unanimonfly 
pafled the following law, which we hereby 
declare to be conftitutional j and publicly, 
according to the wonted form of our an- 
ceftors, denounce a curfe upon ourfelves, 
or any of our pofterity, who (hall iuempt, 
«ther dire^ly or indiredlly, to brealc 
through it. Which law is as follows : 
*' Be it known to all the people of Fantee, 
and to all under their obedience, that we 
the Braffoe and Currantnrs^ the priefts and 
people of Ftfffrar» do enadt and ordain, That 
no fubjed of the French Icing (hall be ever 
permitted to fettle any where, either by 
building forts, orotherwife, between queen 
Anne^ point and James fort, Accra \ and 
that whoever attempts to harbour them 
in his houfe (hall, on the proof of the fa^ 
be adjudged guilty of treafon againft his 
country, and puniihed accordingly.** 

'< And as a farther proof and teftimony 
of the reality of our intentions, and to 
fecure, as far as in us lies, the Englifh in- 
tereft in this country, and to engage them, 
by our candid behaviour, to continue to us 
that prote£tion which by long experience 
vre have found fo beneficial, we the afore- 
faid Braffoe and Curranteers, the priefts and 
people of Fantee, have adjudged it proper 
and neceflfary to fend the following perfons 
(Jmorab fon of Aduafor, ^c, &c.) duly 
and fully authorifed, to Cape-Coaft CaftUy 
and there in prefence of the prefident and 
council, to fwear allegiance and fealty to 
the Englijb nation, and to deliver the fol- 
lowing hoilages, 'vix> Cudjoe Atinooma, fif- 
ter*8 fon to the Braffoe of Fantee, from the 
faid Braffoe and Curranfeers^ likewife ^a- 
bing Sabi, S^acoo and Coffee, into their 
hands, tu remain as pledges of our pundlual 
obfervance ol' the above law. 

*< We the aforenamed perfons, deputies 
from the Braffoe and Curratiteers, the priefts 
and people of Fantee, being duly and fully 
authorifed, have, according to «^bc cuftom 
of our country and the form preTcribed by 
our religion, as likewife ««cording to the 
curtom of the £njf///jb and the form prcfcrlb- 
ed by their religion, fworn to the due per- 
fucmance of the aforeiaid law, aud have in

A fire happened at Tarviti ia 
Cbefiire, which burnt down above forty 
dwelling-houfcs, befides bams and other 
out buildings, with feveral ttacks of corn 
and hay. 

May I. The facred oratorio, called the 
Mejfiabf was performed at the chapel be« 
longing to the Foundling hofpital, under 
the diredHon of George Frederick Banddf 
efq. the compofer of that folemn piece of 
mufic, for the benefit of that charity ; there 
were above 800 coaches and chairs, and the 
tickets amounted to 925 guineas. 

May 10. Was held the annual feaft of 
the fons of the clergy at Merchant- Tayloi'a 
hall. The colledUon at St. FauFt on the 
rehearfal and feaft days, and at the haH, 
amounted to 1051/. iix. 

In the night between the 14th and xsth* 
a fire broke out in the quarter of the Anm^ 
ntjnsy at Smyrna, which deftrojBwl feveral ' 
houfes and magazines belonging to the mer« 
chants of that nation, and would probably 
have fpread a great deal further, if a ftoip 
had not been put to it by the EngDJb and 
Dutcb fadors fettled there, by means df 
their fire-engines. Among the houfes 
burnt was that of Signor Awt de Bakijan, 
an Amttnian, who, with his wife, then in 
the lafl month of her pregnancy, his fon 
and daughter, and five of his demefUcks, 
perifhed in the flames.

and feveral of the wardefs^ and a party of 
guavds attending him) to the court of 
King^s-bench, and there arraigned upon the 
aft of attainder, paficd againft hiin and 
. others, for being in the late rebellion, and 
not futrendering in due time j when after a 
fair hearing, and the examination of eight 
yritpeflcs, he was proved to be the identical 
peribn, a principal aftor and contriver of 
that rebellion } and the prifoner notdefiriag 
to giye the court any further trouble, ac- 
knowledged himfelf to be the perfou. , The 
four judg'es of the court were upon the 
bench, and after deliberation, the lord 
fhief }\iRice Lee pronounced the fentenvic, 
as in cafes of high treaf^n, 'vix:. Thiat, on 
yune 17, he fliould be drawn on a fledge to 
the place of execution, there to be hanged, 
but not till he was dead, his bowels to be 



taken oat> his body to be quartered* and 
his head cut off, and to be at the K.i]ig*« , 
difpofal. On receiving the fentence, he 
made a genteel bow^ and only defired he 
might have leave to fend for his wife^ who 
with feven children, entirely dependent on 
him fur fupport, were then at LiJJe in Flan' ' 
ders'y which was granted. He faid, that, 
in X746 he came from France to furrendeir 
himfelf, agreeable to the proclamation, but 
was prevented by an accident happening in 
his family.

May ZT. At a court of common coun- 
cil at Guildhall, it was moved and refolved, 
to prefent a petition to the Houfe of Com- 
mons againft the bill for naturalizing the 
Jews, A committee was appointed to draw 
up the faid petition, which being agreed to, 
the fheriffs were inftrufted to .prefent it 
directly. ( 

The fame day a cabinet council was held 
at Kenfifigtoft, when the report of the At- 
torney and Solicitor General, in relation 
to Mary Squires, for the fuppofed robbery 
of Elizabeth Canning, was laid before his 
Majefty, and agreeable thereto his Majef»i 
ty was pleafed to grant her his royal pardon. 
The city xjf Briftol was put into a great 
confternation, by the rifing of fome hun- 
dreds of colliers apd oth^r country people, 
on account of the dearnefs of corn. They 
compfiitted great outrages, with flones and 
brickbats broke the windows of the coun- 
cil houfe, where the magiflrates aiTembled, ' 
wounding feveral who were in it, and forci- 
bly boarded a veflcl laden with a great deal 
fcf corn for exportation 5 but as they began, 
to plunder it, being unarmed, they were 
put to flight by a pofle of conftabies with 
their ftaves ; this was on Monday the 21II ; 
and on Thurjday about noon, a great num- 
ber of them returned z,r\A aflembled aXLaiu- 
ford'^s gatp ; xht conftables and the reft of 
the city guard advancing, the rioters pelted 
them with ftones, vihen a ikirmiih hap- 
pened, and feveral of them were wounded 
and taken prifoners. At nine o^clock the 
gates were fhut, and the guards patrolled . 
the city. On. Friday a troop of the Scotch 
greys arrived, arid the alarm benig given of 
the ripters coming, the drum beat to arms, 
the gates were fliut, and the draw-bridge 
pulled up ; b^t endeavouring notwith-; 
flanding to enter at another place, as fcon 
as. they had broken the gate, the guard came 
up, and firing a few pieces among them, 
made them fly divers ways j which occa- 
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fioned ferenl (kirmilhes in diflfcrent parts 
of the citYy wherein four were killed oa 
the fpoty and about thirty taken and com- 
mitted to Newgate. 

Jane 2. In the evening, about fix or 
feren, there were terrible ilorms of hail^ 
thunder and lightning, at Sberhome in Dor^ 
fetjhtrt^ Br'idvtnoater in Somerfetfilre^ and 
other parts thereabout. At Sberborm the 
llonn lafted near two hours, and feme of 
the hailAones meafured three inches round : 
they were in all (hapes, round, long, and 
flat. At Bridgewater the ftornt was more 
violent, continuing about an hour, many 
of the hailftones meafuring from fix to 
feven inches round, and falling with fuch 
force as broke the tiles and all the win- 
dows that were expoied to it. Almoft all 
their fruit was beaten down, and a great 
deal of other damage done. 

ymnt 4« The birth-day of his royal 
highnefs the prince of H^jUx was cele- 
bratedj who then entered into the fixteenth 
Tear of his age. 

TWae 7* At ten this morning Dr. Arcbi' 
hJu Ouurom was delivered by the deputy- 
lieutenant of the Tower, to the under 
IheriflFof MidJlefix, when being put into a 
fledge he was drawn to Tyburn amidft a 
vaft number of fpeAators, Sir RJcbardG/jnn, 
oae of the iherids> following the fledge in 
his chariot to the place of execution. The 
priibner was drcfled in a light-coloured coat, 
red wuftcAat and breeches, and a new bag 
vig. He looked much at tlie fpe£lators in 
the houfes and balconies, as well as thofe 
in the ftreets, and bowed to feveral perfons. 
About a quarter pad twelve he arrived at 
the place of execution, and having fpent 
about ten minutes in devotion, he was 
turaedoflF. After hanging twenty-four mi- 
nutes he was cut down, his head cut off, 
and his heart taken out and burnt, but his 
body not quartered. He behaved with as 
much tefolution as could well be expected 
from a man in his unfortunate circum- 
ftances. His body and head was put into 
a hearfe, and carried to Mr. Stf/>beKfcN*s, 
undertaker^ in the StrjnJg from whence it 
^vas, on SdturJay night, interred in the 
large vaok of the chapel in the precioft of 
the Sgwf.

'they had equally ihewn their cpncern for 
the public fervice» and their re^^rd to the 
caie of their fellow fubje£ts« He thanlced 
them for both $ as well as for providing 
with fo much forefight, for the future aug- 
mentation of the finking fund. 

Then he concluded with thefe words to 
both Houies : << I have nothijig to dcfire 
ef you, but what I am perfuaaed you wift 
iot yourfelves. Do your utbioft endeavours 
in your feverai counties, to promote the 
true intereft and happinefs of my people ; 
to propagate indulb^ ^ and to preferve good 
Older and regularity amongft them ; make 
them (enfible of the bleflings thdy enjoy } 
and, by thffe means the quiet and fecu- 
Tity of my government will be beft efta- 
hliihed.'* And the Parliament was pro* 
togued to tlie X4th of jiurufi next. 

yune 8* A very conbderable ihock of 
an earthquake was felt this night between 
eleven and twelve at fevcral places in the 
north-weft parts of England, as at Skipton in 
Craven in Yorkjhlre, at Manchejier in Lan^ 
cajbirt^ and at Knutsford in Cbejhlrey and in 
the villages adjacent tp thofe towns ; of 
which the account from SkiptQn may (^xve, 
for the reft J its duration was adjudged to 
ie about three feconds f its effects upon 
thofe who were up in the houfes, were like 
the fudden and violent pafllng of wheel car- 
riages through the ftreets, which made 
every thing (hake in the houfes, and the 
floors to heave; and even the moveables, 
deal planks, (^c* to be thrown down : 
t^iofe in ,bed felt their beds heave and vi- 
brate Tcry quick> and the walls- and win^ 



dows rattle as if (hook to pieces s thofe 
out in the ftreets very feniibly felt the eartli 
heave and ihake, which was fucceeded by 
a rufhing noife and explofioh, like that of 
gunpowder fired in the open air. It was 
very calm, a.red iky, intermixed with black 
clouds. 

June 9. At the clofe of the fefidons^ 
the grand jury for Lotultn, afiter having 
fpent three days in examining the wit* 
nefles for and againft Canning, came into 
cqjurt, and returned feveraJ bills against H^i» 
iiam Clark and Johm Gibbon the two Abbuf» 
bury men, Mr. Grevil of Coomb$ and Elixa^ 
betb Canning, true bills.

yune 14. His grace the duke ofJJojo* 
caftle, chancellor of the univerfity of Gun* 
bridge, arrived at Clare hall^ where he was 
immediately waited upon by the vice-chan- 
cellor, nobility, and heads of koufes. At 
one he went to the Senate-hoifie, and 
heard a divinity a A after which he dined 
with the YiccChancellor, and fpent the 
evening with the Rev. D^ Rooke, mafter 
of Cbrifi^s, The next day, about ten, ar- 
rived there the Lord-Chancellor. At ele- 
ven there was a Latin fermon preached by 
Mr. Garnet, of Sidney college i after which 
his Grace the chancellor went to , the con- 
gregation, and fent from thence a deputa- 
tion of twenty-three members of the Senate 
to Wait upon the Lord Chancellor to the 
Senate-honfe, where his lordihip was pre- 
fented to the degree of doctor of laws. Se- 
veral other degrees were conferred by, and 
honours paid to, his Grace the chaacellor, 
during the few days of hit ftay there. 

There was a fort of conteft between the 
regency of Munfier, and the regency of Ma^

there was no hail, 

^MHr 25. Thomas Cbkiy, efq. alderman

derman and grocer, were chonn flierifis of 
LenJoH and Middlefex for the year enfuing. 

yumt 29* A warrant was granted by 
aJderman RavRMfin, for the apprehending 
£JitUihetb CMMtUMgf a bill of indictment 
having been found againft her at the laft 
icffions at the Old Bailey, for wilful and 
corrupt perjury* Mfhen the proper officers 
.veot to loMC for her among her friends, they 
were defired to come the next day at eleven 
o'clock in the morning, which they com- 
plied with J and when, according to ap- 
pointment, they called, they were again 
told, th^ mufi call another time, for that 
J6 foiiout an affair as the giving in bail, or 
liinrendering the accufed, required more 
.lime to be duly coniidered. 

A great number of perfoas aflembled in a 
xlotons manner in the weft riding of Tork- 
finrtpWnA cut down and deftroyed fcveral turn- 
pike^ and burnt the toll-houfes belonging 
to them« The mob grew to fuch a height, 
^at the ioftices of the peace made applica- 
tion to the commanding officer of general 
Mavflcji^t regiment of dragoons quartered at 
TarJl, for a detachment to be fent in order 
to fapprefs the rioters. And on the 30th 
Inftaot, a Oarter going through Btefian turn- 
,pike refiifed to pay the toU, whereupon he 
was feixed by the foldiers, in order to be car- 
tied before the truftees of the turnpike, at 
ihit*Kin£i''Armi inn in Brig'gate, but was 
refcued Defore he got thicher. After this 
the mob gave out, that before ten that 
night t|iey would pull down the guard- 
houie, and refcue three prifoners who had 
been apprehended the night before, and 
were thien confined there, on account of 
being concerned in cutting down a tnrn- 
pke.: accordingly, between feven and eight, 
a body of 500 men aflembled in Brig-gate, 
.when, by order of the juftices, the pro- 
clamation againft riots was read, and they 
were required to difperfe: but this not 
being regarded, a mefTage was feat about, to 
defire mil perfons to fliut up their fliops, and 
Iceep in their boufes; after which the 
Ckfficers fenc their own fervants with die 
like caution; but the mob continuing to 
kr^iak the windows and ihutten of the

of the pavement to throw at the fotdiers* 
and even knocked down the centiael opoa 
guard there, the drum beat to arms, aad 
the juftices gave orders to the foldiers, ia 
number about twenty, to fire, wkick wai 
firft done with powder only ; but this «• 
way intimidating the mob, the foMicis 
fired with ball. According to the return 
made by the conftables on Surd^ morn- 
ing, eight were idUed, and about fifty 
wounded. 

The Jews that were in Copenbagm were 
puniihed, for a proceeding prompted by their 
xeal for religion. A young man of their^ 
nation, named Lasuna, applied (bme tioK 
ago to a Lutheran prief^ in order to be in-, 
ftrudled in the Chriftian religion % and he 
was accordingly received, placed in a private 
houfe, and fupported by means of a penfioa 
obtained from the King. Thia Laxarmt^ 
being invited to fup at a houfe in the prin- 
cipal quarter of the Jetosp he was permsttad 
to go thither,- but diCappeared} and it waa 
averred, that he was trepanned, and fent 
way. The bidiop having informed the 
court of it, his Majefty ordered the ye%sn 
to produce this young man in a cerain timc^ 
on pain of forfeiting eight thousand C<r- 
man crowns. 

July ic. Between the hours of ten and 
eleven in the forenoon, a fire brqke oat at 
Holmes Ckapel in Cbejhire, which burned 
down and confumed the whole place, coa- 
fifting of about twenty houfes, except the 
Old Red-Lion inn and two other houfes.

tions, occafioned by the heavy rains during 
the laft and part of this month, which 
made moft of their rivert overflow, and 
break through many of the dykes that had 
been made to keep them within their na- 
tural beds. At Ewtmerkk^ in the duchy of 
mevesg half the city was laid under water, 
and the whole would have ihared the fame 
late, had not the inhabitants, with the ut- 
moftdjfpatch raifed a dyke in the middle of 
the old market ; or rather had not feveral 
of the dykes below them upon the jR^im 
and Tyil given way, which opened a paf- 
fage tor the water,xand faved their city. 
The diftrids of Lywitr^ L^ituM, &c. were 
entirely overflowed ; and at Leuven the 
inundation came fo fuddenly, and with fuch 
rapidity upon them, (hat the parfonage 
boufe was carried away, and the miniflcr, 
his fifter, and maid-fervant droWned. We 
had the fame fort of accounts from Liffiadt, 
by the overflawing of the Lifte j from C<h 
itgae, by the overflowing of the Rhine i 
from Li^f by the ovoflowing of the 
JMtfef i and from Hatuver and Bremen, by 
the overflowing of the Leyne and the Hyiir, 
at which laft place, almoft the whole coun- 
try round was laid under water ; but as the 
floods did not come fo fuddenly, the people 
generally iaved themfelves and moft of their 
cattle. But higher up in Germany, efpe- 
cially in Franconia, and the circle of the 
Vp^ Rhine, where the rivers were more 
Unpetuons, numbers of cattle were drown* 
cd, and a great deal of other damage done 
by the overflowing of the TMnker, Tagbt, 
and iGcAcr, and the Fulde and Unfirut, par- 
ticularly the laft, which rofe to a greater 
height than ever was known, and a great 
number of people having fiived themfelves 
by running up to the top of a little emi- 
xieoce, they were prefently furrounded with 
water, fo that they muft have fiarved, if 
their neighbours had not been fo kind as 
to make a float of timber, on which they 
carried diem provifions.

lb near getting hold of the coxamander in

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chief, that he had not time to carry oflf 
his feraglio, feven of his wives orconcu« 
bines, who were found in his tent, were 
brought in prifoners to Ceuta* 

Fa, ii« The two princes Corfini, who 
had been for fome time in England, having 
taken leave of the foreign ambafladors and 
minifters, and feveral other perfons of dii«>

AH thofc rcfolntions, both of the committee of fupply, and that of 
wa>« and means, were more unanimouHy agreed to than ufual; for 
none of them met with any oppofirion but that relating to theftand- 
ing army, and even that was agreed to by a great majority. 
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^ril 19. About eleven o*clock at 
night, A ihock of an earthquake, or a great 
cxplofion in the air, was felt in Yorkf and 
above ten miles round, which continued 
fome fecondsot'time. 

At H^hithy, Hull, and feveral parts on 
the fea-coafts, the fame trembling was feh- 
fibly perceived, to the great aftonifliment 
of the inhabitants. 

April 29. Came on at the Old-Bailey, 
the trial of EUxahctb Canning for perjury. 
The council for the crown were Mr. Davy, 
Mr. WilUs, and Mr. Gafcoifnei for the pri- 
foner Mr. Moreton, Mr. JVayresj and Mr. 
H^iUiams. The trial continued by adjourn- 
ment for feveral days, viz. the ift, 3d, 4th, 
6th and 7th of May, A great number of 
Witneflfes were examined on both fides, and 
the court generally fat late. On the lall 
mentioned day, about ten o*clock at night, 
the trial ^ded. After the charge the jury 
withdrew, and were out upwards of two 
hours, when they returned and brought in 
their verdict, guilty of peijury, but not 
wilful and corrupt ; but being informed by 
the court, that their verdidt muft be either 
guilty or not guilty, they again withdrew, 
and foon after brought her in guilty, but 
recommended her to the mercy of the 
court ; after which ihe was committed to 
Newgate. There were great mobs and riots 
on fome of thefe days about the fefiions- 
houfe, and Sir Crifp Gafccyne was greatly 
infulted and abufed ; fo that the court of 
aldermen offered a reward for difcovering 
any of the rioters.

the day of the return of the writs.

Sir Samuel Cooke, bart. one of the citizens 
in Parliament for Dublin, and Tbomax Read, 
efq. one of the late candidates to reprefenC 
that city, with feveral merchants and other 
traders, waited on the right honourable 
Henry Style, efq. fpeakcr of the Houfe 
of Commons, with an addrefs to thank him 
for his behaviour in Parliament, and upon 
all occafions to ferve his country ; to which 
he returned a very genteel and polite an- 
fwcr. 

May 13. Canning was brought from 
Newgate to the Old-Bailey, in order to re- 
ceive fentence; but two of the jurymen

This morning a fire happened 
at Otjln, A village about a mile from Strat- 
fora Mf^oix Avon, which burnt the houfes of 
Mr. Stanley and Mr. f^iard, with all their 
furniture, barns, fUbles and four or five 
other houfes, with the out-houfes, bams, 
ricks of corn, &c» and nine horfes belong- 
ing to Mr. Irons, whofe lofs was reckoned 
to amount to about 2000/. 

M. de Contrecoeur deftroyed Logg%-town 
in North America, 

May 15. At night about eight o*clock, 
a fire broke out at the fugar 'houfe of MeiTrs* 
Barret and Co. near PauPs wharf in Tbames" 
ftreet, which burnt with the utmofl vio- 
lence for about three hours before it could 
be got under; and confumed the houfe 
where it began, great part of a timber-yard 
adjoining, and alfo damaged two hoofes. 
As foon as the Lord Mayor was acquainted 
with the calamity he went to the place, 
and gave the greateft encouragement to the 
firemen, &c* as did alfo Sir Robert Ladbroke 
and both the fheriffs : when it was kaown 
at the Tower, the commandant fent a party 
of the guards, who, together with the 
peace-officers, gave the ufeful people an op- 
portunity of doing their bufinefs, and there- 
by prevented the fire from fpreading.

Barrtfi 
late fugar-houfeat PauVt whaif^ which was 
left flanding whpn the fuear-houft was 
burnt down, fell in, by which iccident 
five bricklayers labourers^ who were chip- 
ping bricks in the cellar, for the workxncji, 
that were carrying up a new buildings were ■ 
killed on the fpot» 

July 28, Between fix and ferea in the 
evening, was a mofl violent ftonn of hail 
and rain, attended with thunder and figfat- 
ning at fVaUon in Suffolk, The hail-ffones 
in general were as large at pigeons e|^> in 
various fhapes, and jagged like broken 
pieces of ice. It did incredible damage, 
efpccially in the corn fields. Several had 
their glafi windows broke in fuch manner 
that fcarce a whole pane remained, and the 
fruits in the gardens were entirely' fpoiled. 
The damage .done by this ftorm was com- 
puted at near 500I. Where the hail fell 
fo very thick was about a mile In length,' 
and half a mile in breadth. It feeOed 
to have fallen down with a whirlwind, 
like a tornado, and not to have f^read it- 
felffar.

Between one and two in the 
morning, there was at docker, the moft 
Ti<dent ftorm of thunder, lightning and 
rainy that had ever been known^ which 
put the inhabitants under the moft terrl- 
Me apprehen£ont, though no damage wat 
done but to a hoofe in Belt-lane, the main 
beams of which were ihivered in a very fur- 
prifing manner, two or three doors thrown 
off their hinges^ and the glafs forced out of 
all the windows.

S^. A. About a quarter before ten at 
night, a very terrible ihock of an earth- 
quake waa felt in Cor.fiantinople \ about 
AiAc o'clock in the evening, came on the 
moft dreadful ftorm of thunder that ever 
was known in that pbce. The peala fuc- 
ceeded one another without an interval of 
above a minute, excepting one intermif- 
£009 about the middle of the ftorm, till three 
quarters paft ten. During this (hort inter- 
miffion,and the ftars fparkling with the moft 
perfed brightnefs, foddenly the earthquake 
began t every thing at once became wrapped 
in darknefs, and convulfiont of the earth be- 
neath, byrfting thunders above, falling 
buildings, ihrieks of the terrified, and groans 
of the expiring on every fide, formed fuch 
a fceae of horror and coofufioo, as no de- 
icription can reprefent, nor imagination 
reach. The crufli of nature and the wreck 
of worlds feemed inftant. Two of the fa« 
xnout itvtn towers were demoliihed, many 
jninerett thrown down, and mofques da- 
Biaged (particularly the much admired one 
of St. Sophia) whole ftreets laid in ruins, 
«ttd the common prifon entirely deftroyed, 
with the greateft port of its unfortunate in- 
habitants. The large and beautiful fub- 
wrb of the Blafuenut was eatkeiy demo- 



liihed I the ancient ampkitbeatte of the 
emperor Confiantine, the old caftle, the 
moique, and all the houfes of that fubuf b^ 
prefented only a vaft heap of ruins. The per* 
fons killed were computed at betwixt two and 
3000. The ihocks, though lefs feverely, 
were felt as far as Smyrna \ and a Tartar, 
who arrived expreft in fifteen dayt from 
Armenia, juft before this account left Con^ 
ftantinople, brought intelligence that a laige 
city, at that diftance, had been entirely 
fwallowed up by an earthquake on the vary 
fame day, and the place where it ftood 
converted into an entire lake of water. 
The fame earthquake was felt all along the 
coaft of the Mediterraman in A/!a, and 
reached as far as Alexandria and Grand Caira 
in Africa j at the laft of which places above 
two thirds of the mofques and houfet 
were demolifhed, and near 40,000 perlbnt 
killed, fwallowed up, or buried in the 
ruins. 

Sepi, 4. Several aldermen, depuHes, &c* 
of the bridge committee, met at Guildhall^ 
who came to a refolution, that Mr. Dancep 
the city furveyor, fliould prepare an eftimate 
of the expence of building a new bridge ; 
and appointed a fub-committee to receive 
the fame. 

Sept. 1 8. The committee appointed to 
take into confideration the r^>aiiring of 
London-bridge, met at Guildhall, when the 
eftimates of the expence were laid before 
them ; according to which it waa computed 
that the pulling down the houfes on both 
fides, and rendering the bridge ufeful and 
commodious for carriages and foot-paflen* 
gers, amounted to upwards of 40,000/. 

Sept, 26. At a court of common-coun* 
cil at Guildhall, a report concerning a new 
bridge at Black-Fnars, at alfo pulling down 
the houfes, and enlarging the pafTage over 
Londen-bridge, was read, and ordered to 
be printed, and fent to aU the mem belt of 
the faid court. 

Ger-rge Streatjield, AlexarJer Sbea/e, and 
Alien Evans, etqrs. having refufed to take 
upon them the office of (heriff, to which 
they were lately ele^d, the court ordered 
that a£^ions (h^uld be brought againft all 
thofe gentlemen, for the penalties incurred 
by their refufal.

On the i6th ofju/y the lieu- 
tenant gorernor arrived at New Tork from 
Alianyt having fettled matters to the en- 
tire fatisfa£lion of all the different nations 
of the Jndiam that attended the congrefs at 
that place. And the next day the commif- 
iioners from PbilaJetphia, Maryland ^ and 
Virginia, v^ith feveral others, arrived there 
from that place ; from whence we learned 
that at the faid congrefs, the commiffioners 
from the feveral governments were unani- 
moufly of opinion, that an union of the 
colonies was abfolutely neceffary; and a 
plan of union viras accordingly drawn up by 
the faid commiffioners, in order to be laid 
before their refpe£live conftituents.

Off. 19. -^About two this afternoon, a 
place called the Dufi-bwfe, belonging to 
Mr. Nonmani gunpowder mills at Mouljij, 
in Swrny, blew up, and killed one man, 
who was barrelling up the gunpowder. It 
was reckoned there was about thirty bar- 
rels of powder in the ftore-room, each bar- 
tel centaining loolb. weight. The build- 
ing was blown into thoufands of pieces, 
and carried a great way ; the poor man's 
body was torn into fo many pieces, there 
was no finding them, or half his bones. 
Seven or eight great elms, t^at ftood near 
this room, were torn up by the roots, and 
many others ihattered, and feveral adja- 
cent buildings terribly torn ^ a building 
about thirty yards from it, which contained 
about the fame quantity of gunpowder, had 
its roof beat in, and a man at work re- 
ceived a blow on the back of his neck, by 
a piece of timber, but the powder remained 
fafs. The windows of feveral neiglibour- 
ing houfes were broken, and fome of the 
tiles blown off the houfes at fome diftance, 
by the force of the ihock. The houfes for 
many miles about were Ihaken by the cx- 
j»lQfioiu 



Orders were given, about this time^ for 
a captain, four lieutenants, and fixty bom- 
bardiers and matroffes, to hold themfelves 
ready to tmbark from H^oohvirK, in order 
to join the forces deftined for yjrgwia* 

Off, 20. This morning, about feven 
o^dock, a fire broke out in the upper part 
of a very large warehoufe in Montague-chfe, 
near St. Mary On;ery*% church, Scutb'warA, 
which entirely deftroyed the fame, and m 
very large quantity of hops, which was ia 
the fame warehoufe, and damaged feveral 
of the adjacent houfes. There was a party 
of foldiers to keep off the mob, and the 
fire was in a great meafure fup preffed sbout 
noon. 

The following advices brought by the 
fliip Dorrlrgton from the Eafi-Indin, about 
the end of this month, were published by 
authority. 

On Nov* 28, 17S3> the French made 
an attempt to take TncbeKopoIi (by furprize) 
a ftrong place belonging to the Nabob, in 
which was a garrifon commandment by 
capt. Kilpatrick. They made the attack 
about four that morning with Soo£irrB^«iis« 
Their black forces were to make fev^l 
falfe attacks on different parts of the town'; 
by thedarknefs of the night, and the care- 
leffnefs of a guard, they got over the ditcli* 
fixed their ladders, and 600 of them, with- 
out firing a (hot, got poffefiion of a batteiy 
on the outward wall, called DaltotTs bat- 
tery. By this time an accidental ihot 6r 
two alarmed the garrifon, who immediately 
repaired to their pofts, and attacked the 
party on the battery, who defended them- 
felves till day-light, and made feveral at- 
tempts to fcale the inward wall and petard 
the gate, but were kept off by the garri- 
fon. By day-break, tbofe that did not 
chufe to venture their necks by jumping 
off the battery to favc themfelves, called 
out fjr quarter, which was given them. 
Thcr>* was taken on the battery 297 fwrs- 
ptaa prifons, befidcs fixty-five wounded, 
and forty-two killed in the ditch, and nine 
officers ; the reft of i heir lofs was not known, 
but it was believed muft have been pretty 
confiiierable. In -this a6lion the garrifoa 
had fcarcely any lofs. 

From the time of the be fore mentioned 
a^ion until the middle of Fehruary follow- 
ing, nothing material happened, when co- 
lonel Lawrence, who was then encamped 
near Tricbenopzli, was obligeil, according 
to cuftom, to fend a part)' to efcort provi- 
fions to the camp, confifling of 230 Euro- 
feans, eight officers, about 5C0 SeapoyS; 
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9mi four pieces of cannon. They m.irchcd . 
^f Ttb* ]a> and on their return upon the 
15th, were attacked by a party of the cne- 
Skjy confifting of 120 French, two compa- 
■ies offoreignen, the Fr/»f^ troop of'ioo 
aen, looo topaffes^ 6000 Teapoys, all their 
^Uck cavalry^ in number about 8coo, and 
feveo pieces of cannon. The detachment 
moved in the night, and came up with co- 
lonel Lawrenct*B detached party by break of 
iiay> as they were on their march. What 
sen could do they did i but the comroand- 
sag officer, unfortunately afraid of lofing 
lua bag gag^y divided his force to fave it ; 
»poo which the enemy fell in amongft them 
mad, although they paid dearly for it, killed 
<Dr took prifoners almoft the whole party. 

A great and unexpected alteration hap- 
pened at the court of Sfa'm ; the marquis 
it la Enferradsf chief miniiler, together 
with Kis Jeeretary and principal favourite, 
were fodenly ieized and ient to prifon, and 
'4)1 their papers fecured; fince when the 
department of the Jrulks, one of the four 
^ great places he eiijioyed, was conferred 
•n general fFall, fecretary of ftate for 
Ibreign afikirs, and the sc& on three of the 
chief courtiers. 

AfoddenintindatiOB ef the river Rye hap- 
pened at HtlmJUy in Tork/fdrtf fuch as had 
sever been known by the oldeft people in 
tbofc partS) probably occafioned by the lite 
lieavy rains. Two houfes were entirely waHi- 
cd away> the one inhabited by jfames Held" 
firthy he and his whole family drowned, ex- 
cept his wile, who being lick in her bed, 
was carried down the ftreamhalf amile, and 
al kUl wafted off into a field, where ffae 
was found the next morning, very little 
iiart. The other houfe belonged to ^ohn 
&ra/ry, who was alfo drowned, and all his 
family. In the whole thirteeen perfons. 
Two other houfes were greatly damaged, 
as was alfo the ftoae bridge at the entrance 
. «>r the town ; fourteen hay-flacks were 
striven down the river a mile, on one of 
which was a half year old calf, who kept 
its footing, and was taken oflT alive. The 
kitchen> garden walls, and part of thofe of 
the park, belonging to the fine feat of 
Ibcmas Duncomhe^ efq. were wafhed away. 
Two large bridges, one of Aone, the other 
of wood, at Ri'vaulx, were driven down, as 
were ieveral more lying upon the river Rye, 
and others damaged. A malt-kiln, with a 
large quantity of malt and cinders at i2/- 
^aulxy belonging to Robert Berry, were 
. utterly deflroyedi. The water formed a 
^eat for itfelf^ by forcing through the 



wall of his kitchen, which pnevented tht 
houfe from being driven down ; the man 
and his family faved their lives by getting 
up into the chambers. These had alfo been 
terrible havock among the inhabitants at 
Rivatilx as well as at Htimfln, by damaging 
of houfes and drowning ot cattle. One 
Shnpfin, a farmer at R'tvanlx, had feven 
calves drowned ; and RoSert SandivitFt tan- 
yard, at Helmjley, was utterly deftroyed, 
and leather wafhed away out of the pits 
to a great value. The river DervwU was 
never known higher in the memory of man. 
Mr. Creajer, of Ferby^ near Malwt, was 
drowned near ffefiovf, in his retnm home 
from Pocklirtgton fair.

i)£l, 29. Being a day at ConAantmople, 
on whicn the grand feigntor ufttafly^ went on 
horfeback to the mofque, and his highaefs 
not appearing, the people grew extremely 
tumultuous, and ailembled in great numb^s 
before the feraglio to know the meaning 
of his abfence. In order to appeafe them, 
he acquainted them that he was indifpofed 
with a cold, but that in a fhort time his 
fubjedts fhould fee him. His indifpofition 
was attributed to th^ fhock he received by 
the late melancholy earthquakes, and the 
fires which fucceeded them, fince which he 
kept clofe in his apartment till the X3th 
inii^ant, when the JaniHaries, in a manner, 
forced him to appear in public, in order to 
renoove the general clamour. The Sultan 
went that day to the mofque on horfeback, 
but at his return to the palace found himfelf 
much worfe, and in a very fhort time after^ 
he expired. His brother Ofmau who fuc- 
ceded him was fifty-fix- years of age. The 
deceafed Sultan was the moftpacific em- 
peror Chat ever reigned over the turh* 
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It would feem as if the Ruffians bad fore- 1 
feeti this great event, for by accounts from 
Fettrfiurgb dated Decemker \o, we were 
told, that the court lately received a courier 
from CoiiJhuithi9plef ^whofe difpatches were 
of tint importance, t^iat they occaiioned the 
holding a council, at which all the great 
officers of ftate ailided, fbon after <(rhich he 
was ftnt back to CcnBantinopU ; whereupon 
there was a talk oF ralfing 6o,oco men, 
during the winter, to reinforce the £m- . 
prefs*s army* And by accounts from the 
fame place,d ated Dtcanber 1 3, we were told, 
that it being refolved to make a confiderable 
augmentation both in their land and fea 
forces, the hundredth man of her Maiefty^s 
fubje^s was enlif^ed which formed a 
body of 66,145 ™c^* 

A>v. 7. About five o*clock this morn- 
ing, a moff terrible £re broke out in St. 
Werhur^^ church, Duhlitif which in a 
lew hours entirely confumed that fine fa- 
lirick} nothing being preferved from the 
conflagration but the fteeple and veftry, all 
the body of the church being quite defbroy- 
cd. During the time of the fire there was 
a very high wind at S. W. which put all 
the hoofes on the fouth fide CaftU-ftren in ' 
the mod imminent danger : fome of them 
took fire, particularly the back part of the 
Exchequer-office, and houfe adjoining; but 
two engines being brought to play on the 
houfes, prevented any further damage. 

Nvc. 8. The right honourable the Lord 
Mayor, attended by the feveral aldermen 
above the chair, preceded by the court of 
aiiiftants of the grocers company, went in 
procefllon from the Manfion-houfe to 
GHildhall, and foon after, the right ho- 
nourable Sttpbem Tbtodirt JanJJen^ efq. 
Lord Mayor eled, attended by the alder- 
men below the chair, and preceded by the 
court of afflftants of the company of ftati- 
oners, came from thence to Guildhall,

Nov* 9. The right honourable Stephen

Nov, 10. The anniverfary of his Ms- 
jeily^s birth-day was celebrated, who thea - 
entered into the yzd year of his age. 

Ncv, 14. His MajeAy wentin theufnal 
itate to the Houfe of Peers, and, the Com- 
mons being fent for and attending, opened 
the feffion of Parliament with a mofl gn» 
cioos fpeech to both Houfes. 

His Majefty firA acquainted both Houfes, 
" That it was with great pleafure he 
met them in Parliament, at a tim^ whea 
the late ele£lions had aft'orded his people aa 
opportunity of giving frefh proofs of their 
duty and affe^^Isn to bis perfon and govern- 
menr, in the choice of their repreieata- 
tives. 

<' That the general ftate of aflfairs ia 
Europe had received very little alterattoa 
fince their lafl meeting. But he had the 
fatisfaflion to acquaint them, that he had 
lately received the ftrongeft allu ranees from. 
his good brother the king of Spain, of his 
firm refolution to cultivate frieadihip and 
confidence with him, with reciprood ads 
of harmony and good fsith ; and that he 
would perfeverein thefs fentiments. That 
it fhould be his principal view, as well to 
fircngthen the foundations, and fecure the 
duration of the general peace, as to im- 
prove the prefent advantages of it, for pro- 
moting the trade of his good fubjeds, and 
protedling thofe pof&lHons, which made 
one great fource of our commerce and 
wealth. 

<« That the plan formed by the laft Par- 
liament for appropriating the forfeited ef- 
tates in the Highlands to the public benefit, 
appeared to be of fuch national im^rtance, 
that he was perfuaded they would not omic 
any proper opportunity of compleating it. 
And he alfo recommended it to them, to 
make fuch further provifions, as may be 
expedient for perpetuating the due rxecation. 
of the laws, and the juft auth.^rity of his 
government, in that part of the united 
kingdom. * X 
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** Then he tol J the Houfe of Commons, 
That he had oidercd the cftimates tor the 
cufuin){ year to bi: prepared and laid before 
them. That the fupplles he had to aflc ot' 
tbcmj were fuch as (hould be neceHTary for 
the ordinary fcrvtccs ; for the execution of 
fuch tieaties ai had been communicated to 
them9 fur confoliduting and maintainini; 
thft lyftem of tranquility, which was his 
great obje^j and, at the fame time, for 
Ivcuiiiij ouifclvcs agalnd any incroach> 
mcnt*. 

" That the gradual rcduftion of the na- 
tional d^bt, which had bi*en fo wifely and 
fucc^fst'uUy bc|;un, would, he made no 
<lou'jt, have their fericus and conftant 
atlenlion.'^ 

Afcer which, fpeaking to both Houfes, 
he concluded tiius : <' It is unneienary for 
me to ufe any arg\'.mcnts to prefs upon you 
unanimity and difpatch in your proceed- 
ings. I have had fuch an ample experience 
of the fidelityt zeal, and good difpnfition of 
my Parliam.nts, during ihc courfe of my 
reign, that I truft there is a mutual con- 
fidence eftabliftci between us ; the furcll 
pledge ot my uvvn, and my people's hap- 
pinefs." 

Nov, 15. The right honourable the 
Houfe of Peers prefcited their addrefs of 
th.iiikG for his M.ijefty'j. fpeech, which was 
as follows : 

'* Afojl gracious Soi'crcign, 
" "We your Majefty's moft dutiful and 
loyal fubjcdli, the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral id Parliament alfambled, beg leave to 
return your Majefty our humble thanks 
for your moil gracious fpeech from the 
throne. 

*< We are truly fenfible of your Majefty's 
wife and public fpirited views to Orengthen 
the foundations^ and fecure the duration of 
the general peace, in which every part of 
Eur-^pc is fo nearly intereftcd. And nothing 
can excite cur warmeft gratitude more than 
that concern, which you arc pleafed to ex- 
prefs, that the advantages of this peace may 
be rendered lading to your people, by pro- 
noting their ccrnmcrce, and protecting 
thofc pofl'eflio's which are fo eflential to it ; 
and are an ol)ji;<5l of public care, never to 
be departed from by this country. 

*^ The friendly aifuranccs, which your 
Majefty has latt-ly received from the king 
of Spflbiy give us great fatisfa6tion, as we 
promifcourfelvcs, that they will be followed 
wiih very falutary effcfts, for advancinj; the 
important ends already mentioned, in which 
both nations will find a reciprocal benefit* 



'< Vour Majefty*8 goodnefs to your pc<i« 
pie, in confenting to apply the forfeited 
eflates in the Migl/andt to thofe public 
ufes, to which they lland appropriated by 
the laft Parliament, w]ll always be thank- . 
fully rcmembereti by us. We {hall, with 
the greateft readineis, concur in any pro- 
viiinns, that may render that meafurc as 
perfect and ufeful as poflible, for improving 
that part of the united kingdoniy and pre* 
ferving its tranquility. 

*' The enforcing the due courfe and exe- 
cution of the laws, and fecuring the au- 
thority of your Majefly*s government there, 
of which thofe laws have always been 
the rule, are one and the fame objefl^ 
which will not fail to meet with our con* 
ftant atention. 

" Permit us. Sir, to take this oppor- 
tunity to renew the moft folemn aflurances 
of our inviolable fidelity and a&eAion to 
your facred per.'on, and government* In 
this, our duty and our intereft unite, and 
are infeparable. Our refolytion is fixed 
and unalterable, to ftrengthen your Ma- 
jefty 's hands, for preferring the peace, 
fupporting the honour of your crown, and 
maintaining the rights and pofleffions of 
your kingdoms, againft any encroachments. 
The maxim, graciouHy laid down by your 
Majefty, that a mutual confidence hetweea 
you and your Parliament is the fureft pledge 
of the happinefs, both of King and people^ 
is highly worthy a Britijb monarch; and 
it ftiall be our zealous endeavour, to demon* 
ftrate to the world the ftability of that con- 
fidence ; and, under the protedtion of thtf 
Divine Providence, to tranfmit to our po- 
fterity the bleflings of your Majefty''s rcign^ 
in the perpetuity of the Proteftant fuccef- 
fion in your royal houfe.*' 
To which his Majefty made the following 
moft gracious anfwer. 
" My Lords, 
y I return you my hearty thanks for 
this very dutiful and affectionate addrefs. 
The zeal you exprefs for my perfon and 
government, and for maintaining the rights 
and poflefTions of my crown, cannot fail to 
have the beft ef^efts, both at home and 
abroad. The confidence, which you re- 
pofe in me, /hall alwrivs be fnade ufe of for 
the true intereft of my people." 

Nov. 18. The honourable Houfe of 
Commons prefented i.hejr humble addrefs 
to the King, as follows : 

*' Aloji gracious Sovereigns 
'•' We your Majefty's mV-ft dutiful and 
lr»yal fubjeas, the Commons cf Great-

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%Mki in Ptrllament aflemUed, beg leare 
to retarn your Majefty our uDftigned 
Chankty for your moft gracious fpeech from 
the throne; and to afliire your Majefty, 
that your faithful Commons will gladly 
embrace etery oil)>ortunity of teftifying their 
ioTiobble attachment and duty to your 
toyal peribn, fanuly, and government. 

*< It gives us the gxeateft fatisfa€iion to 
find, diat the wife meafares your Majefty 
has purfnedy for ftrengthening and fecur- 
lag the general peace, have been attended 
with lb explicit a declaration on the part of 
the king of SfmiHi of his refolution to cul - 
dvate ^ienduip and confidence with your 
Majefty. 

« We acknowledge, with the higheft 
lenft of gratitude* your Majefty *8 conftant 
nod uniform endeavours for the prefcrva- 
tion of the public tranquility, at the fame 
time, that your Majefty has not fuftered 
your attention to be diverted from the 
neceftlary confideration of felf-defence; and 
we aflcure your Majefty, that we will fup- 
port your Majefty, and chearfuUy grant 
luch fapplies, as may give weight and 
efficacy to your Majefty's meafures, for the 
preferradon of the general peace, and ena- 
ble your Majefty to vindicate your juft 
righta and pofleftions from all encroach- 
ments. 

•• We beg leave to aflure your Majefty, 
that nothing fliall be wanting on our parts, 
to complete, and render eft«£tual, to the 
common benefit of the united kingdom, that 
falntary plan, formed by the laft Parlia* 
menty for appropriating the forfeited eftates 
in the Highlands to the ufe of the public; 
and ve aflure your Majefty, that the gra- 
dual reduQion of the national debt, and the 
improvement of trade and commerce, fo 
eflential to the ftrength and power of this 
kingdom, ihall be the obje^s of our ferious 
and conftant attention.** 

To which his Majetly made the follow- 
ing moft gracious anfwer. 

^ Gtntlemew, 

'< I return you my thanks for your moft 
dutiful and loyaWddrefs. 

" So early and unanimous a mark of the 
truft and confidence, which my faithful 
Commons repofein me, gives me the greateft 
fatisfa£lion. 

«' You may rely on the continuance of 
my endeavours to preferve the public tran- 
qoiltty, to aOTert and vindicate the juft 
rtghts and pofTeffions of my fubje£ts, and to 
do every thing on my party whiUi can ren-

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der this nation happy and flouriihing both 
at home and abroad.** 

The upper houfe of Convocation met in 
the chapter- houfe, and went in proceftiony 
with the advocates and pro£lors, to the weft 
door of St. PavPsy where they were met 
by the lower houfe, and the gentlemen of 
the choir; and being come into the ftalls^ 
the Litany was read in Latin by the biftiop 
ofCbicbeJter, the junior bi/hOp j after which 
the reverend Dr. Plumptree, archdeacon of 
Z^, preached the Latin fermon. The 
reverend Dr. Denne, archdeacon ofRzchefter, 
was chofen prolocutor for the lowtfr houfe 
of Convocation. His grace the archbi/hop 
of Canterbury was not prefent, but had ap- 
pointed the bifhops of Oxprd, Eiy, Sc^ 
/ijhuryt Bangor^ Ntrwicby and St. Dai'id\ 
commi/Taries to reprefent him. 

Letters from Crrrvr^My mentioned, adifco- 
very lately made, that prince Frederick of 
HeJ/iy married to the princefs Mary of 
Englandf had above 4 years before abjured 
the Proteftant religion, and embraced Po- 
perj'} and that his father, the Landgrave, 
was going to affemble the ftatcs of the 
Landgraviate, to concert meafures for pre- 
venting the fatal confequences of thit 
event. 

Nov, 17. The ftates of the Landgra- 
viate of HeJJe'caJftl were fumraoned to meet 
to concert proper meafures for the fupport 
of the Proteftant religion in thofe territo- 
ries upon the late unhappy occafioo, and 
to engage fomc of the princes of the empire 
to guaranty the execution of fuch meafures 
as Ihould be refolved on j which had already 
begun a paper war in Germarty, feveral 
pamphlets having been already publiflied 
upon both fides of the queftion, as to what 
the ftates had a right to do upon the occa- 
fion. In the mean time the Landgrave 
took care to have the two princes his grand- 
children brought up in the religion of their 
country, by fending them to the univerfity 
of Gottingen, 

Letters from France mentioned, that the 
King had abandoned the clergy to the mer- 
cy, or rather to thejuftice of the Pailia- 
ment; and that in confequence thereof, 
they were felling by public auflion the 
goods of fome of their bifhops and other 
ecclefiaftics, which had been diftrained for 
the finc5 impofed 00 them by the fecular 
courts, on account of their bavins rtrfufed 
to adminifter the facraments fince the King*f 
late declaration. 

Acv. 21. At Conftant'incph^ the mufti 

begirt the newfultan Ofman IIL with the 
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icymecar of the empire, which ceremony 
holdt the place or the coronation in other 
countries. Upon this occafion i5oopurfet 
were dii^ributed to the j^nizariet by order ot' 
kit fublime higbnefs; and he begun his 
gOTcrnmenC by ftiittting up the taverns, 
and enjoining that precept of the Alcoran 
which piohibits the drinking of wine, to 
be ftri£Hy oblerved on pain of fevcre chaf- 
tifement. He made no great change in 
the adminifhation of aifairs, having con- 
tinued the prime vizir, the mufti, and the 
aga of the janizaries in their refpcAive 
employments} and minKlers were forth- 
with fen t to the courts ot yirnna, Ruffia^ 
and Poland f to notify his acceflion to the 
throne. 

The ftates of Holland and JVeJl-Frixeland 
^ubliihed a placart againll marriages of 
Proteftants with PapiHs. 

Dec* 4* Was a freih eruption of Mount 
Vcfuvius, preceded by an earthquake which 
was only felt in the neighbourhood^ and 
occafioncd by the fcrce of the eruption 
upon its flrft appearance* The opening 
was about the middle of the mountain on 
the eaft-fide, and one of the branches of 
the eruption proceeded towards that which 
happened in the year 175 1 ; out its pro- 
grefs was fo flow, that it advanced but 
twelve yards in two hour?, though the 
defcent is very fiecp : there was another 
branch, the progrefs of which vras much 
fwifter, and made above a mile in an hour. 
Jull before this eruption the thunder was 
extremely frightful. 

Accounts from France were full of the 
difputes between their biihops and their 
Parliaments, and of the (kirmiflies between 
their fmugglers and the troops fent in pur- 
fuir of them. 

Da, ir. About eight o'clock in the 
morning, iheDey of Algun was afTaflinatcd 
in hi.o palace, and the grand treafurer mor- 
tally wounded; by fix foldiers. 

One of the rebels, after receiving the 
pay, and taking the Dey's hand to kifs, 
according to cuflom j drew a dagger, and 
ihrurt it through his breart, then fired a 
piftol, which wounded him in the fide. 
The Dfy arofc, calling to his attendants, 
6J*f. «* if among fo many of them, they 
GOulJ not deftroy fuch a vilLinj" and 
then dropped. The i\Tl\ confpirator, after 
killing ttic Dey, took otf his (the Dey's) 
tuiliant, and pulling it on hik head, felted 
himfclf in his feat, and began to harangue 
iJic Divan, and the Dey*& fecretaries, wlio 
v.. re all fcated near himj telling ihem, 



that h$ would gowm them ; thtthewooM 
make war with fooie powen, and that he 
would do juilice to ail} brandifliuig hia 
drawn fabre in hit hand. And thus he Ut 
for a quarter of an hour^ when one of the 
Chiaufes, ormeflengen of the palace* taldog 
courage, and fnatching up a carabine, fired 
and killed him. This example wat fol« 
lowed by others, and hit fivt accompltcei 
were alfo foon after deftroyed.

down to the bottom. In many placet thefe 
ilorms were attended with thunder, light- 
ning, and hail, both by fea and land.

To put a ftop to the late difturbances in 
Frtfjtrcy occafioned by the Bull Unigcnitus. 
The King baniihed the archbifhop, and de- 
livered him an edi£t for raifing 2,400,000 
livres (100,000/. fterling) by annuities on 
lives payable to tr.e town>houfe, to be 
Rgiftered by the Parliament ; and lilcewife 
told him, that h'r had juft created a creafu- 
rer of the military fchool.

To fix a term for the 
expiration of the tax of the twentieth penny, 
which was only to be raifed during the firft 
year OY two of the peace. 2. To grant 
fome alleviation of the public taxes, par- 
ticularly in the article of the cailles. 3. To 
attend to the dangerous confequences of 
multiplied loans to the ftate. 

A$ the nxemben cf the parliament of 
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Pans are all gentleman of large land eftates» 
we mayeafily gueftwhy they were fomoch 
againft the land tax, called in Frsnce the 
twentieth penny, and yet their taxes upon 
confumption (the only other way for raifing 
money for the public fervice) had given 
fuch encouragement to fmuggling, that the 
finogglersy to the number of fome thou- 
fandsy formed themfelves into a regular 
body under a proper chief, all better armed 
than the regular troops, and raifed contri« 
butions in many parts of the country, 
under pretence of obliging people to bu| 
their tobacco, &c. to that the government 
was forced to employ part of their army 
againft them, a thine not ufual in France ; 
and thefe troops had already had two 
ikirmiflies with two detachments of fmug- 
glers, in which the former got the vidory, 
but a great many were killed on both 
fides. 

No lefs than X50 volumes were found in 
a wooden cheft, which happened to fhind 
under a brick arch, which fecured it from 
the lava or torrent of melted metals, which 
rolled over the city of Herculaneym, Thefe 
volumes, at leaft moft of them, were faid to 
be perfectly legible and well preferved.

religion. 

6. And the better to infure the execu-

flax, &c, and portions of land were to be 
alloted to 'each of the faid fchoois for the 
above purpofe. The -a^t likewife em- 
powers the truftees to let to well-af(*e^ed 
perfons portions of land,' not exceeding 
ten ;Lcres to each, for building houies and 
layifig out gardens ; and fuch perfons may, 
if they incline, hold a leal'e of any other 
past 0^ the iaid eftate, within five miles 
from their houfe, built as aforefaid. And, 
to complete the. plan, and that public jufHce 
may not be obftru^ed, the truftees had 
power to build prifoi^, and to appoint 
flewards over fuch elHtes or villages as they 
ihould think proper, who were to have the 
powers competent to baron baillies, and 
ihould further have power to commit offen- 
ders to the next prifon within the county, 
though not within the territory of fuch 
fteward himfelf. 

The aifembly of New Tork palTed an a£^ 
for rating 45,000/. by a tax on eftates real 
and tptirfonal, fur putting the faid colony

June 10. 'The right hohonrable the 
Lord Mayor liominated Roger Prah, ef^. 
Ikinner, Hemy March, efq. fkinner, and 
fTiUiam SittoelJ, efq. ironmonger, as pro- 
per perfons to ferve the office of fherifFof 
London. On the 13th Mr. Drake and Mr. . 
Sifweil paid into the chamber of London^ 
400/. and 20 marks each, as a fine to ex* 
cufe their ferving that ofHce. 

At three o'clock in the afternoon began 
at Newmarkety a moft violent ftorm of 
thunder, lightning and rain. The torrent 
was fo great that it brought large pieces of 
timber into the ftreet, which was at five 
o'clock about fix feet deep in virater ; it 
overflowed the cellars on the north fide of 
the ftreet, fo as to force up the boards of 
many of the firfl floors, and filled feyeral 
fhops and parlours two feet deep i ^e mar- 
ket-ftalls were laftied to fign-pofts, to pre- 
vent their being carriid off with the flood* > 
The inundation was thought to proceed 
from a cloud breaking between Cbeveley and 
that place; for the torrent was fo imme- 
diate, the inhabitants had no time to help 
themfelves ; it came with fuch rapidity 
that it beat down two people in crofling 
the ilrtfet, fo that with great di^culty 
they faved their lives. Its force was io 
great that it difplaced grave-fton^ In the 
church-yard, and removed pews in the 
church. The water was four feet deep 
in feveral houfes, particularly the Star-Inn, 
where it came in with fuch ftrength that 
if a wall in the yard had not given way, 
^nA two men been placed to bold the gates 
of the yard open, the whole hoqfe muft 
have been foon beaten down ; in the cel- 
lar twenty-eight ho^flioads of beer and two 
pipes of wine were ftaved and all loft. The 
damage done in the town was upwards of 
looo/. 

The Akide ind Lys Preach ftlps of war 
were taken by admiral Bofcaiuen oflT the 
banks of Newfoundland. 

The French fort at Seaufejcur fatrender'' 
ed to lieutenant colonel Monkton the i6th 
inftant, and the next day a fmall fort upon 
the river Gafpereau, running into the bay 
Verttf where the French had their principal 
magazine for fupplying the French inhabi- 
tants and Indians^ In thefe t'or[s were 
found a great quantity of provifion, and 
ftores of all kinds. 
• June 22. A powder-mill^ ^t E^nll^ v^w 
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Smmyf blew op ; by which ftccidcat one I 
poor man was blows to pieces, another^s 
arm was terribly ftattered, that it was 
obiiged to be cut oflF immedtaiely i and a 
tkjrd was very much hurt. 

June 24« Tkgmat Coriett, efq. citizen 
and grocer, and yobn Gikbsy eiq. citizen 
and ccoper, were at the common hall, 
ele^d iheriffs of Lomdom, and county of 
JifuUlefex, for the year enfuing.

Edgar*i guns, having been entangled in 
the chain of the buoy. It was a twelve 
pounder, one of her upper deck. It was 
f jund with the breech down in the mud 
or clay, up to the trunnions, fianding in 
a perpendicular manner. The tompkin was 
in the gun, and it was loaded. That part . ' 
which lay in the clay was entirely weijr 
preferved ; from the other part a few thin 
fcales only came ofT.

The fame day arrived 
his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
amidii the acclamations of many thoufand 
people. General Hawley received his Royal 
Highnefs at the Land-port gate, and deli- 
vered him the keys of the garrifon. The 
guns at Port-br'fdge were fired as he pafled 
through that fort j as were thofe all round 
the garrifon. The ftreets through which 
he pified from Land-tort to the Governor's 
houfe were lined by the marines, who made 
a very handfome appearance ; the bells rang, 
the colours were difplayed on the tower, 
and every thing was done that could be 
thought of, to demonftrate the fincere joy 
and pleafure the inhabitants felt in feeing 
his Royal Highnefs among them. In the 
evening he reviewed tfie marines on the 
glacis. He vifited the Dock and the Royal 
Academy, and whererer he went moft mi- ' 
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oately examined everything that was ihewn 
him. 

Was finiihed and erected in Trinity-cha- 
pel, Cambridge^ that long ftudied piece of 
fculpture of Sir Jfaac Newtoa, allowed by 
the beft profeflbrs of the art to be a com- 
plete maifter-piece of the celebrated Mr. 
Rouhillac. 

July 7. This day in the forenoon thcit 
vas a prodigious tempeft of lightning 
and thunder, at Margate in Kent, which 
was followed with heavy rain and hail : at 
a place called Sha/iows, about a mile and a 
hailf from that place, the water was near 
five feet deep in the dwelling- houfes. The 
fame evening between fix and feven o*clock 
were feen two water- fpouts towards the 
ifle of Sbeprfy about a mile from thence, 
which lafted about eight minutes ; at the 
fame time was feen another very large t}ne 
towards the EJHx coaft, which lafted about 
fourteen minutes \ the fea was all in a 
breach with them.

The king ot Fru/fia lately made a tour 
incognito from Cleves to jimjierdam\ and 
after viewing their harbour and ihipping fet 
out again for Cleves, with fo much difpatch, 
and fo few attendants, tha^ he was return- 
ed thither before the populace in Holland 
bad heard of his being in their country. 

The whale fifliing this laft feafon fee.red 
to have been very advantageous to all par- 
ties concerned; for on the 23d, 24th, and 
a5th ult. no lefs than twenty ihips em- 
ployed in that trade bj the city ofjimfier- 
4lam alone, returned into the Texel, lome 
with fourteen whales each, and thole that 
had met with the worft fuccefs had two 
whales each.

Was a trial of the pix at 
JVeftminfter of all his Majefty's gold and fil- 
ver coins, coined within the tower of Lgw« 
don, from July, 1750, to this time; oa 
which occafion were prefent, the right 
honourable the Lord High Chancellor, the 
dukes of New/afiJe ani Argyle, lord Anjm, 
earl of Buckingbampire, carl of ffalifaxp 
the chancellor of the Exchequer, lord Berk^ 
ley, lord Bathurft, and Sir Thomas Robinftn, 
one of his Majefty's principal fecretaries of 
(late. The Lord High ChanceUor, af^ 
having given a moft excellent charge to the 
gentlemen of the jury, withdrew, as did 
the othrr lords of the council. Upon the 
trial, the jury found all the coins in weight 
and finenefs perfedi (landaxd, and reported 
them fo accordingly. 

July 18. The French abandoned their 
fort at St. Johns river, and, as far as was 
in their power, demoliiQied it. As ibon aa 
the forts upon the Iflhmus were taken, 
captain Rous failed from thence with three 
twenty gun ihips, and a flcop, to look into 
St. John^s river, where it wks reported there 
were two French fliips of thirty-fix guni 
each ! he anchored o6f the mouth of the 
river, and fent his boats to reconnoitre $ 
they found no fhips there, but, on their 
appearance, the French burft their cannon, 
blew op their magazine, burnt every thing 
they could belonging to the fort, and 
marched off. The next morning the In- 
dians invited captain Rous 00 (hore, gave 
him the ftrongeft aiTurances of their defire 
to make peace with .the Englijh, and 
pleaded in their behalf> that they had re- 
fofed to affift the French on this occafion, 
though earneftly prefixed by them.

A fmall fli(Kk of an earthquake was felt 

at RuJkdcKy in Ntrtkamptcnfibirit on J'-^Jy 
3ly between fix and fev;:n in the morning, 
and a flaming meteor vras obferved in the 
ikies at Nirtbamptcn* 

A grear noife was heard tttAlthorpf in 
huicctnjhlre, like the report of feveial can- 
non, which was nothing lefs than an earth- 
quake. It came from tht fouth all along 
the hills, and (hook fomehoufes very much. 
At Frodtingham it (hook the walls of an 
houfe, fo tnat moft part of them fell. It 
was heard by people on Burrlngbam moors 
for feme time, but no fhaking there. At 
the foot of Frcdtingbam hill was a cottage, 
where a labourer and his family lived, juft 
by the high road fide ; it madefuch a noife 
there, that the poor woman, thinking 
fome horfes were running away with two 
or three wdgj:o;ia <io\vn the hiil towards the 
cottage, went to the doc>r, but faw nothing ; 
and as flie wrnt into the houfe again, it 
fliiuik and reeli^d fn much, that fhe thought 
the walls woulJ have met. It washea*'d at 
J.uddhu'tcn and ^^t*Hnft fleets near the Hum' 
htr, \\ hi*re th<ry concluded it was cannon fir-

Aug, I2> The whole ~ city, of NapUt 
juftly refounded with the praifes of the 
marquis de Fogltanit the new viceroy of 
6'iVi/v, for the following a£l of ftridl juf- 
tice ; the prince of Veatimigli/i refufed to 
pay to a merchant of Palermo a juf^ debt of 
iccc dueat^ : the merchant cumplained to 
the Viceroy, who ordered the Prince to 
pay the money ; accordingly he fent for the 
merchant and paid him. As he was com- 
ing a^ray, the fervants .i/ked him' for f<r>me 
gratification, in fuch a manner as he deter- 
mined to giv^ them nothing, upon which 
they ftruck him ; going back to complatn 
to their m after, he would not fo jnuch as 
hear him, but ordered him to be thrown 
cut of the window j and he was fo much 
bruifed, that he lived but a fiw days. The 
Viceroy caufed the Princess palace to be 
furroundcd by a detachment of foldiers, 
whom the Prince ihot at through the win- 
dows and killed feven : whereiipon the 
Viceroy ordered the houfe to be fet fire to ; 
upon which the Prince and his fervants fur- 
rendered, and in twenty-four hours he. was 
tried and beheaded ; fome of his fervants 
were hanged, and the reft fent to the gal- 
lies. 

Aug* 13. Sailed from Sphbead, com- 
modore Frank land, in his Majeily^s ibip 
ff'incte/lgr, with the Jfarwicky Grtenw'icb, 
ani $e,zfi~d* 

At a ci'Urt of aldermen, Mr. Tomkin, at- 
tended on the behalf of Mr. Harring" 
ten, elcfted one of the fberifi^s of the city, 
and ur<ed ag.iinfi his taking the faid office 
upi^n him, ias being a Protcftant. d^flenter, 
jnd his bad ftate of health \ to confirm 
which two phyficians were examined upoa 
oath. The decifion was referred to the 
common-council^ and a court being fum* 
mi^r.cd the next day, it was agreed by them 
to wave the choice of Mr. Harritigton- for 
the prefent. 

Aug* iS. A moft valuable piece ofan- 
t^uiiy was difcovered at Bath. Under the 
foundation of the abbey-houfc then taking 
down, in order to be rebuilt by the duke 
of K x'^ *» ^^^ workmen difcovered the 
T'o;!-.ixiari.ui5 of more a ntient. buildings, and 
fell •:poB f^-me cavities, which gradually 
1:.; to farther difcoveries. There were 
iujitv laid open the foundations and remains 
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of tQ^ aaguft Koman baths and fudatories, 
conftruAed upon their elegant plans^ with 
floors fufpended upon fquare brick pillars^ 
and furrounded with tubulated bricks, for 
the equal conveyance of heat and Yapour. 
Their dimeofiona were very large^ but not 
fully laid open, and fome curious parts 
of their, fhru£ture v^ere not explained. It 
certainly appeared^ that the Roman foldiers, 
though in fo remote a ftation, entertained 
higher ideas of the convenience, elegance, 
and ufes of ba'hs, than the fettled and opu- 
lent inhabitants of Britain have yet pro- 
pofed to themfelves. 

Au^, 19. A paragraph appeared in the 
London Gatsette, notifying that a melTenger 
had arrived from Hanover, with orders for 
the departure of the yachts for HoI/anJ, his 
Majefty intending foon to return to Eng- 
land : and directions were given to prepare 
Kenjington palace for his Majefty*s refidence 
dunng the remainder of the fummer. 

Aug, 20. Robert Marjhi efq. fifhmonger, 
drank to by alderman Rawlinjon, paid his 
line to be ezcufed ferving the office of flie- 
rifF of London and county of ATiddieftx : 
5200/. were raifed by fines this year to 
compleat the Manfion^honfe. 

Aug,^%. fVtlliam Beckford, efq. aldcr- 
inaD> was ele€led the other HierifF of Lon- 
don and county of Middlejex, for the year 
enfuing. 

His moftChriftian m:\iffly feeraed to have 
got a victory over the obltinacy of the eccle- 
fiailicks, for from Parh we heard, that it 
had been r^fdVed by a great majority, in 
the general aflembly of the clergy^ that the 
reje^ing the Bull Unigeritus was not a juft 
caufe for refuting the r<idraments to any 
perfon. And that the finews of war may 
not be' wanting, his M^jefty had granted a 
Dew leafe to his farmers general, for which 
they were to pay him no millions oflivref, 
which is (even millions a year more than 
the laft; and they engaged to advance 
him on the firft of next monili the fum of 
£xty millions, at 4/. per cent* 

The Dutch veffels this feafon brought 
home 200 whales. 

One Ceurcy, a working man in Plymcutb 
dock-yardy who had a wife and four foos, 
was inforftied by a letter from lord Kinfa^e, 
that he was heir to that title and eftate 
after his demlfe. 

Twelve frigates and floop«! were lately 
built in private yards, for his Majefty^s 
fervice. 

Twenty-four fhips, and twelve colliers, 
were taktd Inito the fervice of the govern- 



ment, and fitted out as veflels of war, to car- 
ry twenty guns, fix pounders, and 120 men, 
each (hip. They were taken up at 6s, 6d* 
per ton a month. 

The Eaft-Jndia company ihitioned a ffaip 
this year to open a fradp at Ningpo in China i 
a place much more centrical t^an Canton, 

There was living at Ludlow in Sbropjbiref 
one John Davies^ aged 1 079 who walked 
once a week fourteen miles, and could- 
drink a gallon of ftrong beer without -being 
difordered. Near the fame town lived alto 
Lucy Wadley, aged 105, who two years be* 
fore had a new fet of teeth. 

The lords juilices fignified to the lord 
lieutenant of helsndf that the Parliament 
of that kingdom fhould be prorogued from 
the 28th inftant to 03* the yth^ 

At the amethyft mines, in the county of 
Kerry ^ in Irelandy were found large quan* 
titles of the finefl amethyfts, not inferior in 
hardnefs or colour to the beft orientab. 
The cryflals they dug were equalled by none 
in Europe, for their brilliancy and hardnef^> 
for the ufe of grdttos and jewellett 
work. 

The people of Carolina (hipped, during 
the laft year, ending in April, loo^ooofb^ 
weight of indi^. 

The Spaniards for fome months paft, were 
bufied in refhning the forts, which were 
deftroyed by general Ogktborpey on the 
river St. JoBn. 

From Madrid we heard, that as the ta- 
king of the two men of war by the Englijb 
in America, had given occafion to fereral 
refleftions, from the confideration that war 
was not declared, and that the differences 
between the crowns of France and England 
related only to the continent of America, 
Sir Benjamin Keene ]aad, in anfwer thereto, 
offered the following conflderations : That 
it was well known, that the French fleet 
carried troops, ammunition, and every thing 
necefTary for defending the territories which 
had been by the French unjuftly taken pof- 
feflion of, and of which the £»^/^ claim 
the property ; that the rules of f3Ndefence 
authorize people to render fruitlefs every 
attempt that may llend to prejudice them : 
that only this right had been made ufe of in 
taking the two French men of war, and 
that the diftindion of the place mufl be 
interpreted in favour of the Engitfi.; feeing 
the two fhips were taken upon the coaft cf 
the countries where the contcft arofe.

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Stf:. 7. General Diejkau attacked ge- 
ncni Jobpjon in bis camp near lake George, 
aad was defeated and uken prifoner. 

Sept, 8. About ten at nigbt a dreadful 
fire broke out at Mr, JVatJonty a linen 
printer, at Morris"^ Caufewayy Surrey y wbich 
£d many thoufand pounds damage. 

Sept, II* Softie workmen having been 
employed to repair a monument on Bennan- 
biil, in the parifli of Straiten^ and Aire of 
^r, belonging to %ix John fVbiuford, on 
digging near it they found feveral human 
bones entirey with an urn full of aihes, 
wbichi by an infcription thereon, appeared 
to have been buried there fome time before 
chriftianity prevailed in Sc^land, near 
laoo yeata ago. 

There was the greateft fall of rain ever 
known in the north of Envland, which 
Iwelled all the rivers, and did a great deal 
of damage to the neighbouring fields; in 
particular, the rivers of Spty and Findborn 
rofe above twelve feet perpendicular more 
than nfual, and carried off a great deal of 
timber, grain, cattle, &c. A woman and 
a boy periflied in the water of Dulnatiy in 
Stratb-Sfiy \ and a woman in the water of 
"Logie, near Elgin, The fmall rivulets rofe 
likewife to a great height, and feveral cat- 
tle pafturing on the banks of fome of them 
were Girried down and perifhed, 

A very vit>lent ihock of an earth- 
quake was felt in the diftri£t of Hujewtg, 
in Iceland, by which feveral houfes were 
deftroyed, and the water of a fmall rivulet, 
which was before clear and pure, was 
changed to the colour of milk. It was not. 
felt in the northern part of the ifland. 

Sept. 15. About noon his Majefty land- 
ed at Margate, and arrived at Kenfington at 
nine at night in perfed health. He fet 
oat from Hanover on the 8th inllant. 

Septm 16. His Majefly ordered the Pri- 
mate of Irelmd to be ftruck off the lift of 
privy counftilers, and the earl of Kildare 
to be fwom of the privy council ; and all 
the other grounds of thofe difcontents, 
which had for fome time prevailed in Irt- 
iand, to its great detrinicnr, were enijrely

" Permit us, royal Sir, with hearts 
full of gratitude, to exprefs our fincere ac- 
knowledgments of your Majefty *s pater- 
nal care and vigilant regard for the true 
intereft and profperity of your people, 
by the vigorous meafures taken by your 
Majefty to protect our commerce and colo- 
nics from the incroachments of the French* 

** And we do humbly aiTure your Ma- 
jefty, that w^e will, to the utmoft of our 
power, on this, and every other occafion, 
chearfully contribute towards the fupport 
of your Majefty's facred pcrfon and govern- 
ment, and the defence of the juft rights 
and poiTeftions of your crown, againft all 
attempts whatfoever.*' 

To which addrefs his Majefty was pleafed 
to return this moft gracious anfwer : - 

<* I thank you for this very dutiful and 
affedlionate addrefs. The fupport of the 
rights of my crown, and the prefervation 
of my .'?jminions \n j^mfnca, are fo efTen- 
tial to the trade and comnoerce of my peo- 
ple, that the city of London may depeod, 

that 
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that I wiU continue to take fuch meafares, 
as may beft tend to thofe great and inapoiw 
tant ends. The aflbrances you give me of 
your seal and afliftance, are very pleafing 
to me I and the city uf London may rely 
upon the continuance of my favour and 
prote^on.** 

They had all the honour of kiffing hit 
Majefty*s hand, and his Majefty waa pleafed 
to confer the honour of knighthood on the 
Recorder^ Samuel Fludyer, efq. alderman 
and iheriff, and J(Ah TorruuiOf efq» the 
other (heriff. 

Stftt, 23. A proclamation appeared in 
the London Gajutu, proroguing the Par- 
liament to Nov, 13 s then to fit for the dif- 
patch of bufinefs. 

Sept. 28. ff^Hrum Beekfird, efq. alder- 
man of Billinrfgate ward, and Ive J^irc- 
brtsdf. efq. citisen and merchant-taylor^ 
were fworn into the office of iheriffa for 
Lottdm and Afidd/efex, for the year enfoing» 
at Guildhall, witn the ufual formality $ 
and on Tttejday the 30th they were fworn 
in at H^eftminfter, 

Sept. 29. Sttngfly BetbelJ, efq. alder- 
man of H^albrook ward, was ele^ed lord 
flbayor of London for the yearenfuing. 

During the time of Bartbolomrto fair, no 
toU was taken as ufual ; for the fpirit and 
xefolution of Mr. Holland having eafed his 
fellow-citisens o( the burden. The toll 
taken of the non-freemen was not fuffi- 
dent to pay the men who collected it laft 
year. 

The Blandford man of war, with gover- 
.nor LytttltonoTk board, bound to South Ca- ^ 
rdina, ¥ras taken by the French fquadron 
under count du Cuay, 

Our men of war having received orders 
for making reprifals on the French fleet^ 
brought in upwards of forty of their trading 
veflfels, and continued to make captures of 
all they met. 

There happened a moft aftonifhiog hail 
fliowery in the pari flies of Bfckleyy Nor- 
tbamt Newbenden-, Yeuburft^ &V. in Suffix, 
which utterly deftroyed the fruits oi the 
earth $ by which many of the inhabitants 
were reduced to extreme poverty. 

The corn in the eadern parts of Devon' 
Jblriy was furprilingly deAroyed by what 
they called oakweb worms, fo that the whole 
crop was entirely lo(V. 

The coUedion at the triennial mufic 
meeting at fVorceftert on the loth inAant, 
amounted to 192/. 

There was difcovered in the electorate of 
SoKonty a mineral earthy which compofcd 
Vot. HI. 
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a bofaxy that had all the propertiet of tb« 
yienetian borax, and was emplbyed as a flux 
for gold and filver, and for folderi^g. 

By the late treaty with Ryjtaf the Em- 
prefs was to receive for ten years, an an- 
nual fubfidy of 6o^eoo/. during which term 
ihe was to keep ready for the fervice of 
Great Brifain ^^^SQ mtn. If they ihould 
be a^hially employed, the fubfidy to be 
augmented to 500,000/. per anmm^ but 
the troops to be paid by Rujjia. 

They wrote from Fifejbhre, that at St; 
Fortf (a gentleman's e&ate in the north 
part of that ihire) on the funmiit of a iaody 
hilly that rifei fomewhat conical, there 
were a number of round heapi of fionea 
laid together in a very uniform manner^ 
contiguoui to each other, which, as they 
were evidently artificial, have idways been 
taken for fepulchral monument! or tombs | 
upon opening one of them lately, there wan 
the entire ikeleton of a human body, in- 
clofed in a coffin of flate ftones \ the bottom 
was compofed of a large finooth ilate, the 
fides were fiates fet ered, the head and foot 
were two thick ones, and the whole was 
coY^ered with :hree tier of dates above each 
other, and all fo exadly laid, as never to 
have admitted the finalleft quantity of fand 
or duft into the cavity : the bones meafured 
about feven feet in length, and were cer- 
tainly the remains of a very large man ; 
his teeth were entirely freih, and not one 
of them wanting ; the moft remarkable 
thing about him was his beard, of a red 
.colour, and between two aud three inches 
long, which was found.lying upon hischis^ 
fo frefli and firong as to uke a pretty fiiarp 
pull to break it. A phyfician from Edtn- 
burgh coming there accidentally after the 
fkeleton was interred, made them open ano- 
ther of thefe tumuli ; and after digging 
about fix feet, came upon another ftone cof- 
fin like the former, but more regular and 
larger. The remains of fome infcriptlon 
plainly appeared, but could by no cleaning 
be made legible. When the upper part of 
the coffin was removed, there appeared a 
ficeleton lying all in order with the head to 
the eaft, as the other had been found. AU 
the bones were in their proper order, and of 
an ivory colour, firm and no ways porous. 
The length of this ikeleton meafured feven 
feet five inches. It does not appear from 
any records, that the natiircs ever u(cd this 
manner of burying, or any people that evef 
invaded this iiland, except the Dana, who 
always buried every man of note that Wiiy, 
who either died or was flain in their expt' 

C c ditions 
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ditioni. And as the laft expedition of the 
Danti into Scotland was in the year 1035, 
thefe bones muft have lain in the ground 
7fto years. 

Sir Edward Hanvh arrived at St. IItlen'9

0£l, 7. The Parliament of Ireland ha- 
ving met according to the prorogation, the 
Lord Lieutenant made an excellent fpeech 
to both houfes, which was followed by 
fuitable addreflcs from themt and an addrefs 
from the Commons to his Majefty. 

The gold medals ftruck in honour of the 
glorious defenders of public liberty, on the 
l6lh of December^ 1753, weighed about five 
guineas. On the top was Fame holding the 
number CXXIV. below this. Ergo tua 
rura manebunt. On one fide, the Speaker 
holding a purfe in his left hand, followed 
by members as if coming out of the Houfe ; 
oppofite to him Hibemia, upon whofe head, 
with his right hand, the Speaker fupports 
the cap of liberty ; behind her were two 
figures, reprefenting Jnduftry with her fpin- 
ning-wheel, and Loyalty ; on the bottom, 
which was ftfewed with parchments and 
money, are two figures of a fox and a vuU 
ture : round the edge were the following 
words ; Utrumjut ferent ex ea fa9a minoret 
•u'lncit amor patrta. On the reverfe the fol- 
lowing infcription ; Sacrum Senatoribut 
CXXIV. qti't tenaces prcpojiti jura patr'ta 
for titer ac frudenter vindicarunt dieiivx], Dec, 
j¥.ra Cbrijliana 1753» Sluocirca vivite 
forUi : and round the border} S^ui que Jut 
ntemores alios fee ere merendo. 

The airembly of Penjyi'vania being called 
together by Mr. Morris, their governor, up- 
on news of the defeat of major general 
Braddock, granted 40,000/. fqjr his Majef- 
ty's fervice, by a tax of 5/. per cent, on all 
goods imported into that province. 

The prince of Morocco made himfelf 
mafter of the two towns of Sallee, and laid 
• fine of 70,000 ducats on the inhabitants, 
and jo^ooo ducats on each Chriftlan mer- 
chant's houfe} baftinadoed Mr. Mountney 
to death, and alfo made a facrifice of conful 
Bettigmo, Commodore Edgecumbe, with 
two men of war, failed from Gibraltar to 
' that place to demand fatisfadtion. 

on, 14. yVdtniral Byng failed from Spit- 
beady with eight fhips of the line, and 
fome frigates, and was joined at Plymouth 
by four other fhips of the line. 

0^, 21* A proclamation was ifliied, 
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ftri£Uy charging all perfem not io export 
any gunpowder, for the fpace of three 
months, out of this kingdom, under the 
fevereft penalties. 

OQ. az. The court-martial at Portfrnoutb, 
on lord Harry Poulett, captain of the Bar' 
fUur^ for leaving his ftation vrithout leave 
of admiral Haioke, was finished j vi^en hia 
Lordihip was cenfured, and admoniihed by 
the court } but acquitted as to any thing ca- 
pital.

The cruisers continued with remaikable 
briiknefs to take the French Aipt, whidi 
were very numerous in our ports and luu> 
hours. 

The dockmen at Portfmoutb were order- 
ed to be difcipUned and formed into a regi- 
ment, as they were in the late war. 

His Majefty diredled, that all reduced 
officers of the ladd-forccs and marines, 
on half.pay, on pain of being left out 
of the next eflablifhment, were to tranfmit 
to the war- office, their age } the places of 
their nativity ; the dates and ranks of the 
feveral commiffions they had had in the 
army } the quality and corps, with thedme 
when they were placed upon half-pay j and 
whether they came on by redu^on or pur- 
chafe, and from whom, or by ezchiu^e 
with whom, and from what corps. His 
Majefty alfo dire^ed, that all out-penfio- 
ners belonging to Cbelfea hofpital, (the let- 
ter men, at nine-pence a day, and fuch 
who had made their perfonal appearance 
at Cbelfea^ in purfuance of the advertife- 
ments for that purpofe excepted) refiding 
in England and Wales, were, on pain of 
being ftruck off the books, perfonally to 
appear, in order to undergo an examination 
between the loth and 25th of Novtsnher, 
before fuch officers as were nominated, in 
the feveral parts the kingdom, in the Lm-

£ding in Scotland aod Jrdand^ were to ap- 
pear at fuch times and places as the Lord 
Lieutenant of Irelami, and lieutenant-ge- 
aeral Bland, Should refpeftirely appoint. 

The Czarina declared to the SrulA mi- 
niftery that if the 739450 men which ihe 
hath bound herfelf by treaty to fumiih to 
Great Britaim fhould be infufficient, ihe 
will add twenty or 30,000 more. 

The Cherokee tnbe of Indians, encou*> 
raged by a large bounty for every fcalp of 
the enemy, granted by the province of South 
Carolina^ to the number of 1600, marched 
againft the French, and the Indians in their 
intereft, on the Ohio ; and, as a farther en- 
couragement towards the expedition, the 
government of North CaroTma made a pre- 
fent to them of 300 fteers. 

The herring fifhery proved fo fuccefsful 
this feafon, that the veflels employed in it 
brought 30,000 barrels into Tarmoutb, and 
this adjacent ports. 

OB* 30. Don FeUx de Abrew Bertodatu, 
l^night of the order of St. James, envoy- 
extraordinary from his Catholic majefly, 
had a private audience of his Majefty, and 
delivered his letters of credence. 

At Antiguaf they had, on Novewtber i, 
a fmall ihocic of an earthquake, as alfo at 
Barhadoes, at both which places the fea 
ebbed and flowed in a furprifing manner. 
At Boftoa, in Nevf England^ they had a 
ihock of near two minutes continuance, 
which did fome damage to the buildings, 
but no lives were loft. 

The earthquake was felt at Glukfadt, in 
the duchy of Hofftwi, 2nd the Eidar, which 
ieparates the old town from the new, which 
the eaft winds had rendered low for fome 
days before, was much agitated, and rofe to 
a great height, as well as the waters of all 
the rivers in that duchy. Ships at fea to 
the S. W. of Cape Finiftere were ftrangely 
aife^led, fo that themaftersand crews ima- 
gined they had ftruck upon funken rocks, 
and captain Charles EHiot of the ^ri^o/ gal- 
ley, being in his cabin, between ten and 
eleven at noon, heard a noife which feemed 
like caiks rolling about the ihip*s deck, &Cm 
and during the whole time, about Uvcn or 
eight minutes, the ihip continued her 
courfe at the rate of about three miles an 
hour, the water was clear, and the fea no 
more in motion than could be expeded 
from the finall gales that then blew. The 
greateft damages by this earthquake were 
faftained in the kingdoms of Spain and 
Portugal* It was felt all over the former, 
tfcept in Catalma, Valencia^ and Arragon* I 
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The moft con6derabIe mountains .of the 
latter were rent, and pieces of them threwa 
into the vallies, nor did any town efcape 
without fome marks of ruin : nay, it waa 
felt at Tariffa, but a (mall dlftance from 
the Straits of Gibraltar. At Cadix, in 
Spain, the (hocks began at about ten in the 
morning, and lafted for fix minutes, which 
(hook the ground .fo, that perfoos could 
not ftand upon their feet. An hour af-. 
terwards the fea fwelled (which was calm 
before, with fcarce a breath of air ftirring) 
all round the city, broke down great part 
of the walls, from the Caletta to the caftle, 
and^ overflowed the ftreets thereabouts, by 
which a great many perfons loft their lives, 
and the whole city was a fcene ofmifery 
and defolation. At the lame time the like 
misfortune happened in the ifland, at 
Chicblana, Medina, Port Real, Chera, and 
St, Lucar, at the latter of which places the 
water rofe upwards of thirty feet in tw^ 
minutes time, a great many were drowned, 
fome eftates were quite ruined, and much 
damage done to the (hipping. At Seville^ 
about the fame hour in the morning, the 
defolation was terrible, the roofs of the 
houfes, the fleeples and lofty towers of 
the churches fell down, and few buildings 
were left (landing, but what required imme- 
diate repairs, and all the villages in that 
neighbourhood* were entirely demolKhed; 
but, through mercy, not more than four 
perfons loft their lives. On the fecond, at 
Ayamonte, the fea broke in and drowned 
about 2000 perfons. At Oporto, in Pot" 
tugal, the flux and reflux was fo fudden, 
that in two minutes the river rofe and fell 
five or fix feet. St. Ubes was entirely fwal- 
lowed up, and the cafe was little better 
with Coimbra, Setuvall, and many other 
places, and- FtfTo was entirely ruined. As 
Lijbon, the capital city of Portugal^ feems, 
however, to have been the particular mark 
of the Divine difpleafur^ and of this horrid 
wreck of nature; of its dreadful fate 
we ihall fubjoin the following account. 
The earthquake on the firft of the month 
began at three quarters paft nine in the 
morning, and lafted near (even minutes, 
which threw down the major part of the 
city} about four hours after, they felt 
two more dreadful (hocks, but of ftiorter 
duration ; no day was free from a (hock, 
for feveral days after the firft. Either the 
(hocks or fire dcftro}'ed the richeft and 
trading part of that city, together with the 
King^s palace, convents, churches, &c» ' 
Happy thofe who cfcaped with their lives) 

Qq% i^jkooc 
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libout 70,000 Tortuguefe and other nations 
were deftroyed, though (God be praifed) 
not above ten or twelve Englijb that were 
known off Not a houfe ot the Eng/ijb 
ft6korj efcaped the conflagration, the 
greater part faving nothing but a little cafli, 
and fome their bookt^ except a Yery few 
who happily fared both: in a word, it was 
ftridtly fpeaking, a general ruin, the richeit 
and pooreft being reduced to one common 
level^ and obliged to encamp in the open 
fields with hardly a bed to lie on. The 
cuftom-houfe was fwallowed up. 

It may be remarked, that the firft of 
Novembtr is the fefHval of All Saints, which 
is appointed at Lifion for the celebration of 
the Auto de Fe\ and as on thofe days in- 
folts are frequently offered to Proteflant 
firangers, if met in the ftreets, mott of the 
gentlemen of the Englifb faf^ory generally 
1^ the night before to their country houfes, 
and do not return till the fecond of Novem* 
ber* To this unhappy "bigotry, which 
|>rought many of the country inhabitants 
to Lijhon to fee the (hew, the great lofs of 
the Portugueje, and, on the other hand, 
the prefervation of the Englifoy was faid to 
be owing. lo 15319 there was an earth- 
quake at Llfiottf by which about 1400 
£oufes were overthrown, and 600 more 
were fo much ihakeh that they were 
ready to fall, and many of their churches 
were rafed to the ground. The like cala- 
nity happened to that city about 200 years 
before. 

An Irljb Jefult laid acalculation before 
the King of the number killed by the 
earthquake on the firft of November^ where- 
in he fays, that in the city and fuburbs 
there were 70,000 families, and from thence, 
and the lifts of the dead from the dif)^ent 
pariihes then drawn out, concluded the 
number amounted to more than 70,000 per- 
fons loft : this account was believed to be 
very moderate, fome other calculations 
making it more than So,ooo. A violent 
flench continued, which occafioned the 
King to publiih an ordinance forbidding the 
digging and removal of any rubbift), for fear 
an epidemical difeafc ftiould break out 
among them, till hi? Majefty fhould give 
orders for the fame. The number of the 
plunderers banged round the city amounred 
to about 370. 

Nov* 3. His Majefty 's fliip Gcfftr: was 
carried into the dock at Pc^fmouth to be 
icleaiifd ; about half an hour paft ten. in the 
noming, which was ver^* foon after ftie 
lud ini (he was obi^^rved to pitch for- 
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ward with her bead deep in the water, and 
immediately to recover i^ and pitch as deep 
in with her ftemj the water about her 
was greatly agitated, and the dock gates 
forced open about fix inches. 

At a very confiderable diftance was a 
lar^e bafol^ which had not the leaft com- 
munication with this dock, and in it were 
the Berwick^ Dover, and a large ftiip, 
which had lately difcharged acargoe of tar; 
thefe, and the N^au, which lay along fide 
the jetty, at the fame inftant felt the fhock, 
with this difFerencCy that inftead of pitch- 
ing they rolled very violently ; and what is 
very extraordinary, not one of thofe who 
were un the land could perceive himfelf 
affected by it^ or that the ^arth under, or 
about them, moved. 

The fame agitation was perceived in the 
ponds in Surrejf and Ken^i in the rivers and 
on the fea (hores of ffalet, Cormpall, Huh» 
ttngdonjbirtt Bedjordfinre^ smdScotUndi at 
Kinfaie in Jreland, the fea fwelled opoa 
them and rolled in, in a furprifing man- 
ner; and at Cork a very confiderable ihock 
of an earthquake was felt at the fame time, 
as alfo in Irton parifli, in Cumhtrland, and 
at Amfttrdatn^ and many other parts of 
Holland* The Elbe, Wtfor, and many rivers 
\n Germany i were alfo extraordinarily a^- 
tated* 

At the fame time, diere was t violent 
earthquake at Madrid^ which held fix or 
fvitn minutes, and obliged the royal fiunily 
to leave the Efcurial; feveral hbufet fell, 
and fome perfons were killed thereby. At 
X)porto they had alfo feveral violent fhocks 
for near eight minutes, which did fome 
mifchief. CadiT^ and Seville were in like 
manner afTefted, at the former of which 
places the water roie twenty-two feet per- 
pendicular, overflowed the city, and de- 
ftroyed many lives. The earthquake fevere- 
ly ihook the ifland of Sardbua, in which 
the rivers overflowed, and did a great deal 
of mifchief. It was alfo felt in Corfica, 
and on the coaft of Barbary, where the 
city of Algiers fuftered confiderable da- 
mage. 

Ncv, 5. The tide rofc fo high iu thft 
river Carroft, in Scotland, that it overflowed 
its banks, laid many acres of fine arable 
land under water, and broke down a very 
ftrong dam-hesd, which had never before 
been down, either with any fwelling of the 
water or tide, in the memory of man. The 
damage done to the fields, and the naviga« 
tion of the river, was-vcry great. 

From many parts of France wi had ac<- 
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Counts of eztnordinary phenomenons. 
The earthquake itfelf was felt both' at 
Bayonne and Bwrdeaux* And about a 
league from jing$u/efmef a fubterraneotis 
jioifey like thunder, was heard ^ foon after 
which the earth opened, and difcharged a 
torrent of water mixed with red faad, 
whereupon moft of the fprings went dry for 
ibme time; and the xiftrCbarMnteBr^ iunk 
coniiderably, and foon after mounted up in 
a terrible manner. 

Nov, 8. His Majefty remoTed from Keii' 
Jtttjrtwi to Si. yames% for the winter, as did 
the prince of fVales^ princefs dowager and 
her family, from.JC««i; to htUefer houfe. 

The right honourable Slingfiy Betbtll, 
eiq. was fworn at Guildhall into the high 
-^omce of Lord Mayor %}( London, 

Nov, lo. Being the anniverfary of the 
King's birth-day, who then entered into 
the 73d year of his age, it was obferved 
with the ufual ceremonies and rejoicings at 
court, and all over the kingdom. 

The Lord Mayor, with the late Lord 
Mayor, attended in the ufual manner, went 
by water to H^eftminfiery with the cuftomary 
folemnities, and through the ufual cere- 
monies, and landing from thence at Black 
FrUrs, proceeded to Guildhall, where an 
dcgant entertainment was provided, at 
which were prefent the great officers of 
flate, divers of the nobility, &c, &c, 

Nov, II. The fine caftle of Sir John 
Shgbmn, in JreUtulf was burnt to the 
ground, and all the furniture, pidures, 
plate, &c* to the amount of 50,000/. con- 
famed by the flames. It was owing to fome 
. burning coals falling on the floor of a room 
which was airing.

A lady in Ireland made a curious piece of 
linen, equal to the fineft calKco, of febo 
ikin of nettles : and it was not doubted but 
coarfe linen or package might be made oC 
briars, by ftripping oft' the ootfidc iidn^ 
and drying, beetliog, and fcutching the 
infide.

affairs, and my conftant inclination to have 
the advice and affiftance of my. Parliament 
on all important occalions, have made nm 
defirous to meet yon here as early as poffiUe* 
" Since your laft fefiion, I have takeia 
fuch meafures as might be moft condncins 
to the prote^ion of our pofleffions in Ame^* 
ricaf and to the regaining of fuch parts 
thereof, as had been encroached upon» or 
invaded, in violation of the peace, and con- 
trary to the faith of the moft folemn trea- 
ties. 

« For this purpofe, the maritime force 
of this kingdom has be^n got ready witb 
the utmoft application and expedition, and 
been principally employed; fome land 
forces have been fent from hence to North 
America'^ and all proper encouragement ' 
has been given to the feveral colonies thereyr 
to exert themfelves in their own defence,. 
and in the maintenance of the rights and! 
pofleffions of Great^ritain, 

** With a fincere defire to prefenre my 
people from the calamities of war, at 
well as to prevent, in the midft of thef^ 
troubles, a general war from being lighted 
up in Europe, I have been always ready to 
accept realonable and honouraUe terms of 
accommodation \ but none fuch have hi* 
therto been propofed on the part of Franct* 
I have alfo confined my views and opera- 
tions to hinder France from making new 
encroachments, or fupporting thofe already . 
made ; to exert our nght to a fatisfadioo 
for hoftilities committed in a time of pro- 
found peace; and to difappoint fuch de* 
figns, as, from various appearances and 
preparations, there is reafon to think, have 
been formed againft my kingdoms and do^ 
minions. 

" By thefe methods, I have purfued the 
plan which I formerly pointed out to you, 
and for which I had the fatisfa^ioo to re- 
ceive 
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ccite the ftrongeft aflTuiancei of year vigo- 
rous fupports. 

** WoaC other power can objed to pro- 
ceedings fo abfolutely neceflary to our own 
defence and fecurity ? My good brother, 
the king of Sfain, fees with concern thefe 
differences ; and the part which he gene- 
loufly takes in the common welfare of 
Murtfe, makes him earneftly wifii the pre- 
ierration of the public tranquility. He 
lias alfo given aflVmoceSy that he will con- 
tinue in the (Sune pacific fentimenti. 

** In porfuing thefe great ends, I make 
BO doubt of the Tigorous and chearful fup- 
yortof my Parliament; and that, wbilft I 
am engaged in this jufl and national caufe, 
the aflvAionate aflfurances which they gave 
9ic the lift feflioiiy will beeffedoally made 
good. In coniequence thereof, I have 
greatly increafed my naval armaments; 
aiugmentcd my land forces in fuch a manner 
as might be the leaft borthenfome; and 
liave concluded a treaty with the emprefs of 
jRhJIitf, and another with the Landgrave of 
JhjffCifJ'eii which ihall be laid before 
you.** 

« Ctntttmtn o/tbe H:vfi ofCemrnons, 

** 1 have ordered the proper officers to lay 
before yon elUmates for the fervice of the 
vnl'uing year, and likewife accounts of the 
extraordinary cxpences which have beenmade 
this year, in purfuance of the power given 
me by Parliament. I fee, with great con- 
^rn, that the necclVory fervices before 
mrncioncd will require large fupplies. I 
•fk only fuch as Aiall be reqaifite for the 
■fir^tual carrying on of thofe meafures, 
which (hall be necelUry to fupport what has 
been bcg\in, according to your inclination, 
liir the Ircuvity of my kingdoms and do- 
NiiniiHi<« and for the purpoies which have 
brrn already mentioned to you. Whatever 
ou grani« Ihall, with the AricleA ceconomy, 
r npplir^l tn thofe utes only fof which it 
Aall br given.**

Ai9v. 14. The right honourable the 
Houfeof Peers waited on his Majefty at St. 
Jamei*8, with their addrefs. 

The addrefs of the Houfe of Lords was 
expreffive of the utmoft seal, gratitude, 
and afliedion to his Majefty : they thanked 
him for his royal firmnefs, in not yielding; 
to any terms of accommodation with France^ 
that were not reafonable and honourable^ 
and for exer<ing his royal care fo power* 
fully in the protection of his colonies. 
They acknowledged his Majefty*s wifdom 
and goodnefs, in increafing his naval arma- 
ments, iA augmenting his land forces, with 
fo much regard to the eafe of his people, 
and in generoufly giving encouragement to 
that great body of his brave and faithful 
fubje&s, with which his American pio^ 
vinces happily abound, to exert their 
ftrength on this important occafion. They 
obferved, with pleafure, the pacific declara- 
tions of his Catholic majeily, promifed their 
moft zealous and vigorous aid and concur- 
rence in this jnft and national caufe, and 
to affift him in difappointing or repelling 
all fuch enterprizes as may be formed, not 
only againft this kingdom, but alfo againft 
any other of his dominions, although not 
belonging to the crov/n of Grcat^Britain, in 
cafe they ihould be attacked, on account 
of the part which his Majefty has taken, 
for maintaining the eiTential ioterefts of 
his kingdoms. 

To this addrefs his Majefty made the 
following moft gracious anfwer. 
«• Mj Lords, 
" 1 give yon my hearty thanks for this 
dutiful and afiiedtionate addrefs. I fee with 
the greateft fatisfadion the zeal you ex- 
pret5 for my perfon and government, and 
for the true Intereft of your country ; which 
I am cetermined to adhere to. The af- 
fu ranee which you give me for the defence 
of my rerri tori e«. abroad, are a ftrong proof 
of vour Aneclion for roe and regard for my 
hor.«*v.r. Nothing (hall divert me from 
?urlu:rf thot'e meafures which will effec- 
tua!N maintain the pofleffions and rights of 
tn ic:r^J03i3, and procure reafonable and 
>.on.^i;rabIe terms of accommodation. 

The ^imirals Bcicawen, Mofyn, and 
ii';.A"fC, arnred at 'Sfrthtid with fizteen 
mca ct war from AVrj Scm/f^ as alio the 
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Zyj man of war taken from the Freneb* 
Four men of war under commodore Spry 
were left at HaRfix» and tht jUcide, the 
other French price. 

This day the right honourable Sir Tbawiai 
RohinfoM having refigned the feala into the 
KingS hands, hit Majefty was pleafed to 
appoint the right honourable &my Fox to 
be one of his Majefty*8 principal iecretariea 
of ftate* 

Claudw Anyttnd, efq. and Hemy Dighf 
cfq. were appointed under fecretanes to the 
right honourable Henry Fox, efq. 

Nov. JS- The Jr^ parliament granted 
fupplies to his Majefty, vi»» aooo/. *er ann* 
for two years, for the truftees of the linen 
inanufa^re, to encourage the raifing hemp 
and flax in that kingdom : alfo a further 
fum of 200o/. per annum for the encourage* 
ment of the hempen and flaxen manufac« 
tures in the provinces of Leinftetf Munfietf 
and Comnaugbt: 10,000/. for making the 
river Nore navigable from the city of Kil^ 
kenny to the town of Innefieu^ex 20,000/. 
Cowards carry on an inland navigation from 
the city of DuiRn to the river Shannon i 
4000/. for making the river Newry navi- 
gable from the end of the new canal to the 
fea : 800/. to make an aqueduA from the 
river Fimfi to the town of Dungarvoni 
500/. to finilh St. Market church: 500/* 
to rebuild St. Katherine's church: 2000/. 
to finifli Fjfex bridge : xo,ooo/. to finifli 
the ballaft^ofEce wall. A fupply not ex- 
ceeding 300,000/. to his Majefty, towards 
fupportiog the feveral branches of the 
eftablilhment, and for defraying the ex- 
penoes of the government for two years : 
1000/. per annum for two years, for the 
encouragement of £ii^/j/^ proteftant fchools. 
1375/, for the ufc of the governor and 
company, for carrying on the cambric ma- 
nufacture in Dundalk, or elfewhcre, in that 
kingdom. 

A court of aldermen was held at Guild- 
hall, when an order from the fecretary of 
war, for the militia of London to hold 
themfelves in readinefs to march, vras 
read ; on which a court of lieutenancy was 
immediately fummoned to put the order in 
execution. 

The right honourable the Speaker, with 
the Houfe of Commons, waited on his Ma- 
jefty with their addrefs,. which breathed 
the fame fpirit of zeal and gratitude, and 
was full of the warmeft afTurances of a 
ready fupport of his Majefty, and of his 
foreign dominions, if attacked in refent- 
ment of his xAaintaioing the rights of his 



crown and kingdoms, tf that presented by 
the Houle of Peers. 

His Majefty made them the foUomof 
moft gracious anfwer. 
« Gentlemen, 

** I thank you for this dutiful and loyal 
addrefs. You may be aflured, although I 
wiih for nothing more than a fafe and ho- 
nourable accommodation^ I am determineA 
to proted and maintain the valuable and 
undoubted rights and poflefliona of axf 
crown. 

<< Your aflnrances that yott will affift me 
in the defence of my foreign dominions, 
if they ihould be attacked, on account of 
the meafnres I am purfuing^ Ibr the trae 
intereft of thefe kingdoms, are fuch proole 
of your afiedion to me, and of your regardl 
to my honour, as give mc the greateftfatia* 
faaion,** 

Nov* 19. The grand city of Mefuinex 
in Africa, was buried in the bowels of 
the earth by a violent ihock, which like* 
wife fwal lowed up at feveral leagues di(^ 
tance two camps of moving Arabs, upwards 
of 400 tents, containing twenty-flve or 
thirty perfons each, with a large track of 
country: the city of Fe» efcaped little 
better, not half the buildings and inha- 
bitants remaining. Morocco^ and that 
neighbourhood, alfo fufFered greatly. 

The Indiani in the Frencin intereft con- 
tinued their depredations at the back of 
Virginia^ burning the plantations, and fiudp- 
ing or earring off the inhabitants. 

Nov» 20. Orders were given by the Court 
of lieutenancy of London, for the fit regi- 
ments of militia to be exercifed in die 
Artillery-ground, by four companies each 
day. 

Nvo. 22. Vice admiral ^jnr^with part oC 
his fquadron, arrived at Spitbead from a 
cruize. 

The King was pleafed to appoint the 
right honourable Sir George Lyttelton, bart. 
to be one of the commiflioners of the 
treafury, chancellor and under treafurer of 
his Majefty^s Exchequer, in the room of 
the right honourable Henry BUfon Legge. 

Lord y\(co\xnt Barrlngton fecretary at war, 
in the room of the right honourable Henry 
Fox. 

Sir Thomas Robinfon, keeper of the great 
ward-robe, in the room of lord Bar^ 
rington. 

Thomas Dunhar, efq. lieutenant govet- 
nor of Gibraltar, 

This month ftorms did great damage in 
various parts of the world \ the great qua»- 
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titici of rain occafioned floods ixid invnda- 
tions, and many Tcflfels were nafoitunately 
loft at Tea, and upon our coafti. 

Tbe EfferaKie^ a French man of war of 
icYCDty gunsy wai taken by the Orfsrdf 
capUin Utevtni, after an engagement of 
three hours. She had but 300 men on 
board, and wai going from R^hfirt to Bre/I 
to be completely manned* 

An augmentation of one ferjeanty one 
corporal, and feventeen private men, was 
ordered to each company, in every regi- 
ment of foot in Great'Britain, and eight 
men to each troop of the blues comnunded 
by Sir Jcln Ligenier, Artillery was alfo 
draughted ufF to the feveral regiments in 
country quarters, and tbe officers of the 
ordnance promifcd a reward for the dif- 
covery of concealed fire arms. 

Packet boats were eftabliflied at Fal- 
mmttb, by the poftmafter general, for car- 
rying on a rcg-ilar monthly correfpondence 
to tbe H^efi- India and N&rtb America. 

The aifembly of Virginia having lately 
laid on a kind of poll-tax, a lift of thofe 
liable was made out, by which it appeared, 
that they were 40,443 whites, and 60,755 
blacks, liable to this tax. No white wo- 
men pays, and the men only from fixteen to 
£fty; but the black women all pay. The 
troops in the pay of that colony were 
ordered to be augmented to 1000 men, 
vnder the command of colonel George 
fVaJhington\ the officers received their 
beating inftrudlions, and were immediately 
to fet out, to railc their feveral companies. 

Captain Rcufey in a twenty gun ihip,. 
brought to St.' Jobni three Frincb veflcls 
laden with fifli, which he took on the 
coaft of Nenvfoundland'^ after which he 
returned to that iHand, landed his men, 
deftroyed the huts of the French fifliers on 
the co^ft, drove the people up the country, 
and brought away two Aip loads of cured 
fifli.

' " His Maje/ly having received from his 
ambaflador at MadriJ, a certain account of 
the fatal and d plorable event which hap- 
pened at Li/tcfi on the firft infl-ant, bv un 
earthquake, which had laid wafte almoft' the 
whole city, and dcftroyed many thpufands 
of the inhabitants; in confequence where- 
of, thofe who remained muft be reduced to 
the utmoftdiftreft; and his Majcfty being 
moved with the grcatcll concern for fo good 




aad faitbfol an ally, u tbe lung of PtrtwgtJ, 
and with the utmoft compaflion for the 
diflreifoy to which that kingdom maft be 
reduced ; wherein great nambera of his 
Majefty's own fufajedt were refideat, and 
many more interefibsd, lecommended to the 
Houfe of Lords the confideration of thia 
dreadful and extenfive calamity, which 
could not fail deeply to affeA the hearts of 
all perfons who had any fenfe of religiott> 
or humanity ; and defired the concurience 
and afliftance of the Houfe of Lords^ in 
fending fuch fpeedy and eficAoal relief as 
would be fnitable to fo afflifting and picf- 
fing an exigency.** 

The Lords in tfaeSr addreft, in anfwer 
to this gracious meflage, retarned hia Ma- 
jefty their thanks for it, and exprefled their 
juft fenfe of his royal concern for the great 
misfortune that had beflillen the king of 
Portugal ; and for his generoos compaffioa 
of the unhappy fufferen* And they af« 
fured his Majefty of their hearty concur- 
rence and affiftanccy in fending fudi fpeedy 
and cffcdual relief, as may be fnitable to 
fo affliding and preffingan exigency. 

In confequence of the.King*siDeflsige ani 
lords addrefs, his Majefty fent a confidera* 
hie fum of money, ao,ooo ba^^rels of rice, 
a -great quantity of corn and flour, a large 
cargo of beef from Ireland, and many other 
neceflaries for the relief of the Fartuguefi^ 
at the difpofal of the king of Portugal 

His catholic Majefty alfo fent him 
ioo,oeo piftoles, and many necefTaries. 

^ Dec. 4. A great part of the Edyftont 
Light houfe, near Plymouth Sound, was 
con fumed by Are. This edifice was built by 
the Trinity Houfe in the reign of queen 
Anne, in the room of one blown down^ 
September 27, 1 703. 

A foreign phyfician at Paris lately cured 
a boy who had been for fix years in a very 
ftrange condition, and who voided by ftool 
a ferpent half a yard long, with a flat head, 
in the jaws of which were eight teeth,, with 
a kind of horn on the top of his head 5 this 
monfter was about an inch in thicknefs. 
The prince of Conti having taken all the 
neccflary precav\tions to be afcertained as to 
the fadt, took t^ie phyfician under hi# pro- 
te£lion and into his fervice.

plKeSi xs to throw down or damage feve- 
ral hcufe* ; and cm the nth ajMther was 
iclt in moft of the fame places. And on 
the a6th in the evening and next morning* 
feveral fliocks were felt at Matfirlebtf Litge, 
Bmfftlty and other parts of the J^etheriafwiip 
whwh were fo violent at S(uefney, that the 
barracks were thrown downi and upwards 
of 600 foldiers cruihed to death or very 
much brulfcd. Befidca thcfe we had ac- 
counts of eartbqiMkcs having been felt on 
fsverBl other dayi i and that at Bri^ut in 
the Valah, they continued from the iirft to 
the 1 5th ult. by which moft of the houfes 
in the town were thrown down. Thcfe 
/hocks produced in many places very ex- 
traordinary effe^s ; for in fome the waters 
in* the fprings and little rivers turned al- 
moft as red as blood* and in othen the ground 
opened in divers places, and through the 
cracks op. chiifms water guHied 0Qt> bub- 
bUog and boiUng^ as if there had been 
fisa underneath. 

There like wile were extraordinary inun- 
dations* at feveral (4aces upon the conti- 
nwit of Emrepef particularly at Avigtwi, 
where the river Rbem ro(c in Fraace, 
at;lkaft Welve feet above what wiis ever 
known, by which the greateft part of that 
city, and th& country for a leagoe round, 
wcA laid under water : the people were 
forced to betake tbemfelves to the tops of 
their houre8> from whence they were brought 
off in boats : all theli' flour, bread, and 
provifiorts, were fpoilt ; and as all the corn- 
mills were; demoliihedy before thtey could 
fcet a fufficirnt fu^^ply, bread rofe to fix 
livtcs a- pound, fo that the poor were in 
da/ig^r of fUrving. 

To thcfe melancholy accounts we fhall 
add the following from Poland, that, in the 
beginning of la(t moiith, fuch florras vf 
o£ wind rofe in the falt-pits in feveral parts 
of that kingdom, that feme hundreds of 
the Ubourrrs, and great part of the fub- 
tcrrar.eous Nvorks, \^'as deflroyed ; by which

Orders were received from the French 
court, by virtue of vihich all the Eng/ip 
(hipping in Dunkirk were ftopt this morn- 
ing, and all their crews fent to prifon, 
except the captains, who were forbid to 
walk about the town. At the fame time 
all the innkeepers and other hoofekeepers 
were ordered, on pain of being fined fifty 
crowns, to deliver to the governor a lift of 
names and qualities of all ftrangers who 
lodgrd in their houfes. 

Feb. I. By a letter from Rutb*ven in 
Badenocby in Scotlund, we were informed 
that as fome people were watching cattle 
in the night, on a fudden the whole hori- 
son was illuminated like noon day.

intelligence, the Vic» tdmiral fent htm a 
fummoni the next mioming to furrendcr 
tko town and fort to him ; but recdving 
no anfwer in the time he propofed, and 
Anding the Morsttoet (from whom he had 
received no affiifamce) were trifling with 
him, he weighed in the afternoon, and 
ftood into the harbour in two divifions, in 
the order as he direOed. The enemy 
fired at the ihips as they paflied their bau 
teries ; but as foon as they were got by 
themj and were properly placed, they be- 
gan fuch a fire as foon filenced their batte- 
ries, and likewife the fire from the grabs. 
Soon after four oVlock a ihell was thrown 
into the RefioratioM, an armed (hip which 
Angria fame time ago took from the Eafi- 
India company, which fet her on fire, and 
foon after his whole fleet fliared the fiune 
fate, and were all entirely deftroyed. In 
the night the l^ce-Admiral landed all his 
troops, fufpedking the enemy would endea- 
vour te let in the Morattoes, which fuppo- 
fition was ver.fied. by a deferter, who in- 
formed Mr. Wstfin that Angria (who him- 
felf was not in the fort) bad lent orders to 
his brother-in-lawy who commanded the 
gairifon, on no account to fuflfer the Bnglilh 
10 come in. On the 13th in the aftemcon, 
after feveral mcflages had paflTed to no pur- 
pole, the Vice- Admiral renewed the attack, 
and in .about twenty minutes they flung 
out a flag of truce, but the Admiral infifled 
that his troops ihuuld be let in, and their 
c.lcnrs hauled down, and they not com- 
plying with his demand, he repeated his 
attack with great vigour, and the enemy 
Ttrj- foon called out for mercy, which our 
troops were near enongh to hear very di- 
flir.dly. An officer, with fixty men, 
marched into the fort that night, and the 
next aorolcg all our forces. The Vice, 
a.-mirai reported that all his ofl^certand

Feb. I9» Early in the morning a dread- 
ful fire broke out in the compting-houfe of 
Mr. Howell, timber-merchant at Black- 
Friars ftairt» through the careleflnefs, as 
was fuppofed, of a fervant who lay in it, 
mnd was burnt. It burnt with fuch vio- 
lence, that Mr. HowelVt and two other tim- 
ber yards, the glafs-houfe, and about thir- 
teen houfet befides, were cenfumed ; the 
flames not flopping till they came to Mr. 
Uohms't lime-wharf. Some lighters load- 
ed with deals took fire, and having burnt 
their moorings, fell down with the tide 
through JUn^oii-bridge and fet feveral fiiips 
•a fire, particularly the Rofe, Slaide, from 
MUrylanJ, whole quarters were burnt, and 
another ihip was aihore at Rotberbitbe, 
which was cut from her moorings to pre- 
vent her being burnt. One of the burn- 
ing lighters which fell down the river ftopt 
againft Loiui^- bridge, and was with diffi- 
culty prevented by fome watermen, from 
letting fire to it. Sir Robert l^dbroke at- 
tended from four in the morning till nine, 
encouraging and dire^Ung the populace, Zk* 
to aflift in extinguiihing die ^mes. 

Fifteen hundred honfes were reduced to 
nikes, by fire, at GMj/f mtm^^ 

The iMift of cwnmoit of Mwd 
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waited upon the Lord Lieutenant with an 
addrefs :o the King, to aflure his Majefty 
of the juA fenfe of that houfe of his Ma- 
jelly's conftantcare and prote£tion of that 
kingdom, and of their determined refolu- 
tion to do every thing in their power lor 
the fuppcrt of the dignity and honour of hit 
crown, and the defence of his Majefty"! 
dominions at that time threatened with 
invafion ; and to pray that be would be 
gracioufly pleafed to increaie the number 
of forces in that kingdom to j2,coo moA 
complete. 

The great rains this and the preceding 
month, did much damage in many parti 
of the three kingdoms, and fome placet 
fufiered from the late high winds, which 
had occafioned fatal confequences at fea and 
upon our coaite, many veilels having been 
unfortunately wrecked or ftranded. 

The French king's orders were pubtilhed 
at Dunkirk, for all Britijb fubjeds to leave 
his dominions before the firft of next 
month, except fuch as (hould obtain hit 
permiffion to remain. Another cdi^ was 
publi/hed at the fame dme, inviting his 
moft chriftian Majefty*8 fubjedls to fit cue 
privateers, promifing a premium of forty 
livres for every gun, and as much for every 
man they take on board the enemy's Ihips ; 
with a further promife, that in cafe peace 
ihould be concluded foon, the king would 
purchafe the faid privateers at their prime 
coft. 

Purfuant to the above orders, the Eng^ 
lip veffels in the feveral ports of France 
were fdxed, and their creu's fent to pri- 
fon. 

The neutral French were trahfported 
from Nova-Scotia to Seurb-Carolina, fHrp^ 
nia, and other of uuronrthem colonies.

Chat he had taken proper 
meafures for putting his kingdom in a pof- 
ture of defence againft fo ugjufl and def- 
perate an enterprise, projeftcd in revenge 
for thofe juft and neceflary meafures which 
had been taken for maintaining his rightt 
and pofleffions in North'Ameria ; and that, 
in order farther to ftrengthen himfetf, his 
Maje/^ had made a requificion of a body of 
HeJRan troops to be forthwith brought over 
hither: and that, trufting in the Divine 
prote^ion, end in the good afi^edion, zeal, 
and fidelity of his people, which he had fo 
often experienced, his Majefty was deter- 
mined to exert all the force God had put 
into his hands, to repel fo daring an at- 
tempt { and doubted not of their fuppott 
and concurrence. 

The Houfe of Peers, in their addrefs re«- 
turning the King thanks for his gracious 
mefTage, alTured his Majefty, that they 
looked with the utmoft indignation upon fo 
unjuft and daring an attempt, as that of 
invading the^e kingdoms in revenge for his 
Majcfty*s generous and ftcady conduct in 
maintaining his juft rights and poflTeHions 
in Nor th^ America \ and humbly intreated 
him not to fuffer himfelf to be divertdi 
from it by any appearance whatfoever:

haaard of their lives and fortunes, ftand by 
his Majefty agaloft all his enemies, and 
fupport him in all fuch meafurcs, as he 
ihould find reqaiiite in this critical conjunc- 
ture 3 not in the leaft doubting, that even 
the menace of fo injurious and preiumptu- 
ous an enterprice, will create the higheft 
deteAation in all who call themfelves Britons 
and Proteftants, and raife a becoming fpirit 
in all his Majefty ^s fubjedts for the defence 
of his iacred perfon and government,, the Pro- 
teftant fucceflion, and the religion, laws, 
and liberties of thefe kingdoms.

and government, will exert their utmoit 
power, and hazard their lives and fortunes^ 
to fupport and defend your Majefty, and the 
Proteftant fuccefiion in your royal family; 
not doubting, but by the zeal and loyaltjr 
of your Majcfty*s fubje^ls, conduced by 
your known wifdom and courage, with th* 
aftu ranee of the Divine Providence, you 
will be able to defeat all the defigns of youf 
enemies.** 

To wliich addrefs his Majefty iretnrned 
the following moft gracious anfwer : 

'< I thank you for this very loyal and 
dutiful addrefs. 

" I have the Armeft alliance on the aflfec- 
tioaate afturance you give me, of exertin9 
yourfetves to the utmoft in fupport of my 
government ; and the city of Londut may 
always depend upon my favour, count** 
nance, and prote^on; and my conftsnc 
care to defend the rights and polTefiions of 
my crown, and promote the trade and com-^ 
merce of this kingdom.** 

A deputation from the merchants •( 
Lemd^t waited- upon his Majefty with the 
addrefs of that refpe6lable body. 

To the addref» of the merchants of £m- 
dooy in which they afTtired hia Majefty^- 
« that they will moft heartily and zealonflf. 
exert themfelves, in every inftance, for th« 
fuppoit of the public credit of this kingf 
dom ; and that no hazard or expence &dl' 
deter them from chearfuUy contributing to 
enable his Majefty to maintain the juftf 
caufe in which- he is engaged, and to repel 
the moft daring attempts of hia enemies.** 
His Majefty waspleal'ed'to return this moA 
gracious anfwer: 

<< I thank you for this aftedionate and*, 
feafonable addrefs. 

« It is a great fatisfaAion to me, that 
the meafures, which I have taken, for the 
fecurity of the rights and pofteftions of m]^ 
crown, and for the fupport of the trade and^ 
commerce of my kingdoms, are fo agree-- 
able to my trading fubje^s ; and they may 
alvrays depend upon my countenance and^ 
protection. The public credit \t an objeft 
which I have extremely at heart; and' 
nothing can be more acceptable to mey. 
than the seal you exprefs for the fupport of 
it.**

jfpril !$• Admiral Holbome with a 
fquadron, and his convoy, the tranfports 
with the forces for North-America, failed

Apr'U 18. The French fleet arrived at 
the idand of Mmrca, and landed the troops 
commanded by the duke de Ricblieu, with- 
out oppofition, before Ciudadella, v^hich 
the £ff^^ garrifon had evacuated, the 
garrifbn was very well fupplicd with pro- 
vifions; and to flrengthen ir, commodore 
Edgcumbe had put aihore all his marines, 
and 150 Teamen, under the command of 
captain Scrpofei and he himfelf failed, 
on the2oth in/^ant, forCihraharf with hb 
Majefty*s fliips Deftford and Portlandy and 
the Princefi tou'ifa and Cbefierfield followed 
the next day. 

April 20. His Majefty*s fliip the Orford 
arrived at Plymouth on the i6lh inflant^ 
ieing fent in by Sir Edward Ha-^ke with 
two French ihips taken off cape OrtegaU 
one of them of 14 guns and 57 men, and 
alfo had 183 foldiers on board, bound to 
Cifpe-Breton 3 the other a fchooner, bound 



to S^ttebec, with wine, mulket balls and 
flour. 

April 22. His Majefty removed from 
St. Jameses to KenJingtoH, for the fummer 
feafon. 

The Dutch, it feemsy were fo much un- 
der the influence of France, that they ab« 
foltttely refufed to fend over the 6000 men 
wluch they were by treaty obliged to furniih 
to England, in cafe of its being in danger 
of any douielHc infurreftion or foreign in- 
vaflon, though they were not only demand- 
ed, but tranfports fent \o Holland for bring- 
ing them over ; and likewife - they refufed 
a pafljigc either for the HeJ/iam or the Hano* 
verians i for which rt^fon both theie bodies 
of auxiliaries embarked at Stade upon the 
Elhe for England, 

His Majefty in confequence of an addrefs 
of the honourable Houfe of Commons, or- 
dered a reafonable allowance to be made to 
the innholders and other public houfe* 
keepers in Effex, Kept, and Surrey, the city 
ot Canterbury, the towns oi Hertford, fFare 
and Hoddefaen, in Hertfotdfltire, and Lewes, 
Cliff, Soutbover and Eaft-Grinjfead, in Suf- 
fex } in confideration of the great expencea 
they were put to by the very extraor- 
dinary number of officers and foldiers which 
were necefl*arily quartered upon them dur- 
ing the laft winter. 

A prohibition was laid on the exportatioa 
of gunpowder, ftores, ammunition, and all 
warlike materials, to foreign parts, and even 
coaftwife in Great- Britain, except what was 
for the fervice of the government, by way 
of precaution againft the hoftile defigns of 
France, Qfc» 

The fiih on board the French Newfoundr 
land ihips being beoorre fo putrid as not to 
be fafely landed, the fliips and their car- 
goes were ordered to be carried to Tea and 
funk. 

Addrefl*es were prefented this month, to 
his Majefty, from the cities of Brfjhltnd 
Norvufcb, borough of Southwark^ to^ tt*wt 
Liverpool, the flierift' and grand jury bf 
Torkjhire, and many other placrs. 

A Dutch pirate of 60 guns crnising olT 
Virginia, took feveral Englijb vcflcls and 
murdered their crews. 

Bofion in New-England voted 3000 men, 
and the province of A'^w Tork loco, to be 
raifed for the expedition againft Crcwn* 
point. Governor Morris duv/ a line, up- 
wards of 400 miles In length, on the back 
of Philadelphia, and fortified it in fuch a 
manner as to fecure the inhabitants froA 
the attempts of the enemy on that fide.

His Majefty*s declaration of waragainft; 
the French king was as follows : 
« GEORGE R. 

'* The unwarrantable proceedings o^ 
the French in the fl^ef'hidies, and North 
America, fince the conuufion of the treaty 
of jCx'la-Chapelle, and the ufurpations and 
encroachments made by them upon cut 
territorieiy and the fettlements of our fub- 
je^s in thofe parts, particularly in our 
province of NevO'Scttia, have been fo 
notorious, and fo frequent) that they can- 
not but be looked upon as a fufficient evi* 
dence of a formed defign and refolut^on in 
that court* to purfue invariably fuch mea- 
fures, as ihould moft dSeQoaUy promote 
their ambitious views, without any regard 
to the moft folemn treaties and engage* 
ments* We have not been wantiog, on our 
part, to make, from time to time^ the 
moft ferious reprefentations to tht French 
•king, upon thefe repeated aQs of violence^ 
and to endeavour to obtain redrefs and fatis- 
fadion for the injuries done to our fubjeds^ 
and to prevent the like caofes of complaint 
for the fhture j but though frequent af- 
furances have been given, that ev^ry thing 
ihould be fettled agreeable to the treaties 
fubfiiUng between the two crowns, and 
particularly that the evacuation of the four 
neutral iilands in the ff^i^ Indies ihould be 
effeAed (which was exprefsly promlfed to 
our ambaflador in France) \^t execution o( 
thefe aflurances, and of the treaties on 
which they were founded, has been evaded 
under the moft frivolous pretences ; and the 
unjuftifiable pradHces of the French go* 
vemors, and of the officers a£ting under their 
authority, were ftill carried on, till, at 
length, in the month of Aprils 1754, they 
broke out in open ads of hoftility, when, 
in time of profound peace, without any 
declaration of warj and without any pre^* 
vious notice given^ or application made, a 
body of French troops^ under the command 
of an officer bearing the French king*S 
cqmmiffion, attacked in a hoftlle manner, 
and poirefTed themfelves of the BngUJb forc 
on the Ohio in Nortb-America, 

** Bat noiwithftanding this ^Gt of hofti- ■ 
lity, which could not but be looked upon 
as a commencement of war, yet, from 
our earoeft dciise of peace, and in hopes 
the court of France would difavow this 
violence and injuftice, we'contented our- 
felves with fending fuch a force to America, 
£ C2 as 
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as wai ifldifpenfabiy neccflkry for the im- 
mediate defence and proteAioa of our fub- 
je£ts againft frefli attacks and infokfc. 

" la the mean time great naval arma- 
ments were preparing in the ports of Frmiee, 
and a confiderable body of French troops 
embarked for Nvrth-Amtrkm^ and though 
the French amballador waa lent back to 
En^lstui with fpecious profeilioss of a de- 
iire to accommodate thefe diffaences, yet 
it appeared, that their real defign was only 
to gain time for the paflage of thofe troops 
to j4menca, which tiiey hoped would fe- 
cnre the fuperiority of the French forces in 
thofe parts, and enable them to carry their 
ambitious and oppreffive proje^s into exe- 
cution. 

<* In thefe circumftancei we could not 
but think it incumbent upon vs, to endea- 
vour to prevent the fuccefs of fo dangerous 
a drfign, and to oppofe the landing of the 
Fren.o troops in Ameriem 3 and in confe- 
quencc of the juft and neceffary meafurea 
we had taken for that purpofe, the French 
ambairador was immediately recalled from 
fiur court, the fortifications of Dunkirk^ 
which had been repairing for fome time, 
were enlarged ; great bodies of troops 
man:hed down to the coaft \ and our king- 
doms were threatened with an invafion. 

« In order to prevent the execution of 
thefe defigns, and to provide for the fecu- 
rity of our kin;;doms, which were thus 
thrrntrned, we could no longer forbear 
(giving orders for the feizing at fca the Aips 
ul' the French king, and hit fubje^ls. Not- 
withiiinJing which, as we were lUll nn- 
willin^ to pi\c up all hopes thit an accom- 
moiUMcn might l>e rffefVeJ, we have con- 
iriirvj ourfclves hitherto with detaining the 
ijiil /hips, and preferving them, and, as 
tJir jn it was )H>l'ilble, their cargoes entire, 
without proceeiling to the connfcation of 
ihi'm ; hut it l>einc; now evident, by the 
holhlo inv.ition act-.islly made by the Ft inch 
kiiiK ot'tiup illand of Mittorcj, that it is the 
«l-t^-riiuiird itrfoluiiDn uf that court to 
lirirkcn ti» nn t^rins of peace, but to carry 
Oh the* war, which has been \on^ begun on 
their jMrr, with the utmolk violence, we

whether brought up at the brcafl or hand, 
that proper nurfes might be procured for 
their reception.

The French king*s declarattto of war 
was as follows. 

** It is notorious to all Europe that the 
\^n% of England made an attack in 1754, 
on the King's poflleffions in Hortb America^ 
and that in the month of June laft the 
Emghfli navy, in contempt of the law of 
nations, and the faith of treaties, began to 
commit the moft violent hofHUties on his 
Majefty*s fliips, and the navigation and 
commerce of his fubje^s. The King, 
though juflly incenfed at this breach of 
faith, and the infult oflfered to his flag, 
fufpended for eight months the efle^ of 
his refentment, and the difcharge of what 
he owed to the dignity of his crown, for 
fear of expoflng Europe to the calamities 
of a new war.

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Our accounts from Twru were full of 
their rejoicings for their conqueft of Minorca : 
and indeed they had reafon ; tor it was what 
the moft fanguine of ianguine Frencbmem 
could nerer have expe^ed from their own 
strength or their own conduA. In the 
mean time the difputes between their Par- 
liaments and clergy feemed to increafe rather 
than diminish; and the Parliament of Paris 
lately entered into a difpute with the Icing 
bimfelf, by refuting to obey his exprefs 
coomiand to regifter feveral edicts he had 
lately pnbliflied for reviving fume former 
taxes.

Stpi* ^I2.' A violent hurricane occa- 
fioned great damages in Martinico* In the 
north and ibuth parts particularly, the 
greater part of the d welling- houfes, mills, 
fugar-houfes and coffee ware-houfes were 
entirely demoliihed* The plantations did 
not efcape: -fuch as the winds had not 
rooted up were fpoiled by an inundation cf 
water, the hurricane being attended with 
heavy and continual rains. All forts of 
tame fowl, and a great number of horfes, 
oxen, mules, fheep, &c, were ftruck dead, 
or fwepc into the fea by the violence of the 
wind.

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The I^otundi of ihe antient Pantheon, 
^ at Romtt foddenly fell in, to the entire 
demolition of that magnificent and cele- 
brated boUding, a precious remain of the 
ancient Rmum archite^re. 

The roof of the Pantheon was a round 
dome, without pillars or windows, the 
diameter of which was fcventy-two common 
paces X this agrees with 144 feet, or -a 18^ 
palmi, as it it computed bv others. Some 
reckon the diameter within to be 131 
feetexdufive of the wall, which is eighteen 
feet thick : the diameter however, excerds 
the height which was afcended by a ftair- 
caie of 190 fteps. Thb church though it 
liad no windows, bat only a round aperture 
37^ in diameter in the center of the dome, 
was ray light in every part. The pave- 
ment was made of large fquare ftones of 
porphyryy doping all round towards the 
center, where the rain-water, falling down 
through the aperture at the top of the dome, 
was conveyed away by a proper drain, cover- 
ed with a ftone fuU of boles.

patch. 

« An adequate and firm defence at home 
muft have the chief place in my thooghts ; 
and in this great view, I have nothing fo 
much at heart, as that no ground of dif- 
fatisfadlion may remain in my people. 

<( To this end, a national militia, pin- 
ned and regulated with equal regard to the 
juft rights of my crown and people, may, 
in time, become one good refourcf, in cafe 
of general danger ; and I recommend the 
framing of fuch a militia to the care and 
and diligence of my Parliament. 

<< The unnatural union of councib a- 
broad; the calamities which, in confe- 
quence of this unhappy conjunction, naay, 
by irruptions of foreign armies into the

It was ordered by his Majefly in council, 
that an embargo be forthwith laid upon all 
fhips laden, or to be laden, in the ports of 
Great Britain and Ireland, with corn, malt, 
meal, flour, bread, bifcuit, and ftarch, to 
be exported to foreign parts. 

Dec- 5. Three regiments more of the 
Hanoverian auxiliaries embarked on board 
the trxnfports at Chatham , in order to re« 
turn to Germany. 

Dec, II. The colliers of Camherlandtott 
on account of ths dearnefs of provifions, 
but were difperfed before they could do 
much mifchief. The tinners in CeratoaU 
alfo about the fame time plundered the 
town of Fadjhw of corn, &c, and then 
difperfed. 

The colliers in the foreft of Dean, viritk 
others, feiaed feveral veflels laden witl^ 
barley, &c» going down the river ffye to 
Brifiol, and plundered feveral mills in thofe' 
parts, carrying off near 3000 buihels of 
grain of all forts. 

Many towns and corporations, and num- 
bers of noblemen and gentlemen, moft 
laudably exerted themfi^lvcs, in various 
parts of the three kingdoms, to relieve^ 
the poor aj: this time of fcarcity, and to 
provide againft the further increafe of fuch 
an alarming calamity. 

Proclamations were publifhed for a ge- 
neral fa ft to be obferved in Scotland on Fe^ 
btuary 10, next, and in Ireland on the nth 
of the f«me month.

The King was pleafed to order letters 
patent! to be paflTed under the great feal ok 
Irelsmdt containing a grant of the dignity 
of a buon of the faid kingdom unto Sir 
fFiBiam Biaketiey, knight of the Bath» lieu- 
tenant general Qf his Ma}efty*s forces, and 
his heirs male, by the name, ftyle, and 
title of baron Bkkeiuy, of Cafih BUkeney, 
in the county of Calxoay, 

This day died at his lodgings in Cbap- 
-felle-Jheetf Sobo, aged fixty, Tbttdorr baron 
Ifewbofff fome years fince crowned king of 

T'he folhming h finu Accmtnt of Theodore, 
late king o/'Corfica. 
The family of Newboff have long been 
free barons ;of the county de la Marcbt^ 
the late Tbtotbre Aatbony Ntwhoff^ was 
bom at MetK, in 1669, being the fon of 
AJolpbus, baron Newboff i he had a lifter 
married to the count it Trevoux, and he 
^as educated in the family of Madame the 
duchefs of Orleans, After a great variety 
df adventures in moft parts of £»n^«, where 
he diftingui(hed himfelf by his genius for 
intrigue in political affairs, he became fe- 
cretary tc the famous SwedUh baron Goertz, 
at the Hague, and, after h\% unfortunate 
cataftrophe, was fucceffively employed, in 
the moft fecret commiffions, by the duke de 
^'^rida, cardinaL^^roff/, and by count Z'tn- 
Tsendorf, the Imperal minifter. In X733, after 
certain ftipulations between him and the 
chiefs of the Corfican maJecontent;, at Ltg-' 
hoTHi he agreed to become their king, and, 
arriving in that i/land with the afliftance of a 
targe quantity of military ftores, onMar, 15, 
9736, he was ele£ted tneir monarch, in a 
ceneral diet, and crowned jiprU 15, 1736, 
inftituting at his coronation a new order of 
Jcnighthood, called the order of the Re* 
demption, of which he named himfelf 
grand mailer. At the latter end of 1737, 
after having had many fuccefsful confli^s 
with the Cenoefe, he left Corfica, in order 
to ftickle with certain powers of Europe for 
affiftance ; but was unfortunately arrefted 
in Hoilaud for a debt of 5000 florins. Get* 
ting clear of this impediment, he was fent 
with fnpplies by a court in the alliance 
againft the French, who then had pofleffion 
of Carpca, at the breaking out of the late 
war, and arrived there xnyanm 1742. Not 
|>eing, however, properly (up ported, he was 
obliged again to leave his faithful fnbje^t, 
fince which he was a wanderer in moft 
ptH of ^jfT^j audi loQa after hit anival In 



Euglandf was arrefted, and detained fome 
years a prifoner in the King*s-bench aaA 
Fleet prifons, till releafed by the late ad of 
infolvencY. Though thus, legally, io^di^- 
ranee, in this land of liberty, muiy fium 
of money were raifed for him by fubicffip* 
tions, and benefadions of illuftriottSy hu* 
mane, and public-fpirited individoals* 
which ferved to fofcen the latter momenta 
of this fubjed of the fport and caprice of 
Fortune.

In coniequence of a refulution taken in a 
|r:ind council at St. Jamei*9y a procLimation 
was published in the GnKece, at the latter 
end of li'cvfmhrrt for rutting the laws in 
{pccAj and cftcrtual execution ag^inft fore- 
calling, regrating, and cngroflingof corn; 
particularly th- act of 5 and 6 Frlivard VI, 
by which the buying or contrading for any 
corn before it aftually arrives in fome mar- 
ket, city, £fr. is prohibited and adjudged 
forelhilling } and the obtaining any corn at 
any fair or market, and felling it in a fair 
or market in the fame place, or within four 
miles thereof, is adjudged regrating ; and 
the buying corn to fell it otherwife than is 
therein particularly allowed, is judged an 
unlawful engroiling thereof ; the punifh- 
ment for the Arft offence againft this a^ is 
two months imprifonment, beGdes forfei- 
ture of the corn ^ tor the fccond, half a 
year's imprifonment, and lofs of double the 
value of the corn ; and for the third of- 
fence, fetting on the pillory and forfeiture 
of goods and chattels, and imprifonment 
during the King's pleafure. By this adt it 
is farther enabled, that every perfon who 
ftjll have a fufficicnt provifion of corn for 
his houfvi, and for Towing his ground, and 
fJiaU buy corn at any market for the chan^.^ 
of hi-, i'eed, fliall the fame day bring to 
market as muchc'-^rn as he bought for feed, 
and A:il it at the market price, on pain cf 
forfeiting double the value of the corn fo 
bought. 

This proclamation alfo erprefily enjoin- 
ed the putting in execution an adt of the 
cxh of Kliz^lfeth, by which it is enafled, 
that the licences to be granted for buying 
corn, purfuant to an aft of 5 and 6 Ed- 
^ward VI. fiiall only be granted at the ge-

1757, Jan, 4. A proclamation was or- 
dered for giving encouragement to feamen> 
and able-bodied landmen, to enter them- 
felves on board his Majefty*s ihips of war; 
for granting rewards for difcovering fuch fca- 
men as Hiould conceal themfelves ; for par- 
doning fuch fcamen as had deferted, and

A courier arrived here from Paris, with 
the account of an attempt made on the 5th 
inttant on the French king's life ; the par- 
ticulai-s of which were as follow : on the 
a^ove-mentioned day, the King went fram 
Trianon to Vcrpitieij to vific Madame Vic" 
toirc. About fix in the evening, a) his 
Majefty was ftepping into his coach to rcr

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rimfolf behind the hind wheels, riifhed 
forward, with his hat on, and made his 
v>'Ay to the King*s perfon, through the 
guards, one of whom he even ihoved againft 
the Dauphin, and ftruclc his Majefly in the 
right fide, of which, however, the King 
only cnnplained by fjying, «* Thar man 
h 's given me a violent blow, he muft be 
either mad or drunk :'* but having per 
ccived that his hand, which he clapped to 
his fide, was bloody, he faid, « I am 
x^'Ounded. feize that fellow, but do not kill 
him,'* His Majefty was immediately car- 
ried to his apartment. The wound, which 
f I om the very firft was not thought dangerous, 
was given with a fharp-pointed knite, which 
glanced upwards between the fourth and 
fifth rib, and not of any confiderable depth; 
and, at the firll dreflinf, it was even 
judged that the cure would befpeedy. That 
night the King flept an hour and a quarter. 
Tile villain who committed this attempt 
\vas named Damtriy and a native of Arrai. 
The weapon he made ufe of was found up- 
on him, and proved to be a common cbfp 
knife with two blades. At firft it was 
feared it might have been poifoned, but he 
aiTured the contrary \ and the (ixperiments 
made with it on feveral animals made good 
bis aflertion. The wound was fo flight, 
that his Maje^y was able to aififl, on the 
9th, at a council that was held at Ver* 

Jan. IT. This day between two and three 
o'clock in the morning, at NorKvicb they 
had a flight ihock of an earthquake, pre- 
ceded by a rumbling noife in the air. It 
tvas likewife felt at Tarmoutby Difs, South 
lValfi>amy LoJJon, Bungay, Eafioitf Sprotv 
jion„ &c» at the fame moment of time.

Jan. 24* A ^^^ dreadful fire hap* 
pened at Morten Hampjjfad, in Devon* 
p'ire, which fpread fu f^ft (mofl- of the 
houfes being thatch*d) that the inhabitants 
were tenibly alarmed with the apprehenfion 
of the whole town being dcftroycj : but by 
the unwearied endeavours of the people ia 
covering their hnufes with hides and other 
things, to prevent the flames catching the 
thatch, the fire was providentially extin* 
guiflied, without mere than fix houfes be* 
ing entirely confumed. 

Jan* 28. An exprefs arrived at the 
Admiralty from Portfmoutk^ which brought 
an accbunt of the refolution of the court* 
martial to the following purpofc : «« The 
court-martial were of opinion, that admiral 
Byng did not do his utmotl to engage the 
enemy, and thetefcre were of opiiiion, that 
he was fallen under part of the twelfth ar- 
ticle of war, and adiodged and fentenced 
him to be fliot to death ; but as it did not 
appear to the court, that it was through, 
cowardnefs or difafleftion, they unani* 
moufly recommended him to mercy." 

The twelfth article referred to is as 
follbws : «« Every perfon in the fleet, who 
through cowardice, negligence, or difaf- 
fe6^ion, fliall, in time of a£iion, withdraw 
or keep back, or not come into the fight, 
or engagement, or fliall not do his utmoft 
to take or deflroy every fliip which it fliall 
be his duty to engage, and to aflifl and re- 
lieve all and every of his M^efty^s fliips, or 
thofc of hl^ allies, which it fliall be his 
duty to afllift and relieve, every fuch perfon 
fu offending, and being convi£led thereof 
by the fentence of a court-martial, fliall 
fiiffer death."

Spitbead, and made the harbour a little 
after eleven o^clock with the uitmoft difli« 
culty and danger, it blowing a prodigious 
hard gale, the wind at W. N. W. and eb- 
bing water. It was ftill more difficuk to 
get up fo high as the Monarfue lay, on 
board which fhip the admiral fuffiered. 
Notwithftanding it blew fo hard, and the 
fea ran very high, there was a prodigiout 
number of other boats round the fliips on ' 
the Gutfide of the men of war*8 ^boats, 
which laft kept off all others. Not a foul 
was fuftered to be on board the Monarqve, 
except thofe belonging to the (hip. But 
thofe ftiips which lay any way near her, 
were greatly crowded with foeflators, all 
their ihrouds and tops being full, although, 
it was then difficult to fee any thing on 
board the Monarque, 

Mr. Byng, accompanied by a clergyman, 
who attended him during his confinement, 
and two gentlemen, his relations, walked 
out of the great cabin to the quarter-deck* 
where he fufl*ered on the larboad-fide, ai 
few minutes before twelve o'^clock. Me 
was drefled in a light-grey coat, white 

waift« 
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valftcoat, and «h>te flockingi, and a large 
white wig, and had in each hand a white 
handkezx;hief. He threw his hat jon the 
deck, kneeled on a cuHiion, tied one hand- 
kerchief over his eyes, and aropped the 
other as a iignal, on which a volley from fix 
marines was fired, five of whofe bullets 
went through him, and he vias in an in- 
ibnt no more. 

He infiftrd on not hnving any thing be- 
fore his face, till he was greatly preHcd to 
it, and told, that it would not be decent 
to have his face uncovered, and that the 
marines might otherwife be intimidated 
from taking proper aim. From his com- 
ing out of the cabin it could not be two 
minutes, till he fell mntionlefs on his left 
iide. He died with great refolution and 
compofure, not ihewing the leaft lign of 
tlmidit)[» 

The moment the muikets went off, there 
was a blue pennant thrown out at the 
foretopmaft-bead, which continued flying 
about five minutes, and was then ftruck, 
on which all the men of war^s boats went 
cff to repair on board their refpe^ve Alps. 
The kamilUss the (hip the admiral had 
in the Mediterranean, was riding at her 
moorings in the harbour, and about half 
an hour before he fufTercd* (he broke her 
mooring chain, and only held by her bridle; 
which was looked on as a wonderful incident 
by people who did not conlider the high 
wind at that time. 

Jilarcb 15. A high wind at weft and 
north weft, did great damage in and about 
London, particularly at Ricbmondy Ham, and 
ITwickenbam. At Cambridge many large 
trees were blown down, or torn up by the 
roots, and numbers of chimney 8$ and feve- 
ral barns, ftacks of corn, hay ricks, &c» 
were levelled with the ground. Two peo- 
ple were killed near Bedford, one by the 
blowing over of a cart, and the other by 
the fall of a barn as he was threfhlng. At 
t>rverjf>09l Bx outward-bound foreigners were 
put afhore upon the rocks, and as many 
oppofite to the town ; one vcflcl run through 
the middle of another, and feveral keel 
upwards; chimneys doxi'n in almoft every 
ftrect of the town, large buildings deftroyed, 
numbers of people drowned, and many 
fadly hurt. Near twenty feet of St. Tcomas's 
ftecple was blown down into the church. 
>Vt Tfcrceflfr, whilft Mr. juftice JPVnot 
w'as fitting in the Nifi Prius court, a itack 
of chimneys of the town-hall was blown 
^Vv'n, which maJe its way through the 
clcUng into the courts and killed feven per- 



fons, amongft whon> were Mr. Lmns, cryer 
to Mr. julHce /^7/m:r, and hivm Cbambers, 
plaiotiA^ in the caufe trying before the 
court : feveral other perfons were /lightly 
hurt, amongft whom were counfellors Afor^ 
ton, Afiwt and Afburfi. At Cbefter feveral 
houfes, and about 100 chimneys, were 
bi vn down, all the windmills round the 
country, and abave 100 large trees. At 
Namptnvicby the church was fadly fhat- 
tercd, and the huufes wero moftly flripped. 
At Acion, about a mile from Namptwicb, 
the top of the church fteeple was blown 
down» with the bells, the fall of which, 
beat in the roof of the chttrch^ and demo- 
llihed moft of the pews. 

A l^i^e body of French and Indians at- 
tacked Fort JFiUiam Henry, near the Lakt 
George, on Mareb 19 and lo, but were re- 
pulfi^ with coniiderable lofs. They burnt 
two /loops, tnd one upon the ftocks, almoft 
all the battoe9> three ftore boufes« and all 
the huts of the rangers : the whale-boats, 
fcows, and bay-boats, efcaped the confla- 
gration. The garrifon had only (even men 
nightly wounded, after fuftaining three 
general aflTaults with great bravery.

the hands of Sfain ; the hatchet being fealed 
vp, s|nd under z^paniftt guard, in order to 
prevent all embezzlement, until the grounds 
of the faid French pretenfions could be ex- 
am ined and judged. 

Various accounts came from Sfain, in 
relation to this affair, in which the Spa- 
niards a^ed with great partiality in behalf 
of the French, The prize was attacked,- 
fired upon by two of their ihips of war, and 
violently taken from the Antigallicani 
people, who were fent to prifon for re- 
monftrating agalnft their unjvft and partial 
behaviour. 

April 5* The Aulic council fent the 
emperor their advice upon the laft definitive 
proceedings to be taken againft the king of 
Frufia\ which was to this purpofe. '< That 
the fifchal of the empire, agreeable to the 
duties of his fun£^ion, fhou Id be author i fed 
to lummon in form the king of Pruffia, as 
eleAor of Brandenburgh, and acquaint him, 
that he had incurred the penalties de- 
Bounced againft thofe who violate the laws 
of the empire} that in confequence of 
this, he was put under the ban of the 
•ropirej and thereby deprived of all his 
rights, prerogatives, privileges, &c» and 
his fiefs were efcBeated into the Exchequer 
of the empire.**

His Majefty, by an order in council of 
the 9th inftant, was pleafed to continue 
his royal bounty to all able and ordinary 
feamco, and alfo to all able-bodied lands- 
men, who ihould voluntarily enter thcm- 
felves in his Majefty *s royal /\avy, to the 
I2th of May, the former order for thia 
purpofe expiring on the 12th inftaat.

Letters from different 
clothiers in the wefl of England, gave mofl 
affe^ing accounts of their diflrelles : firil, on 
account of the exceflive high price of corn j 
and, fecondly, as many lefTened the great 
number uf hands they formerly employed^ 
being over-flocked with goods, for want of 
a proper market ; fo that feveral determined 
to lay afide bufinefs. 

The dillcmper among the horned cattle

July 9. At three quarters paft elefen 
at night, a dreadful (hock was felt in moft 
of the ATcoret iflandi, which lafted about 
two minutes. All the houfet in the ifleof 
Angra were violently (hak«n. The direc* 
tloo of the tremor, which at firft was vcr- 

ticily 
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tical, foon bfcame horizontal, from weft 
to eatl. The earth, during ibefe two 
minute^^ underwent fo forcible an agita- 
tion, that had the ihock continued but a 
few moments longer, all forts of buildings 
muft have been overturned and fwalloweJ 
up. On the loth, about ten in the morn- 
ing, there was a frtGi fliock, wliich was 
repeated about four in the afternoon, with 
the like violence, but its durati;.n was 
ihort. 

In the ifle of St. Georgia twelve Iragues 
from jingra, there was an earthquake the 
fame day and hour ; and fuch was the fury 
of the commotion, that 1053 perfuns were 
cruflied under the ruins of the houfes. 
The terror of the inhabitants was redoubled 
on the morning of the joth, at the appear- 
ance of eighteen new iHands, which had 
arifen at the di(lanre of 100 fathom north- 
vrard of this ifland. At FayMtit-des-PlKes, 
the fame fhocks threw down all the houfes 
and churches, fo that the Greets were no 
more to be diftinguifiied, but all was a heap 
of ftones and rubbifii; the furface of the 
earth in fome places was parted and rolled 
into the fea, in others you beheld portions 
^L land, at a di(^ance from the fea fhore, 
iCTk unaltered, but furroundcd with waters. 
On one of thefe floating iflands is a houfe 
in the mldft of a clump of trees, entirely 
unhurt. 

MontC'Formofa fituated fouth-ea/lward of 
the iHand of St. George ^ was torn afunder ; 
one part being thrown into the fea at the 
diftance of 100 fathoms from the other. 
From the eaft point of the ifle of Tcpe to 
the town of Caietbay nothing was to be feen 
but ruins ; not a fingle building left (land- 
ing. In divers places the earth opened, 
and a piece of land, of near a quarter of a 
league in extent, was precipitated into the 
(ea. Some mountains ihifted their places, 
and others entirely difappeared ; fo that 
-the communication, which was impracti- 
cable between fome I/lands, by the inter- 
poiition of rugged rocks, was now open 
and ftct : a plain had taken place of the 
mountains. Part of the village of Norte- 
Grtmit was likewife feparated from the reft, 
and had formed a new ifland at the dillance 
of 150 fathoms. All the inhabitants of 
thofe iflands, overwhelmed with terror and 
ooafternation, lived in the woods, wild 
horror every yrhere purfuing them ; fiir- 
Tounded on every flde with yawning graves ; 
enormous mafly blocks continually thrown 
down from the rocks, and vaft gulphs ab- 
iorbed every tbiog wiUiin their reach. The 
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ide of Pico felt all thefe fhocks in a weaker 
degree, except in that part of it oppofite to 
the ifle of St. George, which fufFercd great* 
)y, and eleven pcilbns periflied. The day 
of the firfl fliock the Tea was in a violent 
agitation 3 the waves entered furioufly upon 
tl;e ifle ot St. Ge:rge, in a dircdlion from 
well lo call J but at the ifle of P.vo from 
eaft to weft, and from fouth to woft at Gra^ 
ciofa. The ifle of Fayal felt but a flight 
commotion, and the agitation of the fea was 
b.irdly fenHble. In the iflands of St. A/i<- 
cl-aet and St. JMaryf only one ordinary 
ihock was perceived. The illes of Flcurt 
and Czrvo were the only ones entirely ex- 
empt from this difafler,

French army was in number near double' to 
that of the Duke^s, he was obliged to re- 
treat 'j and though he left a garrifon in Ha- 
meUrt* yet as the place was far from being 
well fortified, the garrifon wero foon oblig- 
ed to accept of an honourable capitula- 
tion, and the French found in the town, 
flxcy brafs cannon, feveral mortars, forty 
ovens, part of the equipage of the Duke*s 
army, large quantities of provlfion and am- ^ 
munition, and a great many flck and wound- 
ed, who, not being included in the capitu-" 
lation, remained prifoncrs of war. After 
the battle,, the duke of Cumberland, with 
his army, retreated firft to Nyenburg, then 
to Hoy^ and laftly to Ferden^ afser hav-n^ 

fcut 
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fent til the migazines, and the Tick and 
wounded that were at Nyenburg, away from 
that place. The French being thas lefl 
matters of the field, they Tent a detachment 
of 2000 men to the city of Hanover ^ and 
took poffeifion of it on the 19th. 

There was the greareft quantity of wheat 
at the corn market in Mark-lane^ that 
had been feen for twelve months paft, which 
reduced the price feven /hillings per quarter. 

Tb« fleet from the Streigtts arrived, un- 
der the convoy of the Jerjejy Sir William 
Surnaij^ and was efteemed worth 3,000,000 
fterling. By this happy event the poor 
weavers^ &c, in SpitalfeUs^ who were 
ilarving, were relieved from their diftrefs. 
The Jerjtj had taken prices to the value of 
50,000/. nnce her being in thofe feas. 

Ninety«two fail of ihips from the Lee' 
ward idands, arrived under convoy of the 
Jlttfcn, Surprhie, and the Trial floop : thir- 
ty-eight fail more belonging to Ireland and 
Sriftilf were f?en in fafety to their refpec> 
tive ports. 

Great quantities of grain of all forts were 
imported from foreign parts, as well as the 
plantations, which reduced the price of 
com in mofl parts of the kingdom. 

Camps were formed on Bar bam Downsf 
at Cbatbamy nor Dorcbefter and Salt/bury^ 
in Buckingbamjhlre, and at Clafbam, to 
which places trains of artillery were fent. 

A great number of rich prizes were taken 
by. the cruziers and privateers this month, 
particularly from St. Domingo and the prince 
of CoHtif EaJ^ Indiaman, The Granville 
of 36 guns, and 370 men, blew up in an 
engagement with the Britannlaf Fowler^ 
and all the hands, but four, perifhed. 

The queen dowager of Frujfiaf died on 
the 28th of June,, at her palace of Monthi- 
jouf aged 73. Her Majefty was fifter to 
our Sovereign. 

The bounties to feamen and landmen 
were continued to the 1 3th of Augufi, 

The Marine Society received 178/. the 
remainder of a fubfcrirtion entered into a 
year ago, by the gentlemen of the eaft- 
liding of Torkfltire, to encourage feamen 
and landmen to enter into his Majcfty's 
fervice.

Sept, 8. The following convention was 
figned by his Royal Highnefi the Duke of 
Cmmberland at Clofier-Seven, 

Article I. Hoftilities ihall ceafe on both 
fides within twenty-four hours, or fooner, 
if poflible. Orders for this purpofe ihall be 
immediately fent to the detached corps. 

II. The auxiliary troops of thearmy.of 
the duke of Cumberland, namely, thofc of 
H'Jj'ey Brunfiuick, S axe-Got ha, and even 
thofe of the count de la Lippe-Buckebwrg, 
ihall be fent home: and as it is necefTary 
to fettle particularly their inarch to their 
feveral countries, a general officer of each 
nation ihall be fent from the army of the 
allies, with whom ihall be fettled the rout 
of thofe troops, the divifions they ftall

narch in> their fubfiftence on their march , 
and the pafTports to be granted thera bj his 
excellency the duke of Ricblicu to go home 
• ^o their own countries, where they /hall be 
placed and dlHributed as (hall be agreed upon 
between the court of France^ and their re- 
ipe^ive fovercigns. 

III. His Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland obliges himfelf to pafs the Elbe 
Vfith fuch part of his army as he fhall not 
be able to place in the city of Stade, That 
part of his forces, which ihali enter into 
^arrifon in the faid city, and which it is 
fuppofcd may amount to between four and 
Ax thouiand men, fl&ali remain there under 
the guaranty of his Majefty the king of 
Denmark^ without committing any a^ of 
boftility; nor, on the other hand, fhall 
they be expofed to any from the French 
troops. In confequence thereof, comuiif- 
faries Jiamed on each fide, Aiall agree upon 
the limits to be fixed round that place, for 
the conveniency of the garrifon; which 
limits fhall not extend beyond half a league, 
or a league from the place, according to 
the nature of the ground or circumflances, 
which /ball be fairly fettled by the commif- 
faries. The reft of the Hanoverian army 
ihall go and take quarters in the country 
beyond the Elbe : and to facilitate the 
inarch of thofe troops, his excellency the 
mar/hal duke de Richlieu /hall concert with 
si general ofiScer, fent from the Hanoverian 
army, the routs they /hall take, obliging 
himfelf to give the neceffary paflports and 
fecurity for the free pa/Tage of them and 
their baggage to the places of their deflina- 
tion ; his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland referving to himfelf the liberty 
of negodating between the two courts for 
an extenfion of thofe quarters. As to the 
French troops, they /hall remain in the reft 
of the duchies of Bremen and Verden till the 
definitive reconciliation of the two fove- 
reigns. 

IV. As the aforefaid articles are to be 
executed as foon as po/iible, the Hanoverian 
army, and the corps which are detached 
from it, particularly that which is at Buck- 
Sehfintx, znd the neighbourhood, /hall retire 
imder Stade in the fpace of eight and forty 
boon. Tht French 2irmy /hall not pafs the 
rive Ofie, in the dutchy of Bremen, till the 
limits be regulated. It /hall, be/ides, keep 
all the pofts and countries of which it is in 
po/Te/fion : and not to retard the regulations 
of the limits between the armies, commif- 
iariei fhall be nominated and fent on the 
loth in/hnt to Bremerworden, by his Royal 
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Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland, and hit 



excellency the mar/hal duke de Richlieu, to 
regulate, as well the limits to be afiigned to 
the French army, as thofe that are to be 
obferved by the garrifon at Stade, according 
to article HI. 

V. All the aforefaid articles fhall be 
faithfully executed, according to their forn^ 
and tenour, and under the faith of hit 
Majefty the king of Denmark''^ guaranty, 
which the count de Lynar, his minifter, 
engages to procure.

Separate Articles. 

Upon the rcprefentations made by the 

count de Lynar with a view to explain fomc 

difpofitions made by the prefent convention, 

the following articles were added. 

I. It is the intention of his excellency 
the mar/hal duke de Ricblieu, that the allierf 
troops of his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland /hall be fent back to their re- 
fpeftive countries, according to the form 
mentioned in the fecond article ; and that 
as to their feparation and diftribution in the 
country, it /hall be regulated between the 
courts, thofe troops not being confidered as 
prifoners of war. 

II. it having been reprefented, that the 
country of Lunenberg cannot accommodate 
morw* than 15 battalions, and fix fquadrons, 
and that the city of Stade cannot abfolutely 
contain the garrifon of 6000 men allotted 
to it, his eicellency the mar/h'al duke de 
Richlieu, being pre/Ted by M, de Lynar ^ 
who fupported this reprefentation by the 
guaranty of his Danifb majefty, gives his 
confent; and his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke ot Cumberland engages to caufe 15 
battalions, and fix fquadrons, to pafs the 
Elbe\ and the whole body of hunters, and 
the remaining 10 battalions, and 28 fqua- 
drons, /hall be placed in tbe town of Stade, 
and the places neareft to it, that are within 
the line, which /hall be marked by poftt 
from the mouth of the Luhe^ in the Elbe, 
to the mouth of the Elmerbeck, in the river 
OJie, Provided always, that the faid ten 
battalions, and 28 fquadrons, /hall be quar- 
tered there as they are at the time of figning 
this convention, and /hall not be recruited 
under any pretext, or augmented in any 
cafe; and this claufe is particularly guaran- 
tied by the count de Lyrar in the name of 
his Danifr majefty. 

III. Upon the reprefentation of hit 

Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumherland; 
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that the armyi and the detached corps, 
cannot both retire under Stade in eight and 
forty hours, agreeable to the convention, 
his excellency the marihal duke dt Ricblleu 
hath fignified, that he will grant them pro- 
per time, provided the corps encamped at 
Suck'ScbantZt as well as the army encamp- 
ed at the Bremerwardettf begin their march 
to retire in four and twenty hours after 
figning the convention. The time neceilary 
for other arangements, and the execution 
of the articles concerning the refpe^tive 
limits, ihall be fettled between lieutenant- 
general Sporkeftf and the marquis de Vil' 
lemur, firit lieutenant-general of the king*s 
army.

Sepu 9. The King was pleafed to con- 
ftitute and appoint the right honourable 
George lord Abergavenny, to be lord lieu- 
tenant and cuflos rotulorum of and in the 
county of Sujfex, 

The King was pleafed to appoint Hans 
Stanly 9 efq. a lord of the admiralty. 

Sept* 10. A large green ihark was taken 
in the Tweed, a little above the bridge at 
Berwick, which was fix feet long ; it af- 
frightened the fifhermen greatly, who, 
before they faw it, imagined they had got 
a great hawl of falmon, the net being (o 
difficult to draw ; as foon as it came near 
the ihore, it made the water fly a prodigi- 
ous height ; and after they had difabled it 
a little, and got into (hoal water, it made a 
hole in the fand with its tail, which would 
have held a coach. Some of the curious, 
"who had feen thofe creatures in both the 
Indies, fay, this was an Eajl-India one ; 
and it was believed that it had followed the 
Eaft-India fleet to the Fortb^ and taken off 
after the falmon up the river in pafling 
by. A clafped penknife was found in its 
belly. 

The difputcs between the French king 
and his Parliament ofP<«rtf were all accom- 
modated, whereupon his Majcfty re-efta- 
bliflied his Parliament, without excepting 
even the fixteen baniHied members ; and 
the exiled priefts were all permitted to re- 
Wrn to their refpeftive dioccfes, but upon 
this exprefs condition, That his Majefty 
will have no further contention about the 
Bull Unigenitus, nor the fyftcm of grace 5 
but that every one fliall follow his religion as 
tranfmitled to us by our anceftors, without 
endeavouring to dive into the decrees of 
God by fcholafti;c fubtiltics, which only 
fervcd to foment animoHties and dlflenfions 
ILnd led4 fimple minds into doubts equally 



pernicious and dangerous to the ftatc as fea 
private communities, and often deftroyed 
the domeftic happinefs of many families. 

In confequence of this the Parliament 
reftimed their fun£tions on the 15th inftant, 
after regiftering his Majefty*s declaration of 
the loth of December laft, concerning ec- 
clefiaftical aflfalrs; and his Majefty fince 
ordered all the refra^ry ecclciiafticks to 
adminifter the facraments, under pain of 
perpetual imprifonment. 

Both from Genoa and Toulon we had an 
account, that our Mediterranean fquadron 
had blocked up Bajiia, the capital of Corfica, 
by fea. 

Sept, 21. The Parliament, which ftood 
prorogued to Tburjday, September 22, was 
farther prorogued to Tuefday, l^ovember 15, 
then to fit for the difpatch of bufinefs. 

The bounties for feamen were continued 
to November 15. , 

The Leeward' JJland fleet arrived at Port/' 
mouth, being about 120 fail. 

Died at Kinver, a fmall village near 
Bridgnorth, in the county of Salop, one 
Robert Parr, aged 124. He was great 
grand fon of old Thomas Parr, who lies 
buried Weftminfter-abbey, and died in the 
reign of king Chatties tne Second. What 
is remarkable, the father of Robert was 
above 109, the grandfather 113^ and the 
great grandfather, the faid Thomas, is well 
known to have died at the amazing age 
of 1 52. 

Sept, 22. Arrived the Baltick fleet, con- 
fifting of 106 fail. 

Sept, 23. Sir Edward Hawke ordered 
the vice admiral with his divlfion, compof- 
cd of the Magnanime, Sarfleur, Neptune, 
Torbay, and Rayal JVilliam, frigates, bomb- 
vefleh, firelhips, and cutters, to attack the 
ifle of AiXi between the iflands of Rhe and 
Oleron j the Magnanime led, and about 
twelve the fire began from the fort^ with 
fhelis and great guns, and continued while 
our (hips approached, till about ten minutes 
after one, when the Magnanime brought 
up within lefs than forty yards of the fort, 
where fhe kept an inceOant fire for about 
thirty-five minutes, as did the Barjleur, 
which brought up, about five minutes after 
her, abreafl of the fort. About three 
quarters after one the firing ceafed, the 
garrifon having ftruck their colours, and 
furrendered. 

They had in the fort eight mortars of 
about fourteen inches diameter, and 30 
guns, 16 of which were eighteen, and the 
remainder about fourteen pounderst 

The 
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The Magnamnte, though damaged in her 1 
I'lgging) yards, and mafts, yet bad only 1 
two foldiers killed, and eleven men wound- 
ed; of the garrifon, which conilfted of near 
600 feapnen and foldiers, only one was 
killed, and fevcn or eight wounded. 

The works of this fort were afterwards 
blown up. 

On the 29th o£ Sfptemhtr, the refolutton 
"was taken to return to England with the 
troops, no attempt having been made to 
land on the coafl of France* 

Sept, 24. There was a violent hurricane 
at Louijbourg, 

The following is an account of the ibips 
that fuftained lofles in a late hurricane in 
liortk' America : The fPindfor loft 16 guns 5 
the Newark 6 guns \ the Kingfitn 16 guns ; 
the Nottingham 12 guns and her mizen- 
inaft 5 the InvincikU three men, and her 
main and mizen-mafts; the Captain and 
Sunderlandy their main and mizen-mafts j 
the Nightingale four men, 20 guns, and her 
mizen-maft ; the Cruiser three men, 10 
guns, and mizen-mafl. 

This hurricace, it appears, lafted four, 
teen hours. When it began, the fleet was 
about 40 leagues from Louijhcurg \ and to- 
wards the end of it, the ibips were within 
two miles of the rocks and breakers ; fo 
that, had not the wind fuddenly Shifted 
from fouth-eaft to fouth-weft, they would, 
in all human probability, have been driven 
aihore, and totally loft. 

The French fleet fuffcrcd greatly in Louij- 
bourg harbour. 

Sept* 28. Mr. alderman Nelfottt and 
Mr. alderman Cojling^ were f*orn into the 
office of fheriffs of London and Middlefex, at 
Cuildhall. 

Sept, 29. Sir Charles AJgilly knight, 
and alderman, was chofen Lord Mayor of 
London for the year enfuing.

Sailed from Spitbead, Sir Ediuard Hatuke^ 
in the Ramillies, and admiral Bofcavfen^ in 
the Rcyal George, with eight more (hips 
of the line. Other fhips were to join them 
at fea. 

The juftices of the peace of the county 
of EJfexy at their general quarter fefllions 
held at Chelmsford, on the 4th of this

*< Your faithful Commons firmly rely, 
that, as your Majefly, in your royal juftice* 
has endeavoured to trace the caufes of paft 
difappointmeats, your Majefty will alfo, aji 
your high wifdom, open better hopes of 
future profperities, by invigorating our en- 
terprizes, and animating the attempts of 
the Britijb arms : and in this confidence 
they wiU chearfully fupport your Majefty 
in the utmoft efforts for the fecurity of your 
kingdoms, and for the recovery and pro- 
tedUon of the pofleffions and rights of your 
crown and fubje£ls in America^ and eJfe- 
where, as well by the|ftrongeIl exertion of 
your Majefty^s naval force, as by all other 
adequate methods. 

<* Permit us to aiTure your Majefty, that 
your faithful Commons, excited by zeal for 
the Proteftant caufe, and the liberties of £»- 
r^f, do, with the moft unfeigned joy, hum- 
bly ofier their congratulations to your Ma- 
jefty on the late fignal fuccefs in Gerwmny ^ 
and that they will vigoibufly and effedually 
enable your Majefly.to improve the happy 
turn -of affairs there, and in particular to 
fuppoit your good ally the king of Pruffia^ 
in fuch a manner, as the magnanimity and 
unexemplified efforts of that great prince, 
in defence of the religious and civil liberties 
of Eur^, deferve and require. 

<< We fhould be wanting to ourfelves, 
and to thofe we reprefent, not to acknow- 
ledge, with all dutiful gratitude, your Ma- 
jefty^s paternal and feafonable care for the 
interior tranquility and fafety of your fub- 
jedts, in having been gracioufty pleafed to 
recommend to us, to do our part for main- 
taining the laws, and lawful authority, 
againft that fpirit of diforder, which has 
fliewn itjGrif among the lower people in 
(ome parts of the kingdom j and we will 
not fail, in due time, to take into our moft 
ferious confideration, the propereft methods 
for difcouraging and fuppreffing fuch abufes, 
and for preventing the caufes of the lika 
mifchiefs hereafter/* 

To which addrefs his Majefty returned 
the following moft gracious anfwer :

Dec* 21. His PrwffiaH Majefty retook 
BrejJau ; 144,000 flonns were found in the 
jiuftrian military cheft, and the magauoes 
were well ftocked. Thirty- fevcn pieces of 
Prujfian cannon, which were loft in the 
action of the a2d of November, were re- 
taken, and befides the artillery belonging 
to the place, 44 pieces of Auftrian cannon 
were found in it. 

Dec* 13. His Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and gave the royal afient 
to the land-tax, malt, and Italian thrown 
filk bills, and one other ; after which the 
Houfe of Peers adjourned to January the 
17th, and the Houie of Communs to ^4. 
nuary the i6th. 

Dec, 27. Great damage was done at fea 
and upon our coafts, by the ftormj weather 
of this and the preceding month j many 
veiTels having been wrecked and driven 
on (hore, particularly one of the tranf- 
ports from Clyde to Cork, with Higbland 
troopsy which was loft, a^d every loul on 
board periihcd. 

Captain GtlcbriB, of his Majefty*s ibip 
Southampton, lately recommended an xm- 
prefled man on board his (hip, to the com- 
miffioners of the navy, on the following 
account^ vlx, that having his arm fhatter- 
ed by a mulket-ball from the French, he 
went down, had it cut off near his fhoulder^ 
came upon deck, and performed his duty 
with the other. The cammiffioners, in 
reward of fuch great refolution, gave him 
S/. for the lofs of his arm, and a penfion of 
^l*per annum from the cheft at Chatham* 

The county of Kent having been of late 
exceedingly oppreifed with foldiers, more 
particularly from September 1755, ^^ Inarch 
1756, his Majefty, out of his great love 
and affection to his people, tranfmitted the 
fum of 3000/. to be divided amongft all the 
innholders, by Mr. Francis Aufien, clerk of 
the peace for the faid county, which accord- 
ingly was done. 

At Rictv.snd, in Torkjbire, a mob com* 
mitted many aCts of violence, and difpofed 
of the corn, (^c, they found, at what 
prices they thought proper; but were, after 
fome time, difperfed, and fevcral taken into 
cuftodyj and, fomc days afterwards, twelve 

of 
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cf the ringleaders were alfo apprehended. 
'I'he like diilurbances likewife happened in 
feveral other places this month, 

A club of gentlemen in Liverpotl, Ailed 
the Liverpool bucks, paid into the hands of 
MedVs. Celebrock, fifty guineas for the ma- 
rine fociety. 

There was caught, near Sbrnvjhury, in 
in the river Severn, a falmon that exceeded 
in length any ever known to bj taken in 
that river, and the hcavieft but one ever 
remembei«d in that town« it weighing 
thirty-fejen pounds. 

Some colliers lately, in finking a new 
pit in a colliery on Gatefiead moor, near 
NewcaftUf found the entire ikeleton of a 
man of a gigantic fixe, in a bed of ftifF 
clay, abont feven feet from the furface; 
near the ikeleton were found three fmall 
pieces of very ancient Saxon coin \ the per- 
fon, when living, muft have been near 
eight feet high ; the bones lay compad to- 
gether, meafuriog feven feet eight inches, 
and muft have lain tbere m)my hundred 
years. 

In the parifli of Sathmny fix miles from 
Kendaly in Wefimotelandy which is a very 
extenfive one, only five perfons had died, 
in the fpace of fifteen months, whofe ages 
amounted to 4SZ years. 

They write from Mtrjifivfytb, in North' 
H^ales, that lately a large grampus was driven 
01ft of the fca upon the beach, near tvrenty 
yards from the water, and there remained 
till the inhabitants fecnred and killed him, 
which was with great difficulty and danger. 
He meafured upwards of forty feet, and 
produced twenty bogfiieads of oil.

March 22. At Port' Royal in Virpniat 
at ten o*clock at night, was felt there a 
violent fliock of an earthquake, attended 
with a loud rumbling noife, like thpnder 
at a diftance. The ihock lafted a full 
jninute.

The Houfe of Peers adjourned to Tuesday 
the 4th of April, and the Ho«fe of Com- 
mons to Monday the 3d. 

Bdarch 27. Rkhard Jf^Jltam yengBan, 
late a linen-draper at Stafford, was comi* 
mitced to Newgate for counterfeiting the 
notes of the bank of England. He had em- 
ployed feveral artifts to engrave the difiereat 
parts of the note, by one of whom the dis- 
covery was made. He had filled up to the 
number of twenty, and depofited them ia 
the hands of a young lady, whom he court* 
ed, as a proof of his being a perfon of fub- 
ftance. This was the firft attempt of the 
kind thst ever was made. 

March 28. The right reverend dodor 
Seeker, bifliop of Oxford^ and dean of St. 
PauFi, kifled the KingS hand on being 
appointed archbiihop of Canterbmry ; as did 
the right reverend dodor Hume, bifliop of 
Brjfiol, on being appointed bifliop of Ox- 
fird, and dodor Toung, one of the refi;- 
dentiaries of St. Pauft, appointed bifliop 
of Snfiol. 

March 29. The palace begun by king 
Charles II. at fFhtcb^er on an extenfii« 
plan, but not finifhed, was completely fitted 
for barracks, in which were no lefs than 
160 large room6. 

March 30. By an order of council, dated 
March 29, all fliips, perfons, goods, and 
merchandize, now arrived, or that fliould 
hereafter arrive in any port of CFeat BritatKp 
or of theifles ofjerfiy, Guemfy, Aldermty, 
Sark, or Mont from Smyrna^ were enjuncd 
to perform a quarantine of forty days^ 
which otder was iiloed upon infopnatioa 
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that the plague raged at Svtymaj and daily 
c^irried off great numbers of people. 

yipr'il 1, The King was pleafed to grant 
unco the reverend Thomas Paul, M. A. the 
4leanry 0/ St. Patrick Cajbelly in the room of 

Reverend H'illiam Gore, promoted to the 
b*?fhoprick ofClonfcrt, in the room of

The prohibition on the exportation of 
gunpowder, fait petre, arms, or ammuni- 
tioHy was prolonged for fix months, after 
the 29th inftant. 

Admiral Hawke's fquadron, confifting of 
fevcn fliips of the line and three frigates, 
made Bafpie road, and at day-break dif- 
covered a numerous convoy a few leagues to 
windward, and gave chace ; but the wind 
baffling, the convoy^ wiih three frigates 
that efcorted it, got into St. Martins, on 
th« ifle of Rbe, except one brig that was 
run on ihore and burnt by the Hajar, A t 
four in the afternoon they difcovered the 
enemy plainly, lying off the ifle d'Aix. 
Their force was the FhrifaKt of 74 guns, 
Sphynx 64* Hardl 64, Vrogon 64, fFar" 
tokk 60, and fix or feveu frigates, with 
about forty merchant fliips, which had 
3000 troops on board. At five the enemy 
began to cut and flip their cables, and to 
run in great confufion : at fix their com- 
modore made ofi^, and many of thofe fliips 
which fled were by this time left on the 
mud. At five next morning all th^ ene- 
my*s ihips were aground, and almoft dry, 
about five or fix miles difiant ; many of the 
merchant; and feveral of the (hips of war, 
were on their broadfides. As foon as the 
flood made, admiral Hawkt put the beft 
pilots on board the Intrepid and Medxvt^t 
and fent them a gun-(hot further in, where 
they anchored \ and founding a little a-head 
at high- water, they found but five fathom, 
of which the tide rifes eighteen feet. By 
this time boats and launches from Rochforty 
&€• were employed to carry out warps to 
drag the fliips through the foft mud, as 
foon at they ibould be vi^ter borne : In the 
meaq time they threw over board their 
guns, ftores, bjdlaft, and even water oot of 
their ports { fome of the men of war got 
that day as far up as the mouth of the Cia- 
rmnte» The merchant ihips were aground 
towards iHe Madame* Our frigates boats 
citt away about tighty buoys laid oa thdr 
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anchors, and what they bad tfarowa over 
board. 

On the 5th, in the momin;^, capitaiar 
£«Mr, with Z40 marines, was landed, with 
orders to dedroy the new works carrying o« 
there, which he accordingly afie^ed, pre- 
ferving good order, and giving no dlftus* 
bance to the inhabitants of the ifland. 
When the Admiral got out of Bajqnt roady 
he learnt iVom a neutral flrip, that the con- 
voy chafed on Aore was laden with provt« 
fions, ftores, fi^c. for Amtrica^ with fif- 
teen more ready at Bcurdeaux, to have be? a 
efcorted by the fliips of war which laid aC 
the \i\edjiut. 

April II. About ten at night, the ten*- 
porary wooden bridge, built for the conve- 
nience of pafiengers while London bridge 
was widening and repairing, was difcovered 
to be on fire, and continued burning tilt 
the whole was confumed. It being at firtib 
apprehended that fome malicious perfoaa 
had wilfully fet it on fire, a reward of soo£. 
was offered for difcovering the ofienders ; 
no difcovery, however, was made, and it 
would be endlefs to repeat conjedures* 
Nothing could equal the vigilance af the 
magiflrates on this occafion, and the dili- 
gence of the workmen to reftore the com- 
munication between the city and the bo- 
rough, which was in a manner cat off bf 
this accident ; but indeed the old, bridge 
was made paflable in fo fhort a fpace of 
time as did honour to the undertaker* 
Till the paffage could be efl^e^d, the lord 
mayor of London licenfed forty boats more 
than were allowed by the f)atate to ply oa 
Sundays, for the coavenioacy of ieiryiag 
over pailengers.

She was called the St. Peter, of near 400 
tuns burthen,, and her cargo confiffed of 
provifions and looo f)-and of arms, intended 
for S^uebeck, Another of thefc ftore-ihips 
was fallen in with the fame day by a fqua-.

On the cth, cardinal Charles JtexK^ko^ 
biibop of FadMa, a VeneHan, was ele^fid 
Pope. He was born on the 7th of M^rch 
1693, and was formerly auditor of the 
Rota. He Was made cardinal by demmt. 
XII. on the -90th of OQoher 1737, at the 
nomination of the republic of -Veniee* He 
had the title of St. Mara S^Ara CmTt (the 
principal convent of the Cordeliers J and ws^ 
prote^or of the Illyr'ian nation, the Pan^ 
dours* He was ill-favoured and hunch- 
backed J but of a ftrong, vigorous conQito<* 
tion ; a frefh complexion, walked well and 
firm ; the honefieft man in the world ; a 
moft exemplary ecclefiadic; of the pureft 
morals J devout, fteady, learned, diligent; 
in ihort, worthy to fuccced the great 
Bonediff XIV. though nobody, certainly, 
ever thought he would be called to fucceed 
him. 

By the bill paiTed the laft feflions of Par- 
liament, to amend and explain the militU 
bill, every city or town had the liberty to 
offer vol untie rs if they chofe it, inftead of 
ftanding the chance of the ballot. 

Every fubftitute was, equally with the 
perfon ferving for himfelf, exempted fro^ 
being prcifed ; and* the fubftitute was al/o 
entitled (having been called out into af^u^l 
fervice) to fet up any trade in any place 
whatever. 

Every militia man was to have his cloatbs 
at the end of three years. 

Every militia man, when the militia of 
his county fhould be ordered into actual fer- 
vice, to receive one guinea. 

Thefamilies of the militia men were, in 
their abfence, to be provided for out of the 
county dock. 

If a militia man fell fick, on a day of 
march^ he was to be provided for* 

The 
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The militia can never be fent out of the 
lungdom upon any pntence whatever ; nor 
caui they, as appears by the oath they take^ 
be employed, but only for the immediate 
defence of their country. 

The captains had power of making cor- 
porals out of the private militia men, which 
IS fixpence advance each day of exercife ; 
and the further vacancies of ferjeants were 
to be filled up out of the militia men, 
'which is one (hilling a day the whole year. 
Militia men's fens may alfo be appointed 
drummers, which is fixpence a day the 
whole year. 

The bounties to feamen and landmen 
that voluntarily entered themfelves into the 
royal navy, were continued by proclamation 
to the 30th of September next. 

The Parliament of Ireland^ which ftood 
prorogued to the iSth inftant, was further 
prorogued to the 20th of Auguf, 

Jmly 30* By the violence of the wind,

Augufi I. In the paft month of Juhfi 
by an exadt meafurement, above five inches 
of rain fell in London, a quantity furpafllng 
any in the fame month perhaps in the 
memory of man. The nftan depth in 
England, one year with another, is about 
twenty-three inches and a half, of which a 
larger proportion ufually falls in the winter 
months.

It fwelled the rivu- 
lets to fuch a degree in that town and 
neighbourhood, that five bridges within 
two miles of the town were fwept away by 
the flood ; and did confiderable damage to 
the hay and growing com, by overflowing 
all the adjacent grounds.

Augujii"], Rikan] Uci:ft.mdni of Kfiaref' 
horoughf w.;s committed to Tok caftle on 
fufpicion of mvnocring Daniel Clark^ of the 
fame place, fnoc-irtaker, about fourteen 
years ago : the difcovery was remarkable : 
fome workmen, digging about St. Robertas 
CaTje, n-:ir Knr.r^JJ^r.r.u^b, found the re- 
mai.ii of a hi>dy, whit a they fuppofcd to 
be murdered ; and ar Dar.i^l CLrk had fud- 
denly difappeared, and was generally ihouglit 
to have been muiJercd, thiy imagined it 
might be his body j and therefore appre- 
hended Hoiijtmcny and carried him before a 
juflice, as it was rt;coliti<rted that he was 
one of the lafl: pcrfons feen in C/jr^s com- 
pany. Ort his exnmiiiation he faid, that 
the body found was not Clark's body, for 
Clark was buried in another plnce, which 
he mentioned, and accordin^y tlie remains 
of another body was there found, on which 
he was committed as above.

It was refi'lved by a ma'ority of voices ia 
the diet of /vjr 7/^00, to in treat his Imperial 
majefiy tq borrow 300,000 crowns in the 
name of the empire, with an afTurance cbat 
the fame fhould be repaid out of the firft 
contingents raifed by the Cermauh body. 
The fevcral minifters from the courts of 
Brandetilurgbf ^anoverf and Heffe-OJH, 
excufed themfelves from confcjiting to this 
refuluiion. That of Hamover decbied, 
that the French and Aufirian troops^ havioi 
by exorbitant contributions exhaufted the 
revenues of tl^e eledlorate, as well as tie 
territories of its allies, he could not poffihly 
change bis opinion. That of BrMadtnburg^ 
referred to his memorial of \he 18th of 
Jun;» In a word, this fubjcA occafioaei 
great deba'.es in the ele Aoral college, 

Aug* 21. The fentence of the ban of 
theempire was confirmed by the ^iy/ic couo- 
cil, (the l.'tfl: court of appeal from the diet 
of the cmpire'J againft the ki^ig of Pntjia^ 
and, at the feme time, three decrees, os 
mandates, were iffued againft three othet 
Proteflant members of the empire: the 
firfl againfl the king of Great-Britain^ a 
ele£lnr of Brunftoick Lunenburgb\ the 
fecond againfl the duke of Brunjivick-W^' 
fcmluttli\ and the third againix the count 
of Lippe Buckdurgb. In that againfl his 
Britannic majcfly the ban of the empire was 
threatened, for having joined his troops tq 
thofc qf the elector of Brandenburgb, and 
taking into his pay the forces ot feveral 
princes, in order to fupport that elv-Aor's 
rebellion, for having ravaged the countries 
of IJi'dcJhehfi, OfnaBurg, and Muajiery for 
having taker, a Prvjian general to com- 
mand his troops, and with force and arjns 
invaded the countries of Baderborn^ Jw 
Hers, Btrgucy Cologne, Lie^ey and Brabant'y 
taking towns, befieging cities, raifing con- 
tributions, and feizing the revenues; and 
laftly, for bringing for ign troops into the 
empire, taking pofTeflion of ErnhdeXf and 
opprefTing his co-eftates. His Majefly, for 
thsfje ofi'eiices^ was ordered to withdraw 
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Ilis foreign trbops from Ctrtrcr.y imme- I 
riialcly; to defift from fupportir.g the rc- 
bell'ion of the cleftor of Brandcuhurgh ; to 
dilband the troops he had taken into his 
pay; to make good the damages he had al- 
ready done; to give I'ecurily for his good 
bshavioor for the future; and, lartly, to 
join his contingent to the army of the 
empire^ in order to punifh, in an exem- 
plary manner, the rebellion that had been 
iraifed in open violation of the Imperial 
decrees. 

Aug, 22. Injiindions were ifilied for the 
fbllowing princes to quit the PntJJian and 
Hanoverian armies, on pain of being fined 
Xboo geld marks in cafe of difcbedience : 
Prince Augujius Ferdinand cf Bez'ern, the 
nargrave Charles of Schwedt, prince Henry 
cf Pruffiat ^^ c hereditary prince of ffclftm- 
ivttie, prince Ferdinand of Brunhvicky the 
fcereditary prince Frederick of HeJ/'e-CaJel, 
prince Frederick of Wtrtembcrg, prince 
Gc$rFe Lewis of JJoiJieinf prince Maurice of 
Dejjauy prince Adolf bus of Bernburgb 3 and 
the counts of VTind and Dobna, 

The count de fVied Runckel was fum- 
moned tofurnifhhis contingent to the at my 
of the empire; and the city of Fravcflrt 
on the Mayttey with the cantons sf the im- 
mediate Noblefle of the empire, were 
charged to publifh and execute the £mpe- 
Iror's avocatory rcfcripts. 

An information having been laid before 
the right honourable the Lord Mayor^ that 
lights had been feen in the works belonging 
to' the new temporary bridge, his lordHiip 
dire6lcd an infpe£tion to be made into 
them ; and it appeared that attempts had 
been made to fire the bridge in three places : 
upon which a proper guard was ordered to 
be kept, and he fummuned a bridge com- 
mittee to meet, to confidcr on the moft 
effe£tual means to prevent the malicious 
defign of burning down the fald bridge. 

His Majefly's fhip EJi-x, the honourable

Tuppofed to extend in width but about four 
or five reds, and feemed to carry all before 
it, tearing up by the roots a great number

in height, as alio a great many apple trees 
in feveral orc}5.'»rJs ; particularly in- one 
orchard cnly, fixty-lhrce fixic trees, juft 
come to their maturity, being planted about 
twenty-five years ago, were torn up, leav- 
ing the ground about the roots open twenty 
or thirty ft*et over. With great fury it 
came againft fome of their ftonc fences^ 
and thicw them down, in fome places 
hardly leaving one Hone upon . another ; 
a cart flandingin the midfl of a barn loaded 
with hay, was forced a conliderable way 
out; and fome of thd pofts or rafters of the 
barn broken off. In one place the guft 
feemed to rife, fo that the limbs and 
branches of lofty tr-es, were broken off as 
if cut with an axe. It pafled by one corner 
of a dwclling-houfe, and fhnok it fo vio- 
lently, that the people expelling it would 
be turned over, ran out to fave their lives. 
So violent a hurricane was fcarcely ever 
kn^rv.'n in thcfe parts. 

Avgufi 23. A hurricane happened at 
Bailadoesy at fcven in the morning, and 
laded till three in the afternoon, from 
N.N. W. to S.S. W. during which time 
eight fail were driven on fhcre, two of 
which, his Myjcfty's lloop, Barbadoes, cap- 
tain MidJIetcr, and the fchconer Bctfeyy bc- 
longing to the ifiand, were got of!-" again) 
xht Frankland \ir\v2iXtzT3 c^^tzxn Rcan \ the 
A::rora, C,inphell\ the Jctry ami Sally ^ 
Bclton, were all to pieces ; the Rcfe, Elf- 
mores, of Briftrl, with thirty hogihcada of 
fiigar; the David and Sufannah, Bartlett\ 
and the Gcod Intent, 7uckrr, boch of P:f- 
cataqua, were bulged ; and alfo all the fmalt 
craft on the fouth-fide» except two fmall 
fhallops. They had fome I'eafoo able rains 
afterwards, and the \ lantcrs began planting 
again, in gre?.t hopes that the enfaing 
crop would not be vci-y bad. 

The fame hurricane extended to the 
other iflands in a different degree ; it did 
very little damage at Sr. Kii*s', none aC 
Antigua I but a great deal at Guadaloufe, 
Martinico, and St. Euflati^i. 

Augufi 24. A conrt of common council 
was held at Guildhall, when a motion was 
made to congratulate his Majefly on the 
fucct-fs of his arms, and the taking the 
valuable fortrefs of Louifhcurg, (^c. which 
motion being feconHcd, a committee >i-fls 
appointed to prepare an addrefs for that 
purpofe, and the fheriffs were ordered tQ 
wait upon his Majefly to know his pleafmft 
when the fame (houid be prcfcot^d* 

Auguft 2 5. At nine o^clock «&- C^ aiom- 

ing, his Prvjpan majefly vVt^ked The 
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Rujffans at ZornJcrff, and, after an engage- 
fnent, which Isrftcd till the evening, en- 
tirely defeated them $ 1 5,cco Rujpans were 
fell en the field of battle; and their mili- 
tary cheftj all their ^artillery, and three 
lieutenant-generals taken. The Frujftam 
loft about 300c, killed and wounded. 

j^uguji 26. This day the right honovir- 
able the Lord Mayor,* aldermen, and com- 
tnons of the city of London in common 
council aiTembled, waited on his Majefty, 
and made their compliments in the fol- 
lowing addrefs* 

< * Moji gracious Sovereign, 

** Amidft the joyful acclamations of 
your faithful people, permit us, your Ma- 
jefty^s moft dutiful and loyal fubjeAs, the 
Lord Mayor, aldermen, and commons, of 
the city of London, in common council 
ail'embled, humbly to congratulate your 
Msjcfty on the fuccefs of your arms in the 
conqutsft of the important fortrefs ofLouif- 
hourgy the redu£llon of the iflands of Cape 
Breton and St» John, and the blow there 
giveii to a con/iderable part of the French 
Jiavy. 

<* An event fo truly glorious to your 
Majefty, fo important to the colonies, trade, 
and navigation of Great-Britain, and fo fa- 
tal to the commercial views and naval power 
of France t affords a reafonable profpc£t of 
the recovery of all our rights and poffeffions 
m j^merica, fo unjuilly invaded) and in a 
great meafure anfwers the hopes we formed, 
when we beheld tht French power weakened 
©n the coaft cf Africa, their fhips dellroyed 
in their ports at home, and the terror 
thereby fpread over all their coafts* 

" May thefe valuable acquifitions, fo 
glorioufly obtained, ever conrinue a part of 
the Britijb empire, as an efte£toal check to 
the I'crfidy and ambition of a nation, 
whofe repeated infuhs and ufurpations 
obliged your Majefty to enter into this jufl 
and rtecen*ary war : and may thefe inilances 
of the wifdom of your Majeily^s councils, 
of the corduft and f folution of your com- 
mnnders, and of the intrepidity of your 
fleets and armies, convince the world of the 
innate ftrength and refourcc: of your king- 
doms, and difpofe your Majefty*s enemies 
to yield to a fafe and honourable peace. 

" In all events, >ve fhallmoft chearfully 
contribute, to the utmofl of our power, 
towards fupporting your Majefty in the 
vigorous profecution of meafures fo nobly 
defigned, and fo wifely dire^ed* And it 
ihall be our moft fervent prayer, that your 
Majefty may long, very long, enjoy the fruits 



of your aufpiciuus government, in returnt 
of loyalty and affe&ion from a grateful 
people; and that the crown of thefe realms 
may flouriih, with equal luiVre, on the 
heads of your auguft defcendants^ to the 
lateft poftcrity.'* ^ 

To which addrefs his Majefty was pleafed 
to return this moft gracious anfwer. 

** I receive this dutiful and loyal addrefs 
as a freih mark of your conftant afte£lion 
to me and my government \ and I return 
my hearty thanks for it. The fteady af- 
fe^ons of my people, united in a hearty 
zeal for the honour of my crown, will, I 
doubt not, enable me to carry on, with 
vigour and fuccefs, a war which was ne- 
ceftarily undertaken, to defend the religion, 
liberties, and valuable pofTeffions of my 
kingdoms, againft the unjuft attempts of 
my enemies. The city of tendon may 
always depend upon my protection and fa- 
vour, and upon my conftant care for the 
extent of their trade and navigation.** 

They were all received very gracioufly, 
and had the honour to kifs his Mijefty^t 
hand. 

Auguft 27. His Majefty 's fhip EJfex, 
comn^odore Howe, with all the other fbips 
of war and tranfports under his command, 
returned to Portland road, being driven 
from the coaft of France by a hard gale of 
wind atS.S.W. 

This day colonel Bradftreet made him- 
/elf mafter of Fort Frontenac or Ca» 
daraqui, on the Lake Ontario, at the en- 
trance into St. Laurence's river, and took 
in the harbour eleven or twelve fhips, each 
mounting from ten to twenty guns; he 
found in the fort eighty pieces of cannon^ 
with great quantities of ammunition and 
provifion. The garrifon furrendered pri- 
foners of war. 

Auguft 28. The flags, ftandards, and 
other trophies, taken at Cherbourg, were, 
brought from Portfmouthf where they were 
landed, and fhewn to his Majefty at Ken- 
ftngton, 

Auguft 2g, The King w^as pleafed to 
appoint the duke of Marlborough, general 
over all and fingulaf the foot forces em- 
ployed in his Majefty*s fervice. 

By a general ftate of the receipts and 
payments of the Fcundling hofpital, it ap- 
peared that from its firft opening, March 
25, 1741, to December 31, 1757, the num- 
ber of children received into this hofpital 
was 6S94. Of which number 5510 were 
received from June i, 1756, when in con- 
fetti ence of an a£l of parliament, which 
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granted I0,oco/. towards the fupport of the 
hofpttal, all children under a certain age 
were received. The number of thofe who 
died to the 31ft of DectinSer laft, 2821. 
The money received fur the fupport of the 
total of the hofpiul in the year 1757^ 
iDcluding the 30^000/. granted by Parlia- 
menty amounted to 38^0002/. ix. qJ» of 
which 2806/. I05. ^J, were legacies re- 
ceived that year; and 5<S8i. ^s. td, annual 
benefa^ons, and 96/. 14s. 6^. benefa^ons 
towards defraying the expences of divine 
lervice in the chapel. The expences that 
year amounted to 33,832/. 135. %d* of 
which 502/. 44. 6d. was exa^ed as fees at 
the Exchequer on 20,000/. part of the par- 
liamentary grant ; the fees on the remain- 
ing lOjOcoL were charitably remitted. 

Auguft 31. One of his Majefty^s mef- 
fengers arrived at Kinfingto* from the duke 
of Msrlhoroughj witn advice, that the 
jun^ion of the troops with prince Fw 
^inand was made the 14th inilant ; that 
there had been great rains and floods, and 
the Englifo forces in their march were 
obliged to encamp in fome places where the 
ground was covered with water. 

Seft» 2. Between nine and ten at night, 
a fire broke out among fome new cordage, 
very near the ftore-houfe, in his MajeAy's 
yard at Deptfariy when great numbers of 
the artificers went to give their afiiftance, 
by whom it was focn exiinguiihed. Th^ 
commlffioners of the navy promifed 500/. 
reward to any perfon concerned in this^ 
wicked affair, who woulcf make difcovery 
thereof, except the perfons who fet the 
place on fire. 

Sept, 3. His Fortuguefe Majefty coming 
cut of the country in inc evening, attended 
by three of his domeftics, was let upon by 
three fellows near fielem, in a lunel'umc 
place ; two of them had mufkets, and the 
third a blunderbufs loaded with fmall (hot ; 
one was difcharged at the coachman, whom 
it very much wounded j the King was dan- 
geroufly wounded in feveral parts of his 
body and face, and his right arm mu^h 
ihattered ; the footman was miferably 
wounded. The authors .of this horrible 
plot had fpread a report before hand that 
the King would not live long, and even 
£xcd the time of his death to the month of 
September^ '75^* ^ confiderable number 
of perfons were arrcftcd by the King^s 
order, of whom the following were the prin- 
cipal, wx* duke de Avetro^ marquis of 
^at^ra, father; marquis of Trnvora, fonj 
y^fepb Maii^j fon of the laid marquis j 



Jcpph Mur'tMy brother of the faid marquis}* 
I he count de Atrouguia, Manuel de Ttivors^ 
marquis de Aihrid, don MonvU de Saussat 
Nuno de Tavora, Jotn de Tavora, with all 
their families. Upon a fair examinatioa 
their guilt was proved. 

The chief of the Genoeje male^contents, 
de Paoii, entered the proviD€c of Cape Corfi^ 
in the ifland of Corfica, and with 20CO mea 
laid fiege to Rogliano^ to facilitate the fur* 
render of which, he caufed the city of 
Biijtta to be blockaded with 1500 men. 

Sept. 6. The king was pleaied to order 
the colours taken ^x Lcuijbomrg^ which were 
lately brought to the palace at Kerfinpm^ 
to be depofited in the cathedral church of 
St. TauVx, 

Thefe colours were put up near the weft 
door of the cathedral. 

Sept, 7. At ihe anniverfary fcaft of the 
natives of Clocefierjbiri, held at GloiejUr^ 
for the putting out of poor boys to trades, 
1 57/. was C( llcdled by the gentlemen for 
that laudable purpofe. 

Sept. 10. Soon after morning fervice at 
St. jobntf flapping, the urighbourhooi 
was alarmed with the* cry of fire, which 
burnt down fifteen hoofes on both ^da the 
way, before water could be hud to fupply 
the engines, it being then ebb>tide. 

A large (hip that was repairing at gna- 
dock, was fet on fire, and her rigging an4 
tops burnt away. 

AddrefTes of congratula^'on to his Ma- 
jefty on the taking of Loiii/horqjKgb, and the 
late fucceflcs of his arms, were prefentel 
from BriJ}c!f ^'orky Lin coin, Cbe^er^ Crei.it

^ept, II. General Slights rear-guard was 
defeated by the French at St* Cas* 

Many houfcs were confumed by a dread* 
ful fire 3tt Lianvetiri \ti Montgomery Aire* 

About 200 men were at work zzMii^rd* 
Haven, and a guard- fliip placed there to 
prevent any obftruftion. 

The Parliament of Ireland was prorog«ed 
from the 29th of this month to the 4th of 
April, 

Sept. 14. His Majefty*s (hips Kingf^cm 
and BMrford arrived at Plymoutb from Lt,iiif» 
' hcurg, with the tranfports, having the gar- 
rifun of LtuiJtcMrg on board under their 
convoy. His MajeUy was pleafed to make 
a piefeat of 500/. to the captains Amberfi 
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9nd' EJgtcomhe, who jointly brought the 
news ot the taking of this important for- 
t^fs I and to order a further fum to each 
of thofe gentlemen to piirchafe a fword and 
rjng. 

Seft* 15. While two ferjeants and a 
corporal were enl ployed in making up car- 
tridges in the exchange at Morfetb, the 
powder toolc firt, and above loco cartridges 
were blown up. The three men were ter- 
i>bly burnt, and the recovery of one of the 
ferjeants defpaired of. The windows of 
the exchange were much (battered, and the 
confequences W9uid have been ftill more 
dread^l, had not 3000 cartridges and two 
iacks of powder, which were upon the ta- 
ble, providentially efcaped. 
- Srt>t. 16. The cannon and mortars taken 
at Cherburg pafTed by his Majefty, and fet 
out from Hyde park, and came through the 
city in grand proceflion, guarded by a com- 
pany of matrofles, with drums beating and 
^fes playing all the way to the Tower, 
where they arrived about four o*clock in the 
afternoon. On each brafs cannon were thefe 
mottos: Ultima ratio regum, i. e. The ul- 
Uoiate reafon of kings: and plvrihus nee 
mpar, A match for many. On the two 
mortars, Non folks radios fed Jovis fulmina\ 
Not the rays of the fun, but Jupiter s ^un- 
der. 

Sept, i8. A proclamation was publlihed, 
whereby the parliament, which flood pro- 
xogued to the &8th infVant, was further 
prorogued to the 14th of November^ then 
to fit for the difpatch of bu finefs. 

Stpt. 19. The foot forces in the late ex- 
pedition againf^ St. Makes, were difem- 
barked at Comes in the JJle of Wigbtf and 
marched diredly for Newport, near which 
they were encamped, with orders to hold 
tjiemfelves in readinefs at a moment^s 
warning. The light horfe were difem- 
harked at Port/mouth, and marched to the 
quarters allotted them at Soutbarnpton, Pe^ 
Ursfieldf ^n^CbichefieTf ^c. 

Sept, 28. James Dandridfre, efq. citizen 
and merchant taylor, and Alexander Mafiersy 
e(q. citizen and draper, were fworn in 
ihcriffs of London and Middlefex for the 
year enfuing. 

Sept. 29. Sir kicbard Glynn, knight, 
alderman of Dctogate ward, was chofen 
Lord Mayor- of London for the enfuing 
year. . 

Sept* 30. The plague at Smyrna con- 
Hniied to rage with much violence this 
iummer.

in Somerfetjbtrey were cbnAitKed by fire I 
damage 3000/. 

OB. 8. It blew a perfe^ hurricane iif 
the channel, by which fevenl of oikr fhips 
of war and merchantnKn ftrfFered niuch. 
The Edyjhne ftorefliip, in particular, was 
driven from her moorings near the rock, 
when the light-houfe was within thretf 
working days of being habitable. 

OSi. io« General Oherg was defeated at 
Lanwerbagan by the prince de Sombhse. 

QB. 14. The King of Prujia^t camp at 
Hvcbkircben was furprized by count Davn^ 
and marfhal Keitb flain. 

The King, the Margrave, and all the 
generals preferit in the a£tion, received 
contufions, or had borfes (hot under them* 

MaHhal Keitb was fhut dead the firft dif- 
charge of the enemy's mufquetry. 

Prince Francis of Brttnfuvick received fill 
death by a cannon-ball, which carried off 
his head| juft as he was moiinting hia 
horfe. 

OB, 20. The duke of Marfhoroagb died 
at Munfier% and by this event the command 
devolved on lieutenant general lord Gtorgi 
Sackville* 

0&\ 21. This week the governor, coun- 
cil, and afTembly of St. Jago de la f^ega^ 
pafled an z€t for dividing the ifland of Ttf- 
maica into three counties, and for appoint^ 
ing juftices of aflize, and Oyer and Termi^ 
ner, in two of the aforcfaid counties* 

OB. 28. This day was difcovered fome 
remarkable human fkeletons, near the road 
fide, at a place called Breecb-Down in Kent \ 
the firfl was found by a labourer in widen- 
ing the road, and had round his ne^k a 
firing of beads of various forms and fizes, 
from the bignefs of a pigeon's egg to that 
of a pea : by his fide lay three inftruments 
of war, one a kind of a fey meter, the fb- 
cond what the Scots call a dirk, and the 
third a fpear. Near . the fame place were 
afterwards found feven other fkeletons ill 
ranged in very good order, at about a yard 
apart, and about two feet under ground { 
but neither of thefe had any thing to diftin- 
guifh them. How thefe bodies came to be 
deposited in this place afforded matter of 
fpeculation to the curious.

This evening a young ^^ican prince ap^ 
peared publicly at the Theatre Royal la 
Drury-Lane, This youth was committed 
fome time fince to the care of an Englijb 
captain, to be brought over for education, 
but the captain, inftead of performing his 
promife, fold him to a gentleman iu Lom- 
don. The father of the prince being lately 
dead, and the captain being upon the coaft, 
was at that time defired by his fubjedts to 
bring the young prince home ; but he giving 
them no fatisfadtory account, was leized, 
imprifoned, and ironed, and then confefled 
the truth ; upon which an order was fent 
to a merchant in that trade to procure the 
princess enlargeraenty which was done by 
purchaling him of the gentleman who 
bought him; he afterwards returned to hia 
native country. 

May 10. At the anniverfary feaft of the 
fons of the clergy, at Merchant Taylor*s 
hall, the coIlefVion at church and at the 
hall amounted to 1040/. cxclufive of a 
draught of 100/. given by Saapfin Gideon, 
efq. for the corporation.

«' GEORGE R. 

" The King' has received advices that 
thcFreneb court is n jking prcpaiationi wiih 
a dengn to invade ihii kingdom ; and 
though his Majed) is perfuaded, that, by 
the united zeal and aifcdlion of his peopie, 
any fuch attempt muiV, undtt the bleiiing 
of God, end in the deftru^tion ot rhofe 
who (hall be engaged therein ; yet his Ma- 
jelly apprehends that he (hould not ad con- 
iiftently with that paternal care and con- 
cern, which -he has always (hewn for the 
fafety and prefervation of his people, if he 
omitted any means in his power, which 
may bc^nccefTary for their defence. There- 
fore in purfuance of the late a£t of par- 
liament, his Majefty acquaints the Houfe 
of Lords with his having received repeated 
intelligence of the adlual preparations, 
making in the French ports to invade this 
kingdom, and of the imminent danger of 
fuch invafion being attempted ; to the end 
that his Majeidy may, if he fhail think 
proper, caufc the militia, or fuch part 
thereof as fhall be neceflary, to be drawn 
out, and embodied, and to march as oc- 
caAon (hall require.** 

Which being read, it was ordered, 
tf That an humble addrefs be prefented 
to his Majefty, to return him the thanks 
of this Houfe for his moft gracious mefTage, 
and for his acquainting us with the intel- 
ligence he has received of the preparations 
snaking by France to invade this kingdom. 
To declare our utmoft indignation and ab- 
horrence of fuch a dcfign; and that we 
•will, with united duty, zeal, and affeftion, 
at the hazard of our lives and fortunes, 
iland by and defend his Majefty againft any 
fuch prefiimptuous and defperate attempt. 
To exprefs the juft fcnfe we have of his 
Majefty*8 goodnefs to his people, in omit- 
ting no means in his power which may tend 
to their defence ; and in his intention to 
call out and employ the militia, if it fliall 
be found neceflary, for that purpofe ; and to 
give his Majefty the ftrongefl aflurances, 
that we will, with vigour and ftcaiinefs, 
fupport his Majefty in taking the moft 
efteftual mcafures to defeat the dcfigns of 
his enemies; to preferve and fecure his 
facred pcrfon and government, the Protef- 
tant fucccilion in his royal family, and the

Which addreis l>eiDg prefented next day 
by the Lords with white ftaves, his Ma- 
jcfly was pieafed to fay, 

« That he thanked the Hoo(e of UtU 
for the repeated tfTu ranees of their unalter- 
able seal» duty, and afieAion, to his Ma- 
jefty on this uccafion ; and had the utmoft 
confidence in their vigorous fupports.** 

The fame meffage being carried by Mr. 
fecretary PUi to the Houfe of CommaoS) 
and being read by Mr. Speaker, 
Refohedt NtmineCamtradktMtey 
** That an humble addrefs be prefieotei 
to his Majefly, to return hit Majefty oat 
dutiful thanks for gracioufly comnunicttiog 
to this Houfe, that he. has received repestd 
intelligence of the a£lual preparations 
making in the French ports to invade tUs 
kingdom, and of the imminent daoga 
of fuch invaixon being attempted j aiidfo« 
his Majefty *s paternal and tinnely care of 
the fafety and prefervation of his people} 
to afliire his Majefty that this Houfe will, 
with their lives and fortunes fupport and 
ftand by his Majefty, againft all attempts 
whatever; and that hit faithful CommoDS, 
with hearts warm with affe^on and seal 
for his Majefty^s facred perfon and govern- 
ment, and animated by indignation at the 
daring defigns of an enemy, whofe fleet 
has hitherto ihunned, in port, the terror of 
his navy, will chearfully exert the utmoft 
efforts to repel all infults, and eflfedoally 
enable his Majefty, not only to difappoiot 
the attempts of Frsmce, but, by the bUffii^ 
of God, to turn them to their own con- 
fufion. 

« Rcfolved, That an humble addrefs be 
prefented to his Majefty, that he will be

To the addrefs of the Houfe of Commons 
his Majefty was pieafed to give this moft 
gracious anfwer. 

'< I return you my thanks for your du« 
tiful and affe^ionate addrefs, and for this 
freffi and very particular mark of your 
unanimous zeal in defence of me and my 
crown. You may depend on my conftant 
endeavours for the prefervation and fafety 
of my kingdoms." . 
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yv ire 4. Being the birth-day of bis royal 
)k'igbnefs the prirfce of WoUs^ who then 
entered into the %zA year of his age, there 
vras the greateft concourfe of per ions of 
didin^lion at ^dvii/r hoafe, to compliment 
his highnefs upon his coming of age, that 
ever was feen on the like occaHon, and at 
night there were illuminations throughout 
the cities of Lond9n and IVeJlminjitr. 

June 8. The right honourable the Lord 
Mayor, aldermen, and commons of the 
city of London, made their compliments to 
his Majeftyin a very dutiful addrefs.

Sir Richard Cox, and Hugb Valence Jones, 
efq, tobp chief commiffioners, of and for all 
and every other of hisMajefty*s revenues, pro* 
fits, and incomes whatfoever, due and ow- 
ing, or in arrear and payable unto his Nfa* 
jefty In the faid kingdom. 

June 24. A fleet of tranfports arrived at 
Sfitbead, to be employed in a grand expe- 
dition on the coaft of France, 

June 25. George Errington and Paul 
yatllanty efqrs. were chofen fheriffs of Lon- 
don and Afiddlefex* Five gentlemen paid 
their fines this month to be cxcufed ferving 
that office* 

June 26. Early in the morning Jenifon 
Sbafio, efq. ftarted againft time, to nde 
fifty miles in two hours; in the courfe of 
which he ofed ten horfes, and did it in 
two feconds under eleven minutes of the 
time prefcribed by the articles, to the afto< 
niihment of all prefent. 

June 27. The lieutenant of a cutter 
from Sir Edmard Hawke, arrived at the 
Admiralty, with advice that when the cutter 
left the fqoadron, the men of war in Brejf 
"water were under weigh, and that a great 
sumber of troops were embarking all that 
day on board the French fleet. 

Jt"* 30* There was in the garden of 
Ceorge Montgomery, efq. at Chippenham hall, 
Caniridgejbiret the largefl American aloe 
plant, in flower, that ever was feen in 
£ngland. It was 104 years old, and forty 
feet high* 

July 1, A violent tempeit happened in 
M>enmark, the eflfedis of which were felt 
even in the bowels of the earth. The 
combttftible matter iathc territory of Zrir^- 



gard took fire; a high wind drove the 
names and fmoke into the town of Ripen^ 
which would have been entirely deftroyed, 
had not the wind fuddenly fhifted. 

July 2. His Majefty having received in- 
formation, that a Polacco, under imperial 
colours, from the ooaft of Barbary, re- 
ported to have the plague on board, and 
had been feen off the coaft of Prwenct 
near Marfeilleii and that a Ragufa ibip 
arrived at Leghorn, and a ^ufcan ihip at 
Marfejlles, both with foul bills of health 
from Alexandretta, and that the contagion 
was got amongft the faid ihips crews. It 
was therefore ordered in council, that all 
(hips which already arrrved, or ihould here- 
after arrive in any of the ports of thit 
kingdom, or of the ifles of 7ir/^> Cuenf 
fey, Aldemey, Sark or Man, from thofe feasy 
be (h-i£^Iy examined, whether they had com- 
munication with any of the refpeftive fhips 
before mentioned, or whether Uiey touched 
at the Morea, the coaft of Barhary, or anjf 
infeded place ; and in cafe it ihould appear 
that they had, that they be put under ttt'iGt 
quarentine. 

The right honourable John earl of W^- 
morelatid, chancellor ele^t of the unlverlitjf 
of Oxford% made his public entry by the 
eaft gate, into that city, and was received 
by the vice chancellor, noblemen, «and 
do£tors in their robes ; and being condoded 
into St. Mary*% church, was complimented 
by the public orator in a fhort Latin fpeech, 
to which his lordfhip replied in the fame 
language* 

Juhf 3* The King was pleafed to ap- 
point the right honourable vifcount Lig9» 
nier, field marfhal of his Majefty*s forces^ 
mafter general of the ordnance, arms, ar- 
mories, and habiliments of war, in the 
room of the duke of Marlborough, de* 
ceafed.

Two 
of thefe appeared to be deferters ; aftd all of 
them had been officers in the Macault pri- 
vateer. 

His Majefty*s fhips and bombs, anchored 
in the great ro^Ao^ Havre, where having 
made a difpofition to put their lordfhip^a 
orders in execution, the bombs proceeded 
to place themfelves in the narrow channel 
of the river leading to HarJUur, it being 
the moft proper and only place to do exe- 
cutioa from \ and abotttfevca ia the cve« 
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u'lng, two of die hombs were ftjtiuoeJ) as 
were all tie reft early the next raorain^AnJ 
continued to bombard for fit*tf-t«o nuurs 
wiihouc iatermiilion, with fuch fuccei's, 
that the town was iVveral times in tiames, 
and ibeir magazine of (lores for their flat- 
bocted boats, burnt wkh veiy great fury for 
upwards of fix hours, notwithftanJii^ the 
coofiderable efforts of fcrcral hundred men 
to extinguift it ; many of the boats were 
overturned and damaged by the explofion of 
the fliells) during the atiaclc, the enemyU 
troops appeared very numerous, were con- 
tinually erc^ing new batteries, and tbrow- 
jag up intrencbmeatSy their oonAernation 
being fo great, that til Che inhabitant! for- 
iodk the town. 

NotwlthiUadingthb fmart bombardment, 
the damage done us by the enemy waa very 
uiconfi4elrab!e, though great numbers of 
their (hot and Aiells fell and bvrft among the 
Vombs and boats. 

July 6. Captain Gilchnfit who received 
n mot in the ihoulder, by a pound bail^ in 
•a engagement with a French forty gUn 
snan of war, was prefented to his Majeily 
by \m^ A^frn, and was gracioufly received. 
He fince had a penfion of }oo/. a year (et« 
tied on him for life. 

ymfy 9* A dreadful ftorm of thunder 
and lightning broke forth in the neighbour- 
hood of KirhtUy, which iafted without in* 
termifliont from five in the morning till 
live in the aftornoon ; during which fpace, 
two women who attended * bleaching 
ground, were ftruck dead by the lightning. 
Oik of them was fitting on a rifing ground, 
«ith a child fucking at her breaflj by her 
fall the little tj^fant was tumbled down the 
hill, but received no mtnner of hurt.

them to the Cuftom-houfe, feieed captain 
Tbompfin, the comipander, and five of fail 
men.

That a fubfcriptien ihould be opened in 
the chamber of Loir</oit, for an immediate vo- 
luntary contribution to be paid in bounties 
among fuch able bodied landmen as, within 
the time limited for that purpofe^ prefented 
themfelves at Guildhall, to be enhfted to 
ferve as foidiers for three years, or till the 
end of the war. At ihe fame time it was 
refolved, That the Chamberlain fubfcribe 
1000/. in behalf of that city ; and for a fur- 
ther encouragement for able bodied men to 
entift, every foldier, (o enHfted, who, af- 
ter the expiration of his fervice, produced 
to the ChamberhMn of the city of London, a 
tefHmonial of his good behaviour, under 
the hand of a field officer, ffaould be ad- 
mitted to the privilege of fetting up and 
exercifing any trade whatever within the 
faid city. 

Aug. 1 5. The Lord Mayor of L^Mdcn 
received the following letter from iecretary 
Pitt,

of the court of common council, had the

Sept. 7. Dr* Henfey, who had been coo^ 
fined in gaol ever fince his trial, gave bail 
before a judge, in order to plead his pardon 
the enfuing term. 

Sept. 10. The marquis dTAbrea^ envoy 
extraordinary from the court of Spain, had 
a private audience of his MajeAy, to notify 
the death of the late king of Spain. 

The right honourable the lord Barrington, 
fecretary at war, by his Majefty^s command, 
waited on lord George SackvUUf with orden 
for him to deliver up all his places that he 
held under the government.

At Halifax in Nova Scotia, was the moft 
violent gale of wind that had been known*

near the beach, were wholly ruined : two 
fchooners were driven alhore, fome thou- 
fands of trees in the woods were blown 
down, and in fome place the roads rendered 
impalTable. The damages fuftained at tho 
wharfs, &c» was computed at feveral thou- 
fand pounds. As the ftorm happened at 
the height of the fpring tide, and the 
wind in the fputhem point, it drove the 
tide in to that degree, that the water rofe 
near fix feet perpendicular above its ordi* 
nary flowing.

Jsihany with a prodigious number of vil- 
lages, the greateft part of which became 
n^ing but a heap of ruins. The fliocks 
hegan the 30th o£ Offtier at four in the 
jnoming, tne waters of the docks over- 
flowed, and all feemed to threaten a gene- 
ral deftruf^ion. They were felt in the 
fame manner at Buruti twenty leagues to 
the fouth ; but were more violent at the At- 
iafuirtt diftance twenty- five leagues to the 
north. Many houfes were thrown down 
at Sefdtt and a number of people buried 
under their ruins. 

At Acn^ which is fifteen leagues higher 
than^eydlr, the fea overflowed its borders, 
and pourn! into the ftreets, though feven 
or eight feet above the level of the fea^ 

The city of Sapbet, about ten leagues 
dillant, was entirely overthrown, and the 
greateft part of its inhabitants perifiied by 
the fall of the houfes. 

The ihocks were terrible at Danuu, which 
is three journies from SfyJe j all the mi- 
ranets and a number of houfes were thrown 
down, and fix thoufand fouls perifhed. 

Several other fiiocks were felt fuccef- 
||yd/taith«a5thofiV«vMi^, whifihdii 
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their alarms at an end ; when, on that day^ 
about feven in the evening, the (hock re- 
commenced in a manner fo terrible, that 
many edifices were thrown down, and the 
earth trembled under their feet all the time 
they were running to the fields. 

The next day about four in the morning^ 
it was fuccedcd by others ftill more dread- 
ful, and when day-light caaoe it dilicovered 
the difmai efiefts, the neighbouring towns 
prefenting nothing but heaps of ruins. 
The city was no longerJ>ab|^ble. 

Balhecy which was fifteen leagues from 
hence on the fide of Mount Lihmn, and an 
ancient caftle built by the Rtmans^ with 
ftones, of which three were fufficient to 
form the arch of a large vaults were entirely 
deftroyed.

The lead was blown olt' the houfc of earl 
Cotwptr^ in Great Gcorgt-firtt-ty into the 
flreet. A houfe in Hant^zer-Jireetf had the 
gable end blown off. One of the pinnacles 
of a building adjoining to the Houfe of 
Commons was blown down, and broke 
through the r»of of the room over the 
Speaker** chamber. The Mali in St, 
James^S'park was covered over with branches 
of trees. Upwards of twenty-feven feet of 
lead on the Admiralty roof was rolled up by 
the force of the wind like a fcroll ; and a 
great number of chimnies, fences, &c. 
were' blown down in JV^minfier, 

Many (hips in the river were driven from 
their anchors, fome loft their rudders, and 
received confiderable damage by running 
foul of one another. 

The country felt the terrible effe^ls of 
this ftorm. In many places it was attend- 
ed with thunder, lightning, hail, and rain; 
it untiled houfes, blew trees up by the 
rootSy and fwept away ricks of com, hay, 
and cottages. 

At fea it did incredible damage to the 
Ihipping^ in almoft every harbour fome per- 
font periihed in boats and in /hips ; but 
the loft moft to be regretted was that of the 
unfortunate RsmWUst captain Tayhr^ with 
734 men. Being embayed within the Bclt- 
hemi^ which they had miftaken for the 
Ram'beady and imagined they were going 
into PfytnoMtb-Seundf and clofe upon the 
rockty they let go their anchors, and cut 
away all their mafts, and rode fafe till five 
in the evening, when the gale increafed fo 
much *tit impoflible todefcribe it ; they part- 
ed, and only one midfliipman and twenty- five 
meS out of the whole, jumped off the ftern 
on the rocks, and were faved.

Upwards of 400/. was col- 
Icftcd at Mr. JVbirfeld'i tabernacle for the 
relief of the diftreil'cd Proteflants in and 
about Cufirin in the New Marche of Bhan^ 
deniourg. 

A terrible riot happed at Kingfton in Sur^ 
rey^ occaAoned by a methodift preacher, 
who came there, and brought a great num- 
ber of people together in a barn to hear 
him. While he was preaching, a fellow 
threw fome dirt at him, which made a 
great difturbance, and the mob at laft drag- 
ged the preacher into the ftreet, and rolled 
iiim in a ditch; and had it not been for 
the humanity of a gentleman near the 
fpot, who took him into his houfe, he, 
in all likelihood, would have been mur- 
dered.

April 1 6, The trial of Laurence earl 
Ferrers, for the murder of Mr. Jobnpn 
his fteward) began before the Huufe of 
Lords at ff^cjiir:mjier hail, lord keeeper Hen- 
ley being appointed Lord high fteward of 
Mnglsnd on thia occafion. The 'prifoner, 
in nis own coach, attended by the major of 
the Tower^ and fome other gentlemen, 
and guarded by a party of the toot guards 
and warders of tHe Tower, arrived at half 
pad ten at U^ejiminfter hall, and was imme- 
diately followed by the Lord highileward in 
his ftate- coach, drawn by fix horfes, who 
was preceded by five of his grace** coaches 
with his arms and livery, and followed by 
the twelve judges and mafters in chancery. 
All the crown evidence, and pan of bis 
lordihip's, were this day examined.

Afterwards the Lord high 
Reward took notice, that by the a^ of 
parliament the lords, his judges, had a 
power of refpitingj and therefore, that he 
might have more time to prepare himfelf, 
they rcfpited hit fentence to Monday, May 5. 
£arl Ferrers read a paper, in which he ex- 
I prefled his concern lor the trouble he had 
given, but that he was advifed to make the 
plea oi lunacy, and begged their lordfhips to 
i«commend him to the King ibr mercy. ~ 

Between niite and ten o*clock this mcrn- 
ing a dreadful fire brake out at the houfe of 
MeiTrf. Barrow and Reynolds, oil-men, in 
naihes-ftrut, adjoining to St. Magnus 
<iburch ', which confumed that houfe, alfo 
Mr. Baijey*%f the tackle-porter alehoufe; 
Mr. ^laneTsf an orange merchant; Mr. 
9fliliams\ a falter $ Mr. FrankiitCi, a 
(ooprri Mr. Pr^vtice^ a feedfaian; Mr. 
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H^ood't, the King's Head aichonfe in Trefh^ 
wharf gateway 5 all the warehoufet at Frefh' 
wharf* J and the roof of St. Magnus church, 
which tell in, and very much damaged th« 
pews, altar-piece, £ft. The organ was 
removed, but the hurry being fo great> it 
was much djmag;:d. Two fhips lying otf 
Frc(h- wharf received little hurt, but a great 
qu.4ntity of fugar, oranges and iemons,- 
wine, &Cm was entirely dellroyed. The 
damages amounted to at leall 40,000/. In 
the houfe where it begun, there was fome 
gunpowder which took fire, and greatly 
terrified the inhabitants; feveral firemen 
and other perfons were wounded^ and one 
blown up. 

April 2Z. His Majefty was pleafed to 
appoint Ralph H^oodfurd, efq. to be fecre* 
tary to the extraordinary embalfy to the 
court of the Catholic king, in the room of 
Rwvtgny de Cofne, efq. 

Stanier Fort en, efq. to be conful nt Ma- 
drid, in the room of John Burnaby Parker^ 
el'q. dcccafed. 

Lord George Sackvi/le having defired a 
trial by court martial, it was granted, and 
the following was the fentence : 

'* This court, upon due confideration of 
the whole matter before them, is of opi- 
nion, that lord George Sackn/tUe is guilty of 
having difobeyed the orders of prince fer- 
dinand of Brunfiuick, whom he was by hi) 
commillion and in(lra£lions direAed to obey, 
as commander in chief, according to the 
rules of war; and it is the further opinion 
of the cu-art, that the faid lord George 
Sack^ilic is, and he is hereby adjudged, 
unfit to frrve his Majefiy in any military 
capacity whatever.*' 

Which fentence his Majefty was pleafed 
to confirm ; and it was his Majefty*s plea- 
fure, that the above fedtence fhould be 
given out in public orders, that officers be- 
ing convinced that neither high birth, nor 
great employments, could fhelter otFences of 
fuch a nature ; and that feeing they were 
fubied to cenfures much worfe than death, 
to a man who has any fenfe of honour, 
they might avoid the fatal confequencet 
arifing from difobedience of orders. 

Jure 25. This day his Majefty in coun- 
cil called for the council-book, and ordered 
the name of lord George Saek^ille to be 
flruck out of the lift of privy counfellors. 

April 30. The Eufl 'India company*! 
fhip of war the Pin, of fifty guns, captain 
JViiitam JVilfcn arrived fix montlis earlier 
than cxpefted, the commander having con- 
dudtcd her thither and back by a pafiage 

hitherto 
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hitherto unattempted, and at a feafon of 
the year deemed impraflicalsle, as it was in 
OfipoAtion to the monfoons^ and the uni- 
form cartom of the country* An inftance 
that iroprovexnents may long lie dormant 
for want of a proper exertion of endeavours 
to furmount fpeculative difHculties. 

The navigation of this {hip was by the 
caftern paHTage of the Indian ocean, throegh 
ilraits among the fpice iflands, which, not 
being particular! fed by name in the charts, 
were denominated Pitt's Straits ^ in honour 
of. the great mtnifter from whom the (hip 
was called.^ From thence the rout was by 
J^4w Guinea and the Fbilif>pine JJlands to 
Canffin, 

May 5. Lord Ferrers was executed at Ty- 
burn, purfuant to his fentence. A fcaffold 
was ere£ted under the gallows at Tyburn, 
and part of it, about a yard fquare, was 
raifed about eighteen inches above the reft 
of the floor, with a contj^ivance to /Ink 
down upon a ftgnal given, and the whole 
was covered with black baize. 

In the morning about nine o*clock, his 
body was demanded of the keeper at the 
gates of the Tower by the iherifFs of London 
»nd MiddUJcx* His lordfhip being informed 
of it, fent a mcffage to the fherifFs, re- 
quefting that he might go in his own 
landau, inftead of the mourning coach that 
had been provided by his friends ; and this 
reijueft being granted, he entered his ]an> 
dau, drawn by fix horfes, with Mr. Hunt' 
pbries, chaplain of the Tower, who had 
been admitted to hit lordfhip that morning 
for the firft time ; the landau was condu£^ed 
to the (Mitward gate of the Tower by the 
officers of the Tower, and was there de- 
livered to the (herifi's. Here Mr. flierifF 
VaUlant entered the landau to his lordfhip, 
and expreflling his concern at having fo 
melancholy a ^uty to perform, his lord (hip 
faid, *« he was much obliged to him, 
and took it kindly, that he accompanied 
him.'* 

He Was drefTed in a fuit of light-coloured 
clothes, embroidered with filver (his wed- 
ding fuit) and foon after Mr. Vaillant came 
into the landau, he faid, ♦* You may per- 
haps. Sir, think it ftrange to fee me in 
this drefs, but I have my particular reafons 
for it.'* 

The proceiTion then begun in the fol- 
lowing order : 

A very large body of the conftables for 
the county ai Middlejex, preceded by one 
ef the high confUbles^ went iirft, and were 
followed by.

A hearfe and fix, which was provided 
for the conveyance of his lord(hip*6 corpfe 
from the place of execution to Surgeon's 
hall. 

When they approached near the place of 
execution, his, lordfhip told the ihcriff, 
'< that there was a perfon waiting in a coach 
.near there, for whom he had a very fincerp 
regard, and of whom he ihould be glad to 
take his leave before he died }** to which 
the fherilF anfwered, that « if his lordfhip 
infifled upon it, it fhould be fo; but that . 
he wifhed hi$ lordfhip, for his own fake, 
would decline it, left the fight of a perfon 
for whom he had fuch a regard, fhould un- 
man him, and difarm him of the fortitude 
he pofTefTed." To which his lordfhip, 
without the leaft hefitation, replied, <« Sir,' 
if you think I am wrong, I lubmit;" and 
upon the fherifF's telling his lordfhip, that 
if he had any thing to deliver to that per- 
fon, or any one elfe, he would' faithfully 
do it; his lordfhip delivered to him a 
pocket-book, in which was a bank-note, 
and a ring, and a purfe with fome guineas, 
in order to be delivered to that perfon, 
which were delivered accordingly. 

The landau being now advanced to the 
place of execution, his lordfhip alighted 
from it, and afcended upon the fcaffold, 
with the fame compofure and fortitude of 
mind he had pofTefTed from the time he left 
the Tower. Soon after he had mounted the 
fcaffold, Mr. Humphries aiked his lordfhip, 
if he chofe to fay prayers } which he de- 
dined ; but upon Jhis afking him, « if he 
did not choofe to join with him in the 
Lord^s Prayer ?** he readily anfwered, '< he 
would, for he always thought it a very fine 
prayer;'* upon which they kneeled down 
together upon two cufhions, covered with 
black baize, and his lordfhip with an audi- 
ble voice very devoutly repeated the Lord's 
Prayer, and afterwards with great energy, 
the following ejaculation-, '^.O God for- 
give me all myerrors, pardon all my fins.'* 

His lordfhip then rifing, took hit leave 
of the fherifi's and the chaplain 3 and af- 
ter 
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tier thanlctiig them for their many civilities, 
^e prefented his watch to Mr. fheriff Fail' 
igntf which he dfelired his acceptance of; 
and fignified his de/ire, th^tt his body might 
Ve buried at Breien or Stanton y in Leiccfter' 
jblre. 

His lordHiip then called for the execu- 
tioner, who immediately came to him, and 
afketi him forgivenefs; upon which his 
lordihip faid, '< I freely forgive you, as I 
do all mankind, and hope myfelf to be 
forgiven.** He then intended to give the 
executioner five guineas, but, by miflake, 
giving it into the hands of the executioner's 
afliftanC, - an unfeafonable difpute enfued 
between thofe unthinking and unfeeling 
wretches, which Mr. flierifF Vaillant in- 
ftandy filenced. 

The executioner then proceeded to do 
hl5 doty, to which his lordfhip, with great 
refignatioo, fubmitted. His neckcloth be- 
ing taken off, a white cap, which he had 
brought in his pockc't, being put upon his 
head, his arms fecured by a black fa(h, and 
che'cord put round his neck, he advanced 
^ by three fteps to the elevated part of the 
fcafi-bld, and (landing under the crofs-beam 
which went over it| which was alfo co- 
hered with black baize, he afked the exe- 
cutioner, «* Am I right ?'* Then the cap 
was drawn over his face> and, upon a fignal 
given by the (herifF (for his lordlhip, upon 
being before a/ked, declined to give one 
Sximfdf ) that part upon which he ftoo:), 
infhintly funk down from beneath his feet, 
and left him entirely fufpended. 

For a few feconds his lord/hip made fome 
llruggles againft the attacks of death, but 
was foon eafed of all pain by the preflure 
of the executioner. 

From the time of his lord(hip*s afcend- 
ing upon the fcaflbld, until his execution, 
«iras about eight minutes ; during which his 
coulntenance did not change, nor his tongue 
fiiulter. 

The accuflomed time of one hour being 
palt, the 'Coffin was raifed up, with the 
greateft decency, to receive the body^ and 
beifig depofited in the hearfe, was conveyed 
by the flieriffs, with the fame pr^ceffion, to 
Surgeon's Hall, to undergo the remainder 
of the fenteiice. A large incilion was made 
from the neck to the bottom of the breaft, 
and anotlier crofs the throat; the lower 
X part of the belly was laid open, and the 
bowels taken away. It was afterwards 
publickly expofed to view in a room up 
jDne pair of ihdfs at the hall \ and on tbt 
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evening of TburfJajf the Sth of A£ffjr it wa» 
delivered to his friends for interment. 

Af/iy 6. Prince Ferdinand, by his proxy^ 
Sir Charles Cottrell Dormer^ the marquis of 
Rcckingbam and Ari Temple^* wtrt inrtailed 
knights of the garter at ^''wdfor, with the 
ufual ceremonies. And next morning the 
marquis, the earl, and Mr. fecretary Plttt 
were complimented with the freedom of 
that corporation. 

May 7. Was held the anniverfary feaft- 
of the fons of the clergy. The colle^dn 
at the church and after dinner, together with 
that at tiie rehearfal, amounted to upwards 
of 1020/. beftdes which, the princefs ./Cwr- 
I'la gave 100/. for educating poor orphans, 
till of age to be put out apprentiee, and 
StimpfoH Gideon, efq. loo/. for ' the benefic 
of clergymen's widows. 

May 9. This morning, about two o'clock 
the remains of the late earl Ferrers, were 
privately carried from Surgeon^s Hall, and 
interred in Pancras church. They were 
afterwards carried into LtlcefitK/hlre* 

His royal highnefs Edioard, duke or 
Tork, took his feat in the Houfe 6f Peers, 
on a chair of ftate, placed on the lefb hand 
of the throne. His royal highnefs was 
preceded by the heralds, and introduced by 
the great othcers of ftate. 

May 12. This being the aooth year 
fince the acceffion of queen EUtsabetby the 
fume was obferved at the JVeftmlnjter elec- 
tion (which began this day) as a high 
feftival. After a fermon preached by the 
reverend Mr. Jl^drrore, the only furviving 
member of the hit jubilee, feveral copies 
of verfes were fpoken by the uihers, fcho- 
lars, &€• 

May 15. Six regiments of foot, com- 
manded by major general Griffin, embaHeed 
at Gravefend, and failed in the evening for 
Germany. The Brltljb forces, when joined 
by this laft embarkation, confif^ed of one 
regiment of horfe guards, two of horfe, 
three of dragoon-guards, five of dragoons, 
and twelve of foot, vixs. the 3 Hodgfon\

May a2. This day the lords commif- 

fionert

" We have riceivcd the King^s com- 
mands to put an end to this feilion of Par- 
liament) and, upon this uccafion, do afTure 
you, that his Majcfty l:)oks back, with en-» 
tire fatisfa£lion, on your proceedings dur- 
ing the courfe of it. Theduty and aS'e^tion 
which you have exprefled for his pcrfon and 
government, and the zeal and unanimity 
which you have (hewn in maintaining the 
true Intertft of your country, can only be 
equ.illed by what his Majefty has formerly 
experienced from this Parliament. 

«* His Majefty has commanded us to ac- 
quaint you, that it would have given him' 
the moft fenfible pleafure to have been, able 
to communicate ^o you, that his fincere en- 
deavours to promote a general pacification 
had met with more fu'table returns before 
this time. His Majefty, in conjundlion 
with his good brother and ally the king of 
Prtijfiay chofe to give their enemies prooft 
of this equitable difpofition, in the midft 
of a feries of glorious vidlorics ; an op- 
portunity th : moft proper to do it with 
dignity, and to manifeft to all Europe the 
purity and moderation qf his views. After 
fuch a conduit, his Majefty has the com-

" The. royal navy was never in a more 
flouri/hing and refpe£lable condition j and 
the fignal victory obtained laft winter over 
the French Heet, on their own coafts, as it 
has added luftre to his Majefty^s arms, has 
given fnfh fpirits to his maritime forces, and 
reduced the naval ftrength of France to a 
very low ebb.

The plague broke out again at Smyrna 5

joined in the public demonftrations of joy 
4)11 this occaiion, which fecured the Portw 
fuefe from the poflibility of a difputed fuc* 
cei^on, except the Pope*s Nuncio, M. Ac^ 
aajuolti who had received a cardinars hat, 
and he thought fit to keep the windows and 
doors of his hcufe cloiie Ihut up the whole 
time, and ftridlly forbid his xlomeftict to 
fuffer the lead appearance of light to be feen 
from any part of his houfe j fo that even 
the neceflary and ufual lights were not 
tifed. This Indecent behaviour favoured a 
fufpicion, that AcciajuoU had been tamper- 
ing in a confpiracy with the Kiog*s two 
brothers, Don Jofepby and Don Antonio, 
which obliged his Majefty to baniih him 
from his dominions, apd come to an open 
rupture with the court of Rome, Don Jo- 
fepb and Don Antonio were foon after con- 
lined, by the King*s order, in two cells of 
the convent of Bofaco,

June 9. The foundation was laid for a 
jiew chapel, at the end of Pert land- fireet, 
Marybone. 

June 19. The Hambourgb merchants, 
liding in this city; had a meeting at 
Jcbn'i coffee-houfe, Cornhill, when they 
agreed to and ligned a petition to the lords 
of the Admiralty, for a convoy to protc£b 
their trade, the court of Fr^nre having, on 
the 30th ult. declared the treaty of com- 
merce with that city null and void ; and 
having alfo demanded fatisfa^ion in the af- 
fair of the ftores that had been fome time 
detained there, by order of the regency. 
The Hind, of 20 guns, was immediately 
ordered to convoy their trade. 

June II. A fire happened zt Bqrgo, a 
town of Sweden, on the gulph of Finland^ 
by whici} three fourths of the houfes, and 
all the public buildings except four, were 
reduced to afhes. * 

June 12. Major-general ElPtot, the earl 
of Pembroke, and feveral other officers,, fet 
out for Germany, that regiment of light 
horfe being ordered thither.

Slafdrofferberg, three fortified mountaini 
ncAt Landjbut, which were vig^oroofly de^ 
fended by general Fwfuet, who was now- 
ever at length obliged to retire into Kircb* 
berg and Gladenberj^, where he was fooa 
after fummoned to furrender j but he chofe 
rather to force his way through the AuRriam^ 
than lay down his arms, which waa e»eded 
though with the lofs of 7331 men, himfelf. 
and many officers being made prifoxiers. Im- 
mediately after this adiioc^ the. Aufirians 
were admitted into handfi>ut\ and their 
operations before GlatTi proceeded without 
interruption. The PruJJians, under Fouquetp 
amounted to no more than 15,000 men, 
and the Aufirians were 40,000, of whom 
6,000 were killed upon the fpot, and xa,ooo 
wounded.

At Jamaica the rebellion of the negroes 
about the beginning of June broke out with 
redoubled fury, and the number that join- 
ed were very confiderable. They made 
their firft appearance on captain Forrefl*s 
eflate, where they murdered Mr. Smiib the 
overfeery who wai then at fupper with four 
more gentlemen, one of whom was alfo 
murdered, another left for dead, and the 
other two efcaped. After this they went 
to other eftates, and murdered feveral other 
white people $ but by this time the country 
wai adai'med, and the militia and regulars 
went in purfuit of tliem. The negroes in 
their fir ft flcirmiih had greatly the a J ran- 
tage, and feveral gentlemen of the militia 
were killed ; but, with the afliftance of 
fome failort, they next day attacked them 
a fecond time, killed twenty-five, and took 
a good many prifoners. Colonel S^rarge, 
Who commanded, encamped at George Jril- 
liams^s eftate, with the whole regulars and 
teilitia, frote vrhehce parties were fent out 
after the negix>e9, who never ftood above 
dne fire befoi^ they rah into the woods. In 
thefe l^iet, however, feveral of their head- 
men were killed, and about twenty guns 
and fifty pounds of powder taken 3 a lofs 
to them the greateft they could have met 
with. They murdered all the negro chiU 
inn, and carried the women with them, 
over whom they were obliged to keep a con- 
ftant and cloic guard. The infurredion. 
Was intended to be general, and their plan 
appeared to have been a total maflacre of ail 
the whites, and to make the ifland a negro 
colony. This plan was intended to be exe- 
cuted iihmediately after the djcpartur'e of the 
fleet for Engtand\ but the Jndlant on Mr. 
forrefi*s eftate, who were principals in the 

J dot, having got themfelves drunk, their 
mpatience hap))ily anticipated the deiign, 
otherwife, in all probability, many more 
Europeant would have fuffered in oppofing 
their attempt. 

Advice was received that general Amherfl, 
havinj^ feen the laft proviHons ^nd (lores 
fent off for Ofwego, left SbeneSledy himfclf, 
June 20, and the whole army tinder his 
command, c4n(ifting of 10,000 infantry, 
150 battocmen, and 500 rangers, with a 
fine train of artillery, fee out from Ofwego 
to mirch to Montreal the 30th. The for- 
tifications of Louijburg were nearly demo- 
liihed by th« sAioers, ^c* fent from Eng- 



land, and the garri(bn was preparing to pro« 
ceed to ^ebec* 

June 30. At four o'clock in the after- 
noon the caftlt; of Marbourg furrendered to 
the French, and the garrilon were made 
prifoners oi war. 

July I. One thoufand five hundred 
Fremb, under the command of Nordman* 
de JVurfer, and de Fiewv'iUe, entered FritX" 
lar, a town in Lower HeJJe, feven league!

tion lafted an hour, and each party claimed 
the victory. 

This day, between twelve and 
one o'clock in the morning, a fire |>roke out 
in the rope-houfe belonging to his Majefiy't 
dock-yard at Portfmoutb^ which, notwith* 
(landing all pofiible afiiftance from thepeo* 
pie or the yard, the officers and men be* 
longing to his Majefiy's (hips in the harbour 
and at Spitbead, the marines at quarters, 
and the (oldiers from the town and barracks, 
who all exerted themfelves with remarkable 
zeat, could not be got under till paft two in, 
the afternoon, having confumed the faid 
rope-houfe, with the fpinning-houfe, hemp* 
houfe, and 6ne of the (lore-houfes with fe- 
veral (lores. The fire began in the upper 
part of the batchelor's loft, and was fo in- 
(lantaneous that the 'il^ame was difcovered as 
foon as the fmoke through the tiling, Thie 
night had beenexceffively tempeftuous, witk 
great fla(hes of lightning, one of which, at 
eleven o'clock, had almod blinded the 
watchman at his pod, and another, about 
ten niinutes before the f^ame appeared, haf 
pa(red him like a ball of fire, in a line of 
dire£lion towards the place where the 'fire 
broke out. The lofs amounted to 400,000/* 
Not more than two or three lives were loft* 

July 3* William Bart, efq. lately cho-

** It is with concern I am obliged to de- 
clare, I do not regard my ele^ion to this 
office with that honour I (hould have done, 
bad it been carried into execution with the 
knowledge of my fellow citizens, in con-

Admiral Rodney^ who was lately forced 
by a ftorm to Spltbead, had juil before, 
while he was lying oil* Havre de Grace, to 
watch the mouth of the Seine, driven five 
fiat bottomed boats, loaded with cannon 
amd ihot, afhore, and deftroyed them with 
the fort at port Bajpn ; at the fame time 
tea others, with great difficulty, efcaped 
into the river Orne, leading to Caen> 

They were remarkable fine veHels, up- 
wards of 100 feet long, and capable to con- 
tain from three to five hundred men for a 
sight's run. This fuccefs had the defired 
cfi'ed, the enemy having unloaded 100 
others that were ready to fail, and fent 
them all up again to Rouen* 

Captain Harvey y in the Dragon, and 
three other (hips, attempted a defcent on 
the ifland of Gr§uais in S^uiberon bay ; but 
finding the ifland better fortified with can- 
non, and fupplied with troops, than he had 
reafon to expc£^, he thought proper to defift, 
after a fruitlefs attempt to land In the night, 
in order to take the place by furprise. Be- 
fore he quitted his defign, he fummoned 
the governor to furrender ; and* to add 
weight to his menaces, in cafe of refuial, 
^e brought up a convoy of empty vidualers, 
to appear like tranfports with troops on 
board ; but the governor, though he was 
deceived, made anfwer, that he was refolv- 
ed to defend the ifland to the laft extremity. 
*< Upon this anfwer, captain Harvey order- 
ed up eighteen tranfports, efcorted by fome 
frigates, who entered the rosd next morn- 
ing f but the neceflary difpofitions being 
made for a good defence, over-awed the 
Mnglijh, and their fleet foon retired, with- 
out making any attack. The five men of 
war, however, remained fome days before 
the fort,, and fired a few broadfides, which 
were anfwered by the artillery from the 
fort. Soon after a very hard gale of wind 
obliged the fiiips to get off a? faft as pof- 
£ble. 

Thr^ battalions of Ettgll/h guards, mak- 
ing in all 3000 men, arrived, at Breme^y 
fuid marched dire^ly for the army.

00, 5. Early this morning Mr. fecre- 
tary Pi:t waited on his Majcity with the 
above important news ', at noon the Park 
and Tower guns fired, fife. 

A grand expedition being on foot, this 
day a large train of brafs artillery, followed 
by a great number of brafs field pieces, weat 
from the Tower to Portfmouth, The num- 
ber of draught horfes was 352. Several 
battering cannon, mortars, fife, were, the 
day before, ihipped at the Tower. The 
whele train amounted to xoo pieces. 
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OSf. 7. The camp at Jf^tnchifltr began 
to break up, the five militia regiments 
inarched off to their refpefUve counties. 
The 37th of regular!, (lord Effingham's) 
remained for embarkation, when joined 
by the other troops, vix, the 19th lord 
Ciorgt Buiuckrk'Sg 2xft Scotch furileers, 
30th lord Loudon'*^ and 36th lord Matt' 
ners\y the third battalion of the firft regi- 
ment of foot guards, Burgoy tie's light di-a- 
goons, Crtnvford** royal Tolunteeis, and 
two regiments from Ireland, 

OS* 8. A (hip of 70 guns, called the 
OttemsM Crown, having Turkiflt ftreamers 
ei^broidered with gold, waving down to the 
fea, appeared off Malta. Upon examina- 
tion, it appeared that ihe had (ailed from 
the DardenelleSf under the command of the 
Grand Setgnior*s high admiral, with 1050 
men on board; that ihe was deftined to 
colled the annual tributes at Strynia, Sdo, 
•nd Jrio : but that the Chriftian (laves, 
having taken the opportunity, when the ad- 
miral, with 700 of his attendants were on 
Ihore at StancbtP* to raife and maiTacre the 
reft of the crew, they inftantly cut the 
cables, and failed to Malta, where they ar- 
rived iafe, and fhared the booty, which 
amounted to 50,000 crowns a man. The 
captain of this ihip was afterwards (Irangled 
at ConJiantinopUy and the high admiral dif- 
graced. 

The order of Malta, as an encourage- 
ment to fuch brave fellows, made them 
the fole proprietors of the (hip and (laves, 
as well as of all the contribution money, 
which latter was faid to amount to a million 
and a half of florins, and other effedls on 
board. 

OSl. 9. BerRn furrendered to the Au- 
Bilam and "Ruffianly by capitulation. 

The Auftrians immediately levelled the 
arfenal and magazines with the ground, in 
which were immenfe quantities of ammu- 
nition and warlike (lores> and demanded 
two or three hundred thoufand guilders to 
be paid to the commanding officers; this 
being paid> meafures were taken for raif- 
ing the contributions, which amounted to 
19900,00c crowns, on the payment of which, 
the inhabitants received afTurances, that 
they (hould be allowed the free exercife of 
their religion. Immediately after the fur- 
render of the city ftrong guards were placed 
at the hoafes of all the foreign minii^ers, 
whither many of the moft confiderable in- 
habitants retired for fafety of their perfons 
^od property.

After which a new expe- 
riment was tried of a (hell charged with' 
fuming combuflibles, which threw out a 
great fmoke, and is intended to cover a re- 
treat, and onother occafions. 

Co/el, a ftrong city in Silejuz, was bloc- 
kaded by the Aujir'tan troops under general 
Laudobn^ but eight days after, upon ad- 
vice of the approach of the Prujian general 
Gohxe, the Auttrians thought fit to retire, 
by reafon, as they gave out, of the heavy 
rains that had fallen, and rendered their 
defigns impracticable.

His 
Majefly departed t'ui? lite in the 77th year 
of hi? agf, and the ;;.yh of his reip;n ; be- 
loved, honoured, and regretted b}' his fub- 
je^ks for his many eminent and princely vir- 
tues. 

HisMjjeiTy rofe in the morning at 
his ufual hour, without any apparent figns 
of indifpoAtion. He called his page, drank 
his chocolate, and enquire(' about the wind, 
as if anxious of the arrival of the mails. He 
opened his window, and looking out of it, 
and feeing ir a fine day, faid he would walk 
in thegarricns. This naOVd while the page 
attended him at breakfaft; but on leavinj; 
the room he heard a deep figh, immediately ■ 
f.'llowfd by a nHfe like t^ie falling of a ' 
billet of word from the fir-, snd rviturning ! 
haftiiy, Jo-md the Kinj dropt from !,is fra:^ 
as if in attempting to nng the Iv.-ll, who 
faid faintly, zzW Ame]\ay and irrn expired. 
He w.is i.iftanrly raifed and laid upon the 
bcsi, the Priiiccfs was called, who was told 
he\^.^s dead uuon her entrring the room, 
bijt being a little deaf, and her Iplrits being 
hurried by the alarm. Hie did not under- 
ftand what was faid j and ran up to the bed 
fide, and (looping tenderly over* her father, 
as thinking he might fpeak to her in a low 
voice, fhc tLen £rft difcovcred he was dead 5 



ihis Hi'Kk r.» ludut:!, fo unexptclcd, andfo 
Violent, threw her into uganies. 

HisMajelK, in the fall, received a fmall 

hurl on biS tempie, and his phyficians aod 

furgeons being fenc for, came inftantlyto 

his uHiltance, but without etied. An at' 

tempt was made to bleed him, but the if- 

lues of life we dried up. The acws of this 

event, which threw the court into the ut- 

moli conilerjiatiooy was carried to the fe- 

cretaries ot itate. Mr. Pht^ whofe coach 

was rjady at the door to carry him to his 

country feat, was ordered inftantly to/^, 

where be acquainted his Majeftv with the 

great event in form, the King having firft 

heard it on the road, as he was riding our, 

by a mefl'enger who had been difpatched 17 

oae of the pages of the prefence, he turn* 

ed back, and at Ktn» he received a letter 

from the princefs Ataelia, foou after which 

Mr. Pin arrived. 

His Higbnefs prepared immediately to 
attend the privy council, that upon the 
King's demife, had gnt together as faft as 
pofhble. His late Majefty derived his title 
to thefe kingdoms from Ethimbetby the only 
furviving daughter to ^tf««s I. whomatri- 
ed Frederick V. count Palatifu of the Rbm, 
elcdied king of Bobemia^ but never put in 
poU'eflion of the throne. By this Princ^ 
Elixaietb had a daughter, who was after- 
wards married to Brnj^ jftguflits, ele£tur of 
Brur.j'iuick, and duke of Hanciver, the great 
grandfather to the late King. Upon the 
abdication of king Janits II. his two daugh- 
ters il^tfry and Aunty fucceiiivcly filled the 
Brlti/h throne; but, both dying without 
i(rue, the crown devolved to George!, grand- 
fon of Ei};iabetb, daughter to Joku !• 
This Prince, when of age, married bisfirft 
coufin, daughter and heirefs of the duke of 
Zeil, by which that dukedom became unit- 
ed to the dominions of Hanover, This 
lidy, whofe name was Sopbia Dorotbea, is 
faid by a German writer to have been be- 
trothed to Augupui Frederick^ prince of 
pyclftv:l>uttle, two years before /he was pre- 
vailed upon, by motives of family interel^, 
to marry the young prince of Brunfwid, 
This may in fome fort account for that 
little atfeclioh th«t afterwards fubfiffed be- 
tween thofe great ptrfonages. By this mar- 
riage, however, hi had two children, the 
late King, and a princefs, married to the 
late king of PruJ/ia, mother to the preient 
illu(trious monarch. Our late King was 
born in 16S3, and when in his 15th ycir 
was prefented by his grandfather, the prince 
of Zeli, to king H'Uiiam \ who receive>l 

him 
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}iim with the fundnefs of a parent. On 
the 4ih of ylprll 1706, he was eleflcvl 
knight companion of the pioft noble order 
of tnc Garter j on the 2J of jfune following 
was invcflcd with the whole habit and en- 
iigns of the order j and on the Z2d of De- 
ceatber 1710, wa$ inltalled at IVindftr, 
vrith the dukes of Dcvtnfkirc and Argylty 
lord Halifax bcin^ his proxy. In Novetn^ 
ber 1700, he was created duke, niaiquis, 
ear), andvifcount, by the title of duke and 
maiquis o\ Cambridge, earl of Miijltti-ba^ 
vtn, vifcount of Northallerton, and baron 
of TnvkJbury*^^\X. was obferved by forae 
friends of his highnefs, at that time, that 
it vras a defeat to give him the peerage of 
Bnglatidf and not the precedency of all 
other peers. 

In 1 70S, he went a volunteer to make 

a campaign in the Netberiandsj undcr7o£if, 

duke of Marlhcrcttgb, On the zid of June 

he arrived at the camp, and on the i ith of 

jfylyt the battle of Oudcnard was fought, 

in which his eledtoral highnefs put himfelf 

at the head of a fquadron of Hancvcrian 

dragoons, commanded hy lieutenant general 

^m/ow, charged the enemy fword in hand, 

with the greateft intrepidity. His horfe 

W2S killed under him, and colonel Lufecbky, 

who commanded the fquadron, was flain, 

bravely fighting by his fide. On the accef- 

iion of Gecrge I. to the throne in 17149 

o^ers were brought from Hanover to the 

regency, to prepare a patent for creating. 

the ele^oral prince, George AuguJiuSi prince 

of IfaUi. 

Upon opening his Majefly, the right ven- 
^icle of the heart was found. burft, and the 
pericardium filled with a great quantity of 
«xrravafated and coagulated blood. The 
left ventricle was found empty, and the 
coats of all the veifels were worn away ex- 
tremely thin, and every fymptom appeared 
that indicated a univerfal decay of all the 
vital parts. His Majefty had been fre- 
K|uently out of order of late, and his pulfe 
Tq extremely low, that the phyficians could 
Tcarce perceive any motion in it at all. 
The key of his bureau was found in his 
hand. 

The lords of the Privy Council aflem- 
bling at Carltton houfc, gave orders for 
Proclaiming his prefent Majcfly, \Aho cauf- 
sd ' all the lords and others of the late 
K.iDg*s Pri\7 Council, to be fworn of his 
IVfajefty*s Privy Council, and was pleafed 
To make the following moft gracious de- 
r Jaration :

fullained hy the death of the King my 
grandfather would have been fcverely felt at 
any time, but coming at fo critical a junc- 
ture, and U) ujiexpecled, it is by many cii- 
cum fiances augmented, and the weight now 
failing upon ms much increafed. 1 feel my 
own inlulficicncy to iupport it as J wiOij 
but animated by t!ie tendered atteC^ion for 
my native country, and depending on the 
advice, experience, and abilities of your 
lordihips, on the funport and ailillan^e of 
every honelt man, 1 enter with chearfui- 
nel's into this arduous fituation, and ihall 
make it the bufincfs of my life to promote, 
in every thing, the glory and happincfs of 
thefe kingdoms, to preferve and ilrengthen 
both the conilitution in church and (late; 
and, as I mount the throne in the midll of 
an expenfive, but juil and nccefl'ary war, I 
ihall endeavour to profecutc it in the man- 
ner themoft likely to bring on an honoura- 
ble and lalUng peace, in concert with my 
allies.** 

Whereupon the lords of the council made 
it their humble requcH to his Majcfty, that 
this his MajeiK*s moft gracious declaration 
to their lordihips might be made public, 
which his M^jelty was pleafed to order ac- 
cordingly.

now, by the death of our bte Sovereign, 
of happy memory, becom'c our only law- 
ful and rightful liege lord C^or^tr the Third, 
by the grace of God > king of Greet Britain, 
France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, 
and fo forth : To whom we do acknowledge 
all faith and conflant obedience, with all 
hearty and humble afFedl:ion, befeeching 
God, by whom kings and queens do reign, 
to blefs the^royal prince George the Third 
with long and happy years to reign over us.

The proceflion was dofcd by one of the 
vnyal coaches out of mourning, with the 
blinds up, drawn by two horfes, and one 
fervant behind in a royal livery frock, with 
a torch. 

On each fide of all the royal carriages, 
except the lafl, a train of men walked in 
black cloaks, with lighted torches in their 
haads. 

At about a quarter pafl nine o^clock the 
pTOceffion entered the Green park, from 
Hydi-tark, and palTcd flowly on through 
the Horfe-guards to the grand entrance 
into the Houfe of Lords, where the royal 
corpfe was taken out, and carried up to the 
chamber.

There uas nu kind of cxterrrd 
caufe for this phenomenon, fuch as rain, 
winds, ^c» but, on the contrar)-, this day 
and feveral days before it were remarka* 
bly fine. A fimilar in(laiice happened there 
at the time of the earthquake at Lijhan, but 
never at any other lime for thefe fifty years 
palK 

An unufual agitation of the fe» was felt 
at the fame time, many leagues to the weft- 
ward of cape Finifttrre, by the people in 
the fliips lately arrived from LiJb6M» At 
jimfterdam the branches moved about a foot 
from the perpendicular, and the veflels in 
the harbour were agitated. It was felt vio* 
lently along the coaft of Sfahy and at Ma- 
drid it lasted t4)ree minutes, and threw down 
the furniture in feveral houfes : but at Lif- 
hon, it lafted five minutes, and was thought 
as fevere as that in 17559 though no lives 
were loA, and only a few old houfes were 
(battered, and fome new ones cracked. 

The ficge of CaJ/iel was raifrd by th€ al- 
lies, who. marched out of tht^ lines with 
their drums beating, without being mo* 
lefied.

What is very extraordinary, no accident 
happened on the occafion, except a m^tS 
being rode over by one of the horfcs. . y. 1 . 
A little before the proccflicn began, pro- 
ceeded that of her royal highnefs the prif -

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Lordt» acrofs Old Falaet-yarJ, on a plat- 
form ere£ted fur that purpoTe, to the fouth 
crofs of Weftminfttr-abbry. She wai led 
by the hind by his royM hi^hnefs prince 
William Henry, dref( in white and filver ; 
her train, which was of fiik, was but ihort, 
and tliercfore not borne by any perfon ; and 
ber hjir Hciwed down her ihsniiders in hang- 
ing curis : (hehadnocap, but only a cir- 
clet of diamonds. 

The reft of the princes and princeflTes, her 
highnefs's children, followed in the follow- 
ing order : 

His royal highdefs prince Henry Frede^ 
rick, alfo in white and filver, handing his 
firter the princefs Louifa Anne, dreA in a 
flip with hanging fleeves. Then 

His royal highnefs prince Fredtrick 
jyilRam, likewife in white and Hlver, hand- 
ing his youngeft fifter the princefs Caroline 
Matilda, drelTed alfo in a flip with hanging 
Heeres. 

Both the young princefTes had their hair 
combed upwards, which was contrived to 
lie fiat at the baclc of their heads in an ele- 
gant tafte. 

The other perfons who made up the re- 
mainder of this proceflion, were thofe 
who had not a right to walk with their Ma- 
jefties. 

The proceflion was clofed by the three 
Mahometan ambafladors, then at our court, 
in the proper drefTes of their country, having 
their turbans, of fine muflin, on their heads, 
and long gowas of flowered and laced filk \ 
their fabre fcabbards were crimfon, and in 
each of them were inclofed a dagger and a 
poinynrd. They carried no fabres, nor had 
any thing about their necks. 

The great diamond in his Majefly's crown 
fell out in returning to Weftminfter-hall, 
but was immediately found and reftored. 

On the day of his Majefty*s corona- 
tion, the lords jufticcs of Ireland received 
the compliments of the nobility, &c. who, 
on that occaflon, all wore blue and white 
cockades. At night all the public building', 
rtceples, bridges, and private houfes, were 
grandly illuminated, a play was given by 
their excellencies for the entertainment of 
the ladies, and the night concluded with 
the greateft demonftrations of joy.

It was firft difcovered in 
a clofet, near the library, that had been 
newly wafhed, burning with violence, and 
notwithftanding the affiftance of feveral 
neighbouring gentlemen, and moft of th« 
inhabitants in the adjacent villages, it could 
not be extinguifhed. The engine had littU 
or no tStSt, as the building was principal- 
ly of lime'ftome. The chapel, with fome 
part of the eaft wing, was all that remain- 
ed of this late venerable feat. The library,

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pifturei, &€• which were verv valuable^ 
were entirel) Luniumrd; and the magnifi- 
cent furniture, efpecially a rich bed of 
needle work, of which the hangings only 
were faved, fofFered confiderably by tiiis 
dreadful conflagration. One man loft hit 
life in the rubbifli, and another was much 
burnt. When the Duke received the fad 
account, he faid, « God*9 will be done ;** 
and the Ducbefs, *«How many befides us 
arc fofFerers by the like calamity.** Up- 
wards of l2,ocoA of late has yearly been 
paid in wapes to workmen who were con- 
Aantly employed about the houfe.

The I^rdMayor, aldermen, &c, return- 
ed in the order they went. 

The ftate-coach was drawn by fix beau? 
tiful iron-grey horfes, richly caparifonedy 
and adorned with ribbons, and all the com- 
panies made a very grand appearance. 

The armourers and braziers, the fkinnert, 
and the filhmongers companies particularly 
diftinguiihed themfelves> on this occafion* 
The former were marked by an archer rid- 
ing err£l in his car, having his bow in hit 
left hand, and his quiver and arrows hang- 
ing behind his left fhoulder, and a man ia 
compleat ai^our. The fkinnen were dif* 
tinguifhed by feven of their company being 
dreffed in fur, having their Ikina painted ia 
the form of Indian princes. The fiAmpn- 
gers pageant confifled of a fbtue of St. 
Pettr Untly gilt, a dolphin, two ii)eninM4s» 
B b b » an4 
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and two fea-horfrs, which had a very pleaf- 
ing cftedt. But the difagretable circum- 
flances of fevcral livery cumpanies waiting 
iipwanii of two hours in TtrntU-lanej be- 
fore the King, &c. could get oy, made it 
almoft dark ^^tivix^ thr Lord Mayor could

The proccflion being ended, the royal 
fanni.y were cnnJudted by the (herifTs to

Their Majeflirs were at- 
tendeil, as they pafl'cd from St. Jmrnes^s to 
the city, with the loudeft acclamations of 
joy. Scaftbldings wrre built at many of 
the houfes in the city, and the concourfe 
of people who were aflVmbled was almoft 
incedible. Four regiments of the London 
xt.ilitia lined the ftreets from TempU-ber to 
Lydgate^ and were of fingolar fervice in pre- 
venting the greateft multitude that perhaps 
was ever beheld, frcm incommoding the 
walk of the liverymen in the return of the 
Lord Mayor's proceflion } but from St. 
^/r«/*9 to Guildhall, where the militia hap- 
pened not to be Rationed, the people broke 
in among the liverymen, and rendered their 
walking extremely troublefome. 

The great hall and adjoining apartments, 
DVcre decorated and furniHied with as much 
tafte and magnificence as the fhortncfs of 
the time for preparation, and the nature of 
temporary fervice, would permit. The 
huftings, where their Majefties dined, and 
the new council chamber, to which they 
retired both before and after dinner, bein^ 
fpread with Turkey carpets, and the reft of 
the floors over which their Majeflies were 
to pafs, with blue cloth, and the whole il- 
luminated with near 3000 wax tapers, in 
chandeliers, iuftreii, girandoles, and fcon- 
ces. A felcft band of mufick, confifting of 
fifty of the beft hands, placed in a fuperb 
gallery crcflcd on purpcfe, at the lower 
<?ndofthe hall, entertained their Majefties 
with a concert during the time of dinner, 
oi)der the dire^ion of a gentleman juftly 
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celebrated for his great mnfical talenti} 
whilft fuur other gallerica (all coverdl «idi 
crimfon, and ornamented with white fe^ 
toons) exhibited to their Majefties a noft 
brilliint appearance of 500 of Che piincipil 
cititent of both fexes. 

The royal family beinf condoded tolk 
upper end of the hall, called the huftiagi, 
a table waa provided for theoiy let off w>tk 
a variety of emblematic oroaunents beyrad 
defcription elegant, and a fuperb cangpy 
was placed over their Majefties heads tttk 
upper end of it.. It was almoft nine bcfm 
the dinner (or rather Tapper ) was fervtd ip 
to the royal family, who all fat at the Chk 
table, and no other perfbn with them. Tbe 
ladies in waiting upon the Queen hadcUa- 
cd a kind of right by cuftom to dine at tbe 
fame table with her Majefty, but thu vrn 
over* ruled, and they dined ac ny Lidy 
Mayoreft*s tablet, which were no left tJua 
three in aiimber, and ferved la the moft ele- 
gant manner, in the apaitoiettt called tbe 
King's-bench.

Tbe 
Lord Mayor, aldermen,.. and their ladiei, 
had a table fpread for then^ in tbe kfircr 
huftings. A table for the privy-counfi^on, 
minifters of ftate, and others of the nebility, 
wu on the right hand, aa ybu afctnd tbt 
upper huftings: another for the foieiga 
minifters on the left. On each of tbde 
two laft mentioned tablet wai placed at tbe 
upper end half a fide of cold roaft beef, in 
one of which appeared to be ftacka flag Miith 
the royal arms, and in the other a flag witli 
thofe of the city. The conamon-council 
bad alfo tables allotted to thein in the body 
of the hall: the judges, feijeants, &r.* din- 
ed in the old council-chaoiberj. Tbe at- 
tendants upon all tbe company were plen- 
tifully regaled in the court of Commoo* 
pleas. 

The feven aldermen of the committeej 
vrho had the direAion of it, fet on the 
difhes, and attended the royal table. My 
Lord Mayor ftood behind the King (as we 
may fay) in quality of chief butler, while 
the Lady Mayorcfs waited on her Majefty 
in the fame capacity, biit were, foon after 
the royal family were feated, defired by 
their Majefties to go to dinner. Tbe en- 
tertainment confifted 6f three courfes, be- 
fides the defert. 

When the fecond courfe was bringing on| 
the common-cryer, ftanding before the 
royal table, demanded filence; and then 
proclaimed sUood, that hit Majefty drtnk 
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ta' the health and profpcrity of the Lord 
Mftyor^ aldermen, aad common-council of 
UH^ city of LenioHf and the trade thereof; 
and added thereto, that her M3Jefty alfo 
drtnk confirming the fame, whereupon the 
band of mafic immediately played the 
nnrch in Judss Maccaheus, accompanied by 
the fide drum. 

The common-cryer then came to the 
jMtd Mayor's table, at the lower end of the 
bally and the mufic ceafing, he again de- 
mitiiied filence« and proclaimed, that the 
Xrfwd Mayor^ aldermen, and common-coan- 
cil, dranl^ health, long life, and a profpe- 
root ttigB to our moft gracious foTereign 
ICing Gttr^ the Third, upon which the 
mufic immediately played the latter part of 
JIAr. Htfir</lrrt coronation anthem, Cutfave 
thiKhgi ^c. The mufic again ceanng, 
.tbc common-cryer demanded filence a third 
fhne, and proclaimed, that the Lord Mayor, 
aldermtoy and common- eon ncH, drank 
btelth, and long life, to onr gracious Qaeen 
Ch4wktUt npon which the band played 
ag^o. The healths of the reft of the royal 
family wef-e in order draiik at my Lord 
Mayor's, and the other tables, but not in 
the fame ceremonious public manner. 

The entertainment was elegant, famp- 
tiious, and well condudled. His Majefly, 
and all the royal family exprefled their en- 
tire approbation of it ; and the nobility and 
£afeeign minifters, acknowledged it was be- 
yond any thing they had ercr feen. 

In the evening the ball was opened by 
hit Royal Higbnefs the Duke of Tork and 
the Lady Mayorefs; and minuets were 
danced by fome others of the royal family, 
the nobility, ^c, till one o'clock. 

Their Majefties returned to St. JamttU 
about one o'clock, and the reft of the royal 
family followed them as faft as their coaches 
caald be brought up; the Lord Mayor, 
-vntb the fword of ftate carried before him, 
the flieriffs, and gentlemen of the commit- 
tee, conducing them to the hall gate. 

His Majefty and the Queen were pleafed 
to do ifingiilAr honour to Sir Samuel Fludjer, 
]Umx1 Mayor, at their departure^ as well as 
tD the Lady Mayorafs. 

The Queen's eafy, elegant, and conde- 
Icending behaviour made an impreffion on 
t)ie whole company ; and the joy of feeing 
tnxT young and beloved fovereign fo com- 
pleatly happy in his royal confort might 
•afily be read in every countenance. Our 
late patriotic minifter too might learn the 
lenie the city cetained of his pa ft fervices 
finm p» itceptioii they pnt hlroi which 
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was fach as muft afford the higheft fatis« 
fa€lion, and be confidered u the moft accep« 
table reward to a generous and noble mind* 
At his departure he was fxlated with the 
acclamations of the people, which conti- 
nued to furrouod his chariot all the way ta 
his houfe. 

The reft of the company did not fepaiate 
till after three, and the whole was conclud- 
ed with the utmoft regularity and deconuB. 

The ftreets through which theit Ma- 
jefties palTed in their return to St. Jsme^ 
were illuminated in the moft brilliant nian- 
ner, but an accident had liked to have hap- 
pened, by the breaking of the glafifes of theit 
coach, iu pafing under St. ^tfiitfi's gateway*

6^.) ; but in a 
few months an aft of Parliament reduced 
them to 285. and fuon after to 26s. and ia
